Resolutions 


for the New Year 


By RICHARD WILLIAMS 


Diss is the time of year for reso- 
lutions. I have 24 of the most pain- 
less—indeed most pleasurable— 
you've ever had offered to you. 
Here they are: 


I. Resolve this year to hear more 
music, enjoy more music and, above 
all, play more music. 


2. Resolve to do this in your own 
way for the enjoyment that best 
suits you without worrying whether 
your way is the right way. Music 
is an emotion. It is a state of feel- 
ing. One might say that it is a 
state of well-being. To arrive at it 
one cannot follow somebody else’s 
diet. Only such nourishment as you 
yourself can taste—such sounds as 
you can hear—are beneficial. 


3. Resolve therefore to get rid of 
your musical fears. If at a concert 
you suddenly find that your mind 
has started to wander, that you are 
no longer paying attention, that 
you are distracted by the hat of 
the woman in front of you or by 
the red face of the trumpeter, don’t 
feel guilty or jump to the conclu- 
sion that the piece of music you 
are hearing is over your head. Sim- 
ply try to get back to the music; 
let its force and fall carry you. Be 
easy about it. 

Music can be listened to in two 
ways: with your body and your 
mind relaxed and—much better-— 
alert and _ sensi-

tized, your heart taut,

You can command neither 


you listen, the more you will par- 


ticipate. Don’t say, “I can’t enjoy 
music because I don’t know any- 
thing about it.” 


4. Resolve, on the other hand, not 
to refuse hints and suggestions. A 
guide is a comfortable thing to 
have around the first time you visit 
a strange place, if only to tell you 
where to look and what to hear. Try 
to read the program notes or the 
words on the back of the record 
album. Occasionally they are good. 


5. Resolve to have the courage to 
walk out of a concert. Not neces- 
sarily if you are bored. On the 
contrary, if you feel that you have 
just received such a thrill that you 
do not want for any more. 


6. Resolve that this year you will 
get to know at least six composi- 
tions intimately. Get recordings of 
these compositions and play them 
often enough so that there are no 
superficial surprises left. In music, 
more than in other arts, the famil- 
iar is the enjoyable. The twice-told 
tale is the stirring tale. We are 
great music. Light 
music its content soon; 
great music holds back its wealth.

7. Resolve to read the musical re- 
views appearing in your newspa- 
pers. If they happen to disagree 
with your own opinion, disregard 


the reviews. 


8. Resolve that, if you have taken 
a fancy to one composer, you hear 
and play more of his work before 
you hop to somebody else. If you 
know his symphony, listen to his 


. 
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concertos; if you know his con- 
certos, try his songs. 


9. Resolve not to seek for plots 
or pictures or set images in the 
music you hear. Most music has no 
extra-musical meaning. It tells no 
story, it paints no pictures. There 
is no need for spinning fairy tales 
or drawing cumbersome allegories. 


10. Resolve not to be frightened 
by the Expert, expert though he 
may be. There is one at every con- 
cert. He tolerates the concert to 
which you are listening, but thinks 
that the present conductor’s inter- 
pretation of the symphony is much 
inferior to Maestro Batonovitch’s 
interpretation, which he _ heard 
years ago, before you were born. 
Go away and smoke a cigarette. 

Similarly, do not get your back 
up when the overly enthusiastic 
begin to roll their eyes. The be- 
havior of “artistic” people is some- 
times hard to take. 


Il. Resolve this year to hear at 
least three unfamiliar operas. Be- 
come acquainted with their re- 
cordings or, if you can, go to the 
opera house. Before you do, read 
a synopsis of the story. 


12. About opera, resolve not to 
say, “I would rather hear the mu- 
sic without the singing.” You can- 
not tear the voice from the orches- 
tra. Opera is singing. 


13. Resolve right now to read 
Ernest Newman’s new book, Seven- 
teen Famous Operas. 


14. Resolve this year to hear at 
least one modern composition. 
Make the acquaintance of Bartok 
and Carl Orff. You may hate it. 
Never mind; listen to it once again. 


15. Resolve to read one or two of 
the reviews of the new recordings. 
If you find anything that promises 
to interest you, don’t rush to buy. 
Listen to the record in your deal- 
er’s booth before you buy it. 


16. Resolve not to be befuddled 
by all the conversation about high 
fidelity. This talk of kilocycles, roll- 
off and frequency response is not 
quite as mysterious as it first ap- 
pears. If you listen to good re- 
corded music, you want an instru- 
ment that is capable of reproduc- 
ing sound decently. But if the in- 
strument sounds good to you (in- 
stalled in your room, not in the 
dealer’s showroom) that’s all that’s 
necessary. Deal with a reliable 
store, then rely on your ears. 


17. Resolve not to overdo this hi-fi 
business in choosing your records. 


Other things being equal, you will | 
want to get a modern recording, a | 
hi-fidelity. recording, because it | 


does sound better. But the first con- 
siderations in music are the reper- 
toire and the artists who perform 
the works. Great performances 
exist which, having been recorded 
long ago, cannot be duplicated or 
equalled in modern recordings. Do 


not deprive yourself of them be- | 


cause the record is not marked 
high fidelity. 


18. Resolve to consider as a fal- 
lacy the statement, “One must en- 
joy music itself. We worship the 
virtuoso too much. The artist is 
secondary to the work.” Music 
means nothing until it is inter- 
preted by the artist, brought to life 
by the performer. 


19. Resolve not to take music too 
hard, but on the other hand do not 


take it too casually. At home you | 


needn’t listen as if you were at a 
coneert, dressed in your Sunday 
best. But don’t be too casual and 
offhand about it. If you want to 
play music during dinner, play 
dinner music, light, tuneful, pleas- 


- ant stuff. But do not demote great 


music by reducing it to background 
noise. 


20. Resolve that if you like the 
concert, you will show your liking 
by warm applause, but that on the 
other hand you won’t dull your 
palm by applauding indiscrimin- 
ately anything that anybody plays. 


21. Resolve that you will draw 
your children into the orbit of your 
musical enthusiasm, not necessarily 
by planned programs, but simply 
by letting them be with you when 
you listen to music at home. Let 
them listen to as much or as littl 
as they like. 


22. Resolve that once in a while 
you will lift your own voice in song. 


23. Resolve to disregard all of 
these resolutions, if you find some 
other way toward the enjoyment of 
music, except for the grandest of 
all resolutions, which follows in 
nice, bold, resolute type: 


24. Resolve to try your hand on 
some instrument of your free 
choice, be it harmonica or electric 
organ, piano or banjo, drums or 
recorder. There is nothing like 
making a little music for teaching 
one to love and appreciate music.

BEACH PARTY INDOORS 





Deep in the heart of Texas, right in the mid- 
dle of winter, they are staging honest-to-good- 
ness New England lobster boils. No point is 
too far off, no ranch house too remote, to 
receive those ice-filled barrels now being 
shipped by several enterprising Yankee firms. 

First decide on the date of your party. 
When distances are great, allow at least two 
weeks. On the designated date, your barrel or 
barrels will arrive ingeniously packed in ice. 
You'll find large, shining tin kettles holding 
the lobsters of specified size; and clams too, 
if you wish, all packed in savor-giving rock 
weed. You have only to punch a few holes in 
the top of the lid, add water and set the tin 
on the fire. All lobsters are guaranteed to 
arrive live and lively. 

Many people are sensitive or fearful about 
handling live lobsters. Here you have no 
problem. Full directions for cooking and 
splitting come right with the lobster. 

Remove the stomach and intestinal vein be- 
fore serving. But do not discard the green 
liver or tomalley, for this is the most delicious 


part. Another choice bit is the roe or lobster 


coral, a pinkish red deposit found in female 
lobsters. If you become addicted to this form 
of feasting, which may well happen, you'll 
find it worth while to invest in special claw- 


crackers which let you get the sweetest meat.

Use your chafing dish to make a de luxe produe- 
tion piece of an exotic dish or to whip up a quick 
and easy meal. Today, when the markets are filled 
with so many excellent canned and frozen foods 
that merely require heating (with the addition of 
favorite seasoning and perhaps a dollop of wine 
or sour cream), it makes sense to prepare them in 
the chafing dish and serve them fresh and piping 
hot right at the table. When I make some favorite 
dish, such as beef roulade or special stew, I cook 
a double portion and freeze half of it in a Pyrex 
pie plate, wrapped and sealed. I’m then prepared 
for a chafing dish supper on short notice. The mix- 
ture can be loosened from the plate and slipped 
directly into the blazer pan of the chafing dish 
and heated over the hot water. 

To be a chafing dish impresario you should have 
all the ingredients carefully checked and assem- 
bled on an attractive and appetizing tray at the 
table. Not hodge-podge! Put liquids in pitchers, 
combining them when possible. Other ingredients 
should be in matching bowls; seasonings, spices 
and herbs in good-looking shakers or grinders. 
You can relax and enjoy yourself with your guests 
until time to light up the flame and start cooking 
right at the table. 

At the cocktail party, the chafing dish is the 
perfect way to keep hot hors d’oeuvres really hot, 
whether they are made in the kitchen or prepared 

at the table. Shrimps, dipped in beaten eggs and 
_ rolledin breadcrumbs seasoned with curry powder 
or cayenne, can be fried in butter at the cocktail 
table and served hot and zesty on toothpicks. Or 
have on the table a (Please turn to page 96.)

There were three sittings: food was 
served buffet style. 


One of the most brilliant formal supper parties 
of last season was staged by Goddard settlement 
house. Tickets were $25 each. Fabulous wines 
and delectable foods were all contributed. 


For the past three years the Parents’ League of 
New York and the Yorkville Youth Council have 
conducted kitchen tours. Tickets are sold at $5. 
Programs are provided. Secret of success, ac- 
cording to the committee, lies not only in an in- 
telligent selection of the kitchens to be visited, 
but also in careful organization. There are plenty 
of hostesses on hand to explain everything. Re- 
freshments (usually something simple) are served 
at one or two of the kitchens. 


In Princeton, the event of the social season is a 
fashion-show card party for the Community Chest. 
The most gracious have been in private homes. 


Receptions are in yogue again—real receptions 
in homes that people are eager to visit. The Com- 
miitee Against Discrimination in Housing in 
New York State has for several years netted two 
to four thousand dollars. Admission is usually 
about $20; buffet and waiters are contributed by 
restaurants and hotels. 


A recipe treasure sale has novelty and great ap- 
peal. All the fine cooks in town are asked to con- 
tribute their specialties along with the recipes; 
these are auctioned. 


Two-generation parties haye proved a boon to the 
Parent-Teacher Association in one community. 
Parents and children are entertained at the same 
time in the schoolhouse, but in separate rooms, 
with separate programs. Specially good in the 
country, where children must be delivered and 
called for by parents. 


A fiil-your-freezer sale is the newest outgrowth 
of chain cooking. All sorts of delicacies are of- 
fered, properly packaged. labeled and dated. 


An autograph party yas inspired by Mahatma 
Gandhi whe for years sold his signature to add 
to his fund for the Untouchables. For such a 
party, corral as many celebrities and autographed 
photographs as possible. 


Instead of the old-fashioned box lunch auction, 
offer baskets or Thermos jugs where the acces- 
sories, as well as the food, have sale appeal.

Good Luck Party for New Year. Dis- 
tinctive and memorable would be 
this New Year’s dinner: a suckling 
pig with a four-leaf clover in its 
mouth, Hungarian style, or ham and 
greens with Hopping John made of 
black-eyed peas (in the old South, 
“every bean means a dollar’). Sliced 
onions should go along “to ward off 
evil.” Afterwards, an English snap- 
dragon of raisins spread on a heat- 


proof tray and flamed with brandy. 
Snatch the raisins from the fire— 
each is a wish come true. 


Wassail the Young in Heart. I[n- 
spiration for a young people’s party 


“is a great wassail bowl of hot apple 


cider, roundly spiced, not spiked. 
Ye Olde Receipt: To a gallon of 
apple cider add a tablespoon of 
whole cloves, 2 tablespoons allspice

berries, 4 sticks cinnamon, 3 blades 
of mace, 1 cup darkest brown sugar 
(more later, if needed). Bring to a 
boil and simmer 15 minutes. Strain 
if you wish. Then add 2 lemons and 
2 oranges sliced very thin. Heat a 
heavy china or silver bowl, or use a 
soup marmite set over a small flame. 
Place in the bowl a brace of baked 
apples, pour in hot wassail and gar- 
nish with snippets of cinnamon toast. 


Eggnogg in the Evening. To be truly 
appreciated, eggnog should be served 
not as a beverage between or before 
meals, but as a super-dessert after 
dinner. Then it may be as rich as you 
please and thick enough to ladle out 
with a spoon. So it was when our an- 
cestors served it on collation tables 
at Open House parties. flanked by 
bowls of salted almonds and pecans 
and accompanied by the thinnest 


possible slices of fruit or pound cake 
and miniature, unsweetened crullers 
known as Raggedy Britches. 


At a Twelfth Night Supper burn the 
Christmas greens in the fireplace 
and provide an enormous King Cake 
with a lucky bean baked in the mid- 
dle. Whoever finds the bean in his 
slice is the King or Queen of the 


evening.

Here is a family room with all the promise and performance of a family 
itself. Thanks to a brilliantly conceived “storage wall,” this room 
converts from living room to hi-fi room to snack or dining room with the 
ereatest of ease and the highest of style. Sections of this wall open to 
store pillows, cushions, table service and all signs of transient activities. 
There is a pass-through to the kitchen for convenience. Drop leafs turn 
into end tables and buffet shelves.

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HOW ABOUT GIVING 


COMMITTEE 
KAFFEE KLATSCH 


A committee meeting at any time of the 
day—mid-morning, afternoon or in the eve- 
ning—will undoubtedly prove most produe- 
tive when it becomes a kaffee klatsch. Some 
food should be provided—thin slices of 
zoffee cake or, if there is a cook in the 
background, relays of rosettes lightly dusted 
with sugar. What’s really important is the 
coffee, which should be abundant, very 
strong, very hot, very good. You may rent, 
borrow or buy large urns or you can make 
quantities of coffee in the old-fashioned 
camp style in any large kettle. 

After-dinner coffee meetings offer endless 
opportunities for stylish parties. You may 
serve demitasse with all the trimmings or 
parade some specialty like a New Orleans 
café brulot made in your chafing dish, or 
café royal; Viennese coffee served with 
bowls of sweetened whipped cream, even 
café expresso cappuccino, if you have an 
Italian machinetta. 

Any one of these kaffee klatschen may be 
adapted for Fund Raising. Tickets may be 
sold for various kinds of coffee; breads and 
cakes may be sold at booths or tables. Often 
an unusual coffee’service is used as an extra 
attraction after a recital or a lecture. 








A TRAY PARTY? 


Most convenient to take on a tray are ensemble meals 
combining meat and vegetables in one grand, all- 
inclusive plat du jour. But serve the salad separately 
on chilled plates, please! Fut silverware in a napkin. 
This buffet (left) stands sleek and smart full of 
hidden assets. Behind sliding doors are adjustable 
shelves and a plastic-lined drawer for utensils. Nest- 
ing under the cabinet are six small (15” high) 
folding snack tables, three at each end with a table- 
top surface of 26” by 14”. Finish is in walnut or 
tanguille on mahogany with a white Micarta top. 
It measures 54” x 20” x 34”. 

These tables (right) show an accent on simplicity, 
a real delicacy of design. Three nest inside the fourth, 
their legs folding. Micarta top makes them proof 
against stain or scratch, All of mahogany. the smaller 
ones are 28” x 1714” x 15”.

OFTEN A ‘*THING”’

We know a woman who once lost her heart to a bucket— 
a big, beautiful, 18th-century, English earthenware dairy 
bucket. From the window of an antique shop if over- 
whelmed her. Sometime later she found a modern china 
pattern to match it and immediately began planning 
parties to display her treasure. Once she filled it with 
pure milk, and served it on an occasion when the only 
other beverage was French champagne. Another time it 
held milk punch and, at still another party, an Eliza- 
bethan sillabub. 

Still inspired by the bucket, she began to collect milky 
stews to serve, when possible, as the main dish for 
parties: staunch and sturdy chowders of fresh and salt 
fish with plenty of potatoes and cubes of diced pork:

MUSSELS MARINIERE 


Except in French restaurants, the glory 
of mussels is littke appreciated, though 
they are among our most abundant sea 
foods. Perhaps it’s because they are a 
problem to serve and eat in the usual 
setting, but not if you gather with bibs 
and bread around the kettle near the 
stove. Provide huge bowls for discarded 
shells, An authentic recipe is in James 
Beard’s Fish Cookery (Little, Brown). 


HOT CAKES 


Pancakes, griddle cakes, flapjacks, crépes 
and blinis—the whole  world-known 
family of pancakes—demand the closest 
proximity to the stove and the greatest 
speed in serving. If you have a crowd, 
corral as many griddles as possible and 
delegate at least one full-time “chef.” 
Even so, plates should be heated; so 
should pitchers to hold a mixture of 
melted butter and maple syrup or honey.

A Swedish smorgasbord has proved to 
be one of the most gracious and prac- 
tieal church suppers. At ene such party 
in Minnesota there were three long 
smorgasbord tables, all exquisitely deco- 
rated and lit by dozens and dozens of 
borrowed candelabra. The first table was 
devoted to cold hors d’oeuvres, various 
types of herring in wine or pickled 
in salad; fish marinated and in aspic; 
lobster salad, Swedish caviar, stuffed 
eggs, pickled beets, smoked eel. The 
second held the traditional hot dishes— 
meat balis, baked omelet, sautéed mush- 
rooms and kidneys, brown beans, boiled 
potatoes, hot green beans. The third 
table was given over to a_ variety 
of salads, fruit compotes, wafers and 
cheeses. On each table stood a pile of 
plastic-coated paper plates, stout and 
sturdy enough even for hot foods. 
People were encouraged to come back 
three times and fill a fresh plate at 
each one of the tables. In this way 
various foods retained their individual 
flavors. The seating arrangements were 
inspired. Chairs were arranged back 
to back in double rows, so that groups 
sat facing each other across aisles just 


wide enough to allow free movement.

Some cold Saturday night try 
LA CHOUCROUTE GARNIE 


By Sybilie Bedford and Evelyn Gendel 


This dish, the dream of gargantuan appetites, comes from 
Alsace, but it belongs to all of France. The burghers of Alsace 
eat it solidly at midday in a silence of devotion to food and 
digestion. Parisians eat it when theyre roaring with hunger 
and animation. After the Comédie, any night you can see actors 
and audience crowd across into the red-plush Régence, and then 
you hear the waiters shout their orders of “la choucroute” into 
the kitchen. 

The patrons eat it, the waiters eat it, everybody eats it. It has 
a compelling savor that makes people sit up, sniff and take 
notice. More than a dish, it is an institution. 

Ideally, it is a big pot of well-cured, mild sauerkraut, with 
a wonderful variety of smoked meats buried in it. Nothing 
harsh or sour, the pickling brine is washed out, leaving the 
choucroute itself only agreeably tart, and when it’s been braised 
in wine and juniper berries to a really melting texture, it 
becomes an intensely delicious seasoning. rather than a vege- 
table called simply sauerkraut. 

Choucroute is very good alone, and so are smoked meats. Put 
them together and it makes all the difference between goodness 
and perfection. Because choucroute is a perfect cooking medium, 
nothing else provides such a bed of constant, gentle, moist heat. 
In it, smoked meats cook to their maximum of tenderness and 
savor. And as they cook, their richness slowly, slowly permeates 
the choucroute, giving it, in turn, an incomparable goodness. 

It is perhaps the ideal party dish for the cooking hostess, 
as it not only heats up well, but is improved by reheating. 
In fact, fussy amateurs prefer not to serve a choucroute until 
the second day. For the hostess this means no cooking smells 
the day of the party and that added blessing—little work and

he woman who has not discovered the fun and satisfaction of setting a beautiful table 
is like the woman who has not discovered the fun and creative pleasure of dressing smartly. 
Both require a repertoire of accessories, a sense for combining colors and textures, 
an ability to do the dramatic—the unexpected. Most of all, they both require a respect 
for that intangible thing called appropriateness. Just as a smart woman would not wear 
flat-heeled brogues with an organdy dress, so she would not use wooden plates with organdy mats. 
So make 1956 a year of new grace, of new pleasures and seize the daily opportunities 
offered by the setting of the table. Enlarge your collection of things with which to make 
arrangements. Have four or five levels of formality at which you may operate—from 
the roughness of burlap and Mexican pottery up through fine crystal and translucent porcelain. 
Explore the possibilities other people pass by, because their eyes are unseeing. 
Poke around in second-hand stores and find pieces like those old curved bone plates which 
are perfect for artichokes, corn, asparagus. Have the ingredients to execute several 
color schemes. Watch for useful things in nature when you're walking or on picnics: 
driftwood, rocks, roots, dried grasses, seed pods. 
Design color schemes which exploit always-available fruits and vegetables, such 
as avocados, limes, lemons. Grow flowers that are right in color and scale for the , 
many elements in your wardrobe of table appointments. Even go so far as to wear clothes that go 
with your table setting, because you are part of the picture. 
Try not to repeat yourself too often. When you've hit on a handsome table setting, don’t 
become so enamoured of it that you run it into the ground until it becomes a cliché. 
Force yourself to vary it. It’s good for your imagination, and should be done in the same 
spirit of play as changing your hairdo. 
In short, have fun with your table settings. (We don’t mean fun in the quaintsy sense of the 
word, either!) Make them artistic still-life compositions. And let each course be a variation 
on the main theme, rather than a repetition. As a symphony has four differently paced 


movements, so the table can have varying moods, as it progresses through its three or four courses. 


Here’s to your new year of grace!

But now rug-makers are adapting the basic 
idea for home use, adding more colors, assorted sizes in rolls 
and squares, and offering adhesives ranging from tape to tile 
cement, and a range in materials from shag cotton to tufted 
nylon, Much of it is do-it-yourself, but some of these carpets 
still require the professional. You can lay the squares in a 
matter of minutes, but the rolls take more time and more care. 


The big thing, however, is that you can have wall-to-wall

floor covering without worry, because you can repair and 
maintain the hard-tracked areas with new inlays. This works 
best with squares, but the rug would have to be so designed 
in the first place. With a solid color rug, there is always a 
color-matching problem of the new inlays not matching the 
older area. But if the colored squares are laid in a pattern, 
with this in mind, the squares you know will wear out fastest 
can be removed and replaced easily. 

As for the colors, no more are they simply the same set of 
standard colors you've always seen. Now they’re richer and 
fresher, and the range will inevitably increase so that you 
can blend them into almost any décor. The tile concept of 
color has been a fundamental source of beauty since ancient 
times, and it has appeared in everything except rugs until 
now. Luxor has come out with nine-inch color squares which 
can be permanently pasted to the floor with rubber or tile 
cement (depending on whether it’s a normal floor of wood or 
concrete, or a floor faulted with moisture or paint). Luxor 
recommends application with a paint roller or brush. 

The Allen rug squares shown here use a chenille-type cotton 


and work like a Band-Aid—paper (Please turn to page 98)

The two of us, plus three of our 
friends, have just broken out of a black 
box. So far as we are concerned, we 
have discovered a bright, lovely, new 
world. We are on fire with it and want 
the whole world to know. 

Our story starts with the common 
notion that every woman is automa- 
tically transformed into a good and 
efficient housekeeper the minute she 
walks down the aisle in a white dress. 
A gross fiction is born at that point, 
and all conspire to preserve this myth, 
unless the woman herself is willing to 
let down her guard and say it isn’t so, 
or unless her cattier friends take care 
of the matter (behind her back, of 
course). 

The truth is: there is hardly a woman 
who starts by being good at all phases 
of housekeeping. Just as some horses 
are trotters and some pacers, so some 
women are better at some things than 
others. A few are bad organizers but 
wonderful at whipping together some 
branches, a couple of rocks and three 
flowers into a breath-taking arrange- 
ment. Some are always running out of 
staples, like butter or cream, in the 
middle of a recipe. Yet they may take 
to cleaning like a duck to water. The 
woman who is all thumbs when it 
comes to sewing and mending may 
make the lightest. fluffiest puff paste 
that ever melted in your mouth. 

By the time a woman has been mar- 
ried about ten years she has become 
proficient in some aspects of house- 
keeping, but very seldom at all of them. 
Trial and error has finally taught her 
a lot, but not everything. She has made 
this uneven progress because of two 
reasons: Housework is done when you 
are alone and no one can see, criticize 
or comment on how you are doing it. 
And there is a conspiracy of silence 
among your friends not to criticize you 
to your face. (They do behind your 
back, but you don’t profit from the 
criticism.) Any remarks your husband 
makes about how the house is run are 
too often taken for “cracks.” not as 
constructive criticism. In a_ nutshell. 


there are no “pros” watching you and

sharpening your technique. 

So the average woman goes on strug- 
gling to get under control the thou- 
sands of details that make up house- 
keeping. She reads the printed advice 
that is everywhere and listens to the 
smooth promises on TV and radio. But 
none of it is personalized. None of 
it applies exactly to her and her situa- 
tion. In short, she can’t see herself as 
others see her. She may or may not 
make the transfer from general advice 
to specific suggestion in the case of her- 
self, her kitchen. her shopping habits, 
her laundering pattern. 

And even though she and_ other 
women talk about these things quite a 
lot, they talk generalities, and they tend 
to brag and claim more than they 
should. All of which deepens the self- 
deception that every modern woman is 
a whizz at housekeeping. 

This is the preamble to our story. 
But one of us—it doesn’t matter which 
one—decided one day last year that she 
was tired of fighting the giant feather- 
bed that was her house. Her house was 
new, streamlined, theoretically efficient. 
equipped with all the latest labor-saving 
devices. But she was always in a mess. 

She surveyed her friends, and they 
all seemed to get along better than she 
did, and with less modern houses. One 
was a freelance copy writer, even 
though she stayed home with three 
children to care for, and ran a beau- 
tiful house. One had teenagers and a 
baby, yet she entertained effortlessly 
all the time. Another, who had three 
children, was a superb cook with no 
help at all. 

Reaching for the phone. she called 
all three friends. and had three almost 
identical conversations:

aN we return to our homes for our civilized pleasures, we tend to 
turn to instruments suitable for them. Many of us are discovering, 
possibly rediscovering, that the light, brilliant melody plucked from 
the strings of the piano-like harpsichord are scaled exactly right in 
tone, mood and lighthearted delicacy for that modern salon we call 
the living room in our time. : 

One harpsichord owner and player of my acquaintance is a plastic 
surgeon, a Harvard graduate who has also made his wife a large loom 
for hand weaving. Another is a lady, a college professor of English, 
who has also written books on bridge-building as a sideline. Doctors 
and lawyers, architects and teachers loom large among the harpsichord 
customers, the males outnumber the females and the age group is 
predominantly from 24 to 45. 

Harpsichords are rather too expensive and too sedate to be casually 
acquired by persons anxious to be chic. On the other hand, there 
are enough harpsichord owners in existence to prevent any one of them 
from feeling too sadly eccentric. On the whole, owning and playing 
a harpsichord confers a distinction not easily degraded, 

The harpsichord trend is somewhat new, but the instrument itself 
has an ancient and glorious history. The Nineteenth Century forgot 
about it; but up until the latter part of the Eighteenth it was the 
domestic musical instrument par excellence, standing in all upper-class 
homes. George Washington had one, and so did Queen Marie Antoinette 
and Prussia’s Frederick the Great. The poet Thomas Gray, author of 
the famous Elegy, owned one; he used to play it in his bachelor 
lodgings at Pembroke College, Cambridge University. Mr. Samuel 
Pepys, Admiralty official and candid diarist from the days of Charies 


II, also had a little harpsichord in his home; (Continued on page 84)

It is the tone of the harpsichord 
that is interesting. Its keys do not, 
like those of the piano, toss felt- 
swathed hammers against strings; 
on the contrary, they raise upright 
levers called “jacks” having firm 
little leather quills or plectra near 
their tops, which are made to pluck 
the strings briskly. Thus the sound 
of a harpsichord is sharp and pun- 
gent, a little like that of a guitar, 
not sweet and fuzzy like a piano’s. 

Moreover, the harpsichord will 
not play loud and soft at the stroke 
of the finger. Whether you bang 
the keys or caress them, the sound 
will always be level.

However, if 
its sound be stepped up with the 
aid of a microphone, its peculiar 
sharp impact may give dance mu- 
sic a distinctive interesting flavor. 
So we are not surprised to hear 
that Artie Shaw has used the harp- 
sichord in recordings of jazz music, 
that Rosemary Clooney has_ re- 


corded some of her songs to its 


accompaniment, and that Stan 


Freeman has made something of a 
specialty out of jazz-like solos on 
the instrument. 

“What will a harpsichord do for 
me that a piano will not?” yau 
might well ask. Not much really, 
unless you have developed a special 
refinement of taste along a certain 
line, and have acquired the musical 
knowledge that would support it. 
Banging a harpsichord will not 
make it play loud, so at least you 
will not annoy the neighbors with 
it. Mistakes sound more distinct, 
and therefore worse, on it than on 
a piano. Furthermore it will not 
permit you to press your foot on a 
pedal to make a tonal gravy that 
could cover a multitude of sins. 
Well-known lyrical and sentimental 
pieces, such as “Clair de Lune” and 
“Liebestraum,” come out rather 
bony and hideous on a harpsichord: 
and hit numbers from the latest 
musical shows will likewise seem 
stiff and puny. Certain jazz music 
will sound rather better, as will 
music of a Spanish rhythmical 
flavoring; still it is wise to reflect 
that in a room full of liquorous 
hilarity a harpsichord will be al- 
most inaudible. 

On the other hand, if you are 
sensitive and educated enough to 
enjoy the exquisite lines of Sebas- 
tian Bach’s French Suites and Par- 
titas, or the lively figuration of 
Orlando Gibbons’s 
posed in the days of James I, you 
will also feel that the harpsichord 
gives forth the true tone of voice 
in which that music ought to be

able to the musical ideas expressed 
than that of a piano. And if you 
are resourceful enough to impro- 
vise combinations of tones in an 
experimental modern vein, you 
might find that you will be able 
to hear the individual sounds more 
clearly on a harpsichord than you 
ever could on a piano.

School of Music. Francesco Valenti, 
whose recordings have been well 
received. teaches at the Juilliard 
School of Music in New York. Syl- 
via Marlowe. also of New York, has 
made a good reputation, and prob- 
ably accepts pupils. In the Boston 
area the veteran Erwin Bodky has 
taught harpsichord, while the 
younger Daniel Pinkham might well 
be persuaded to teach occasionally. 

The music departments of a 
number of colleges offer instruc- 
tion in harpsichord playing, such 
for instance as that of Northwest- 
ern University in Evanston.

We say shop. not 
factory, for there is no modern in- 
dustrial atmosphere about it. no 
tall chimney. no conveyor belt, no 
time clock. Located in an old con- 
verted private dwelling, it is an 
old-fashioned craft shop, with the 
master craftsman directing the 
work of his small number of as- 
sistants. 

Hand work is the rule, not the 
cuiding of complex machinery. 
Anything else would be absurd, for 
harpsichords are made to order for 
the custom trade, not ground out 
relentlessly for an anonymous mar- 
ket which does not exist, in any 
case.

for it is not likely to be made with 
any thought of the vehement quirks 
of the American climate. Despite 
precautions, upon being unboxed 
after its ocean voyage, it may de- 
velop a cracked sounding board 
or other serious disturbance. The 
swinging tongue on each jack, hold- 
ing the little plectrum and allowing 
it to return to position, is an ex- 
tremely delicate mechanism. The 
least swelling or heavying of its 
little wooden parts may cause a 
failure of function. Sometimes a 
humidity change of 20 per cent may 
make an imported instrument -un- 
playable overnight. Perpetual an- 
xious maintenance and tuning is 
the price that may have to be paid 
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for the benefit of a European harp- 
sichord’s smaller initial outlay. 

The harpsichords of former cen- 
turies never were made with any 
metal supporting parts. How our 
ancestors muddled through with 
them and their wooden whims we 
can only imagine. Some modern 
makers have felt the need of ren- 
dering their instruments more firm 
in tune and more dependable in 
eperation by using some kind of 
metal support. European makeys 
have tried iron plates resting over 
the sounding board, to give the 
strings a firmer bracing, but this 
procedure is said to cause new 
difficulties of strain between metal 
and wood. 


Challis has attacked the problem 
boldly by building an entire alumi- 
num frame as a basic structure 
right into his case, giving his 
strings a rigidity which insures a 
very high degree of dependability. 
Harpsichordist Ralph Kirkpatrick 
tells how he once shipped a Challis 
instrument across the continent to 
San Francisco, which after being 
hauled to a concert room, unboxed 
and set up on the stage was still 
in tune, in almost perfect playing 
condition. In the world of the 
harpsichord, this borders on the 
miraculous. 

But everything about the harp- 


sichord is a miracle, a small domes- 


tic miracle that you might enjoy. 


HOUSEKEEPING BY CONFERENCE 


housekeeping. What had been mo- 
notonous and lonely work for all 
of us, suddenly became interesting 
and filled with comradeship. Since 
all of us were proficient at some- 
thing, we ali had something to con- 
tribute to each other. 

All of us worked to reorganize 
that girl who was brave enough to 
speak up first. As a result of work- 
ing with her in her house, we began 
to lunch together periodically and 
a sort of informal domestic forum 
developed. We tried to analyze 
each other’s housekeeping systems 
to find ways to improve them. This 
attitude of mutual  self-improve- 
ment deepened our friendship. 
From the early mundane matters 
we discussed, we moved on to the 
more philosophic. In the last few 
months we have become a real 
study group making books about 
the problems of women, which we 
pass around to each other and then 
try to apply to our own lives. 

You are probably wondering 
what actually was accomplished for

this first brave “guinea pig” in our 
group. Vl list the results. They 
may not apply to you, for everyone 
has different weaknesses and blind 


spots, but theyll give you the gen- 


eral idea. 
Polly was the first to come and 
appraise the situation. She volun- 


teered to attack all the storage 
problems and the organization of 
the kitchen. The first thing she did 
was to engineer a major sorting of 


| everything that had to be stored. 


Together they went through every 
cupboard and drawer in the house, 


discarding things that were no 
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longer worth keeping, and separat- 
ing the “often-used” from the 
“little-used.” When these were 
stowed away in an improvised stor- 
age area in the basement, the often- 
used storage areas in the main part 
of the house began to look far more 
normal, and as though they might 
stay that way. 

Polly pointed out that order was 
something you couldn’t buy; it was 
a vital condition for a smoothly 
running household. Anyone can 
scrub and dust and also run the 
vacuum, but only the mistress of 
the house can keep the drawers and 
cupboards neat and organized. She 
said that, in her opinion, sorting 
and discarding things are as im- 
portant as shopping, and should be 
done almost as often. She always 
found it interesting and thinks of 
it as a way of sharpening her tastes 
and purchasing judgment. It’s en- 
lightening to her to think about 
why one object will continue to get 
a vote of confidence while another, 
that once seemed like a_ brilliant 
idea, starts on its way to the Salva- 
tion Army. 

Polly believes in secondary stor- 
age areas (less carefully finished, 
but easily accessible places in the 
basement, garage or attic) for all 
the things that must be kept, like 
canceled checks and other records, 
Christmas tree ornaments, luggage, 
golf clubs, skis, party equipment 
and_ athletic She classifies 
anything used less than once or 
twice a week in this category. 

There wasn’t too much to do in 
the kitchen, once the cupboards 
had been weeded out. The kitchen 


gear. 


had been carefully planned and, as 
far as Polly was concerned, the 
only thing it lacked was more par- 
titions in the utensil drawers and 
cupboards. They got a handy man 
to make some out of Masonite for 
the cupboards, and ordered drawer 
dividers from an advertisement. 
These both turned out to be very 
helpful. 

Here is a list of the rest of 
Polly’s contributions: 

I. Established a foolproof sys- 


tem for keeping utensils where they - 


belong: A small dot of colored 
enamel was put on the front of 
each drawer and everything perma- 
nently stored in that drawer was 
marked with a dot of the same 
color. The beer can opener was tied 
to the handle of the refrigerator 
on a long cord. This method of 
actually nailing down wandering 
implements was suggested for other 
items. Hunting for lost tools is a 
great time waster, and they should 
be stored at the place of their 
first use. 

2. Suggested an “Intelligence 
Center” for the kitchen. This is a 
pin-up board, half cork and half 
blackboard. Here the shopping 
lists are kept on pads thumb-tacked 
to the cork, and a pencil hangs on 
a string beside them. All important 
jobs, telephone calls, 
etc. are kept track of here, and all 
the household keys hang on hooks 
below. 

3. Arranged two stainless-steel 
loaf pans beside the sink faucets. 
They are placed one behind the 
other, the rear holding a 
scraper, vegetable brush, steel wool

pad, etc. The one in front holds 
parsley and chive plants and 
screens its more utilitarian twin. 
There is a pretty chemist’s flask of 
detergent for the dishwasher near- 
by so all the tools for loading the 
dishwasher are at hand all the time. 


4. She organized the weekly 
shopping. She suggested doing it 
once a week and here are her in- 
structions: The day before you go 
to market clean out the refrigerator 
and use up all the bits and pieces. 
Check all supplies, defrost if nec- 
essary and make out some general 
menus for the coming week. Dur- 
ing the week keep track of every- 
thing you use up and should re- 
place, and everything you need for 
the coming meals. Keep a running 
list for the drug store and the hard- 
ware store as well as the market. 
(All meats, ice creams, bakery 
goods, and frozen fruits and vege- 
tables can be bought once a month 
if you have a freezer.) 


5. She suggested keeping some 
“hidden” supplies for emergencies 
so no crisis develops. These include 
bread and butter (in the freezer), 
an unopened tin of coffee. dog food. 
sugar, salt, pepper, baby food. 
toilet paper, hand soap, kitchen 
soaps, etc. These are not touched 
unless other supplies are depleted. 

6. Suggested keeping two big 
baskets in the back of the car for 
shopping. These cut down the num- 
ber of cartons that are brought 
home and must be disposed of. 

Another friend, Jo, had four 
children under seven at home, so 
she was naturally adept at simpli- 
fying the baby’s routine. She quick- 
ly suggested using the existing 
work room (conveniently located 
behind the kitchen and near the 
bedrooms) asa baby-tending center. 


It was a pleasant room looking 
out over the woods and it already 
had an automatic washing machine 
and drier plus a standard sink 
enclosed behind louvered shutter 
doors. It was, to Jo, the ideal place 
to bathe the baby and keep his 
clothes. When he was undressed 
for his bath the soiled clothes could 
go right into the machine; when 
they came out of the drier they 
could be put away on the spot. 


The sink and drainboard were 
exactly the right height to use as 
a changing table and tub, and there 
was another handy counter under 
the windows where the diapers and 
laundry could be folded. In other 
words, all the work connected with 
the baby (except his meals) could 
be done in one place. He could 
sleep in another room where his 
toys are kept, and this room would 
now be happily spared the clutter 
of infant enquipment. 


Being the mother of four also 
qualified Jo as a laundry expert. 
She put this operation on an efh- 
cient basis and offered many help- 
ful suggestions for keeping it 
that way. 

Here were her suggestions and 
recommendations: 


For the Baby 

I. Keep a rolling kitchen utility 
cart (with shelves) stocked with 
toys. powder, diapers. extra shirts 
and blankets, ete. This can roll all 
over the house keeping needed sup- 
plies near by. Pad the top to use 
as an impromptu changing table. 
A combination play-pen and crib 
on casters is a great help, too. 
These are narrow enough to roll 
through doors and keep the baby 
near by, thus saving many steps. 
(Portocrib. ) 

2. Keep several shallow baskets 
filled with toys to offer the baby 
in rotation so he won’t tire of the 
contents. 

3. Put a toy shelf on casters to 
keep outside the baby’s door so his 
toys can be picked up while he’s 
sleeping and put away without dis- 
turbing him. When he wakes it can 
be rolled into his room. 


Laundry 

i. Use four big covered laundry 
baskets to keep the laundry sorted: 
one for baby laundry (diapers kept 
separately). one for white things, 
one for colored clothes. and one 
for the big bulky things to go out 
to the laundry. 

2. Post explicit instructions for 
using the automatic equipment 
above the machines, including the 
labels that tell what to do with 
different fibers. 


3. Cut down on the purchase of 
items that need fine ironing or hand 
laundry. Suggested buying new 
wrinkle-shed blouses and dresses. 
dacron and cotton oxford cloth 
shirts, good-looking paper napkins 
or heavy textured cotton ones that 
need only a press, nylon underwear 
and children’s sweaters, and men’s 
socks of cashmere and Orlon that 
can be washed in the machine. 
(These to be bought gradually as 
replacements. ) 


4. When doing the laundry keep 
the ironing board up and the iron 
hot. Use a minute-minder to tell 
you when the drier reaches the 
“damp dry” point in the cycle. 
Iron anything that requires it at 
this point. By the time you finish, 
the completely dry clothes are 
ready to fold and will be wrinkle- 
free if they are folded while still 
warm. Keep simple mending equip- 
ment near by and do any small

Put large pieces of mending 
aside in another laundry basket 
and put the small pieces in a pretty 
fitted sewing basket that can go 
with you for waits in the car or 
waiting room, or even for visits with 
friends or an hour by the fire. 

By the time Marian, the third 
member of our domestic forum, 
came a new order had been pretty 
well established. The house began 
to look the way it had in the archi- 
tect’s mind, and life within had 
taken on a more satisfying dimen- 
sion. Now the problem was keeping 
it that way. 

In order to keep up her work, 
Marian had always depended heav- 
ily on outside help, using as much 
as she could get or afford and de- 
veloping an efficient routine accord- 
ingly. So now she proposed a new 
day-to-day operation here, just as 
she would have done it in her own 
home. 

She began by asking a lot of 
questions: What was the job hated 
most ? What did she enjoy the most ? 
And so on. After she’d discovered 
hat repetitious dusting, sweeping 


and scrubbing were the most dis- 


liked, and everything to do with 
the baby the most liked, she had 
a better idea of the problem. 

Up until then, a cleaning woman 
had been employed one day a week 
for eight hours. Together they fig- 
ured that by adding one hour a 
week she could come Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday for three 
hours each time and the house 
would have a better chance of stay- 
ing clean. In between it would only 
require picking up and light dust- 
ing, so that the rest of the time 
could be spent enjoying the baby. 

In planning the work the helper 
was to do, Marian pointed out that 
her time should be spent entirely 
on cleaning or important jobs. not 
on bedmaking, dishwashing or pick- 
ing up. If these are out of the way 
before she arrives, three hours 


should allow ample time for her 
to go over the house. 

To supplement the morning help, 
Marian suggested finding some 
young neighbor to help with some 
of the simple, but time-consuming 
chores. It’s wonderful experience 
for the two little ten-year-olds who 
got the job, and it’s been a big 
help. They come two or three times 
a week and for twenty-five cents 
an hour they sweep the deck and 
paths, fold the baby laundry, water 
the plants and unload the dish- 
washer or do other easy kitchen 
jobs. They’re very proud when 
they’re allowed to amuse the baby 
for an hour or take him for a short 
walk in his cart. 

Marian maintains that there are 
two secrets behind the continuing 
order in her own life. 


The first secret: Prepare as much 
as possible for the next day before 
going to bed at night. Set the table 
and arrange the kitchen for break- 
fast. Pick up the living room and 
empty the ash trays. Lay out clothes 
for the children to put on. After 
everyone is up, dressed and has 
eaten in the morning, it’s possible 
to be through for the day (in a 
pinch) by simply loading the dish- 
washer and making the beds. 


Secret two: Have one day in the 
week to stay home and do all the 
little miscellaneous jobs and week- 
ly chores. Wash the wool sweaters, 
press and spot any suits or dresses 
that need it, mend, polish shoes, 
water and care for the house plants, 
fill the cigarette boxes, take spots 
off the upholstery and fingermarks 
off the woodwork. Change the 
sheets and make out the laundry 
list; put fresh towels and soap in 
the bathrooms and wash the brushes 
and combs. Check for things need- 
ing repairs, and straighten out one 
set of drawers or one closet; throw 
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out old magazines and arrange 
fresh flowers. In other words, attend 
to the grooming of the house so all 
the pesky little details of house- 
keeping are taken care of for the 
week in one fell swoop. The rest 
of the time you can forget them. 


ESTORING basic order restored

Home Movies 


A choice list of excellent little l6mm films by our home movie expert 


OUR 16mm shows at home can 
| f outshine the general theater fare 
‘in one big way: your selection of 
'short films. Isn’t it unforgivable 
that even many of the so-called “art 
houses” will include with a superb 
film like the Michelangelo film, 
The Titan, an inane and most in- 
appropriate cartoon of the Woody 
Woodpecker variety? Such absurdi- 
ties take place because the movie 
distribution business makes it very 
dificult to give wide circulation to 
|intelligent and artistic short films. 
/Some day there will undoubtedly 
be an improvement in the theatrical 
| distribution of such films, but we 
needn’t worry about that when 
|l6mm audiences can set up their 





/own good programs at home. 
| Ten years of experience along 
these lines have convinced me that 
| the very best way to see miscel- 
_laneous short films is as accompani- 
| ment to a feature of similar merit. 
We talked recently of such ab- 
sorbing features as Grand Illusion, 
Destry Rides Again, Carnival In 
Flanders and Man of Aran—and 
with them, depending on_ their 
length, one or two well-chosen 
| short films will make a feast. 

Of course it is possible to have 
/a very good evening of short films 
alone, but they must be selected 
/sparingly and skillfully. The audi- 
ence, too, must realize that it is 
| getting, in effect, a buffet supper 
'and not a full-course meal. 


M\HERE is a fairly large selection 

of adult “shorts” for 16mm rental 
and purchase, and it is generally 
impossible to distinguish the good 
from the bad with only catalog de- 
scriptions as a guide. These films 
|have no “stars,” and more often 
than not the directors’ names are 
/not given in the catalogs or are un- 
| familiar to the home viewer. There- 
'fore I’ve culled my files for this 


| year’s most fascinating short films, 
|for your evenings of movies at 


home. Most of them deal with the 





arts—music, painting, literature 
but you'll find some interesting 
sports events and some of the year’s 
outstanding short documentaries. 
The most praiseworthy short film 


of the year is the twenty-two

minute, Academy Award winner, 
Thursday’s Children. Certainly be- 
fore I had seen it I couldn’t have 
imagined that a film about the edu- 
cation of deaf children could rise 
into the sphere of camera artistry 
and human ecstasy. Other films 
have shown the pathos of handi- 
capped children and the dedication 
of the teachers who work to help 
them understand reading and writ- 
ing and talking. Thursday's Chil- 
dren is above all that; it bounds 
into the realm of joy of living 
which the youngsters of this school 
are able to feel and express. The 
film’s mobile definitions of their 
wonderful and ex- 
pressions, as they learn and _ play, 
is one of the outstanding pictorial 
accomplishments of our time. 
Thursday's Children was written 
and directed as an independent 
venture by two young Englishmen, 
Guy Brenton and Lindsey Ander- 
son. Commentary is spoken by ac- 
tor Richard Burton; music is by 
Geoffrey Wright, camera by Walter 
Lassally. It was filmed at the Royal 
School for the Deaf, in Kent, Eng- 
land. Prints are available for rental 
at the amazingly low cost of $2.50 
and for purchase at $55 from the 
British Information Services, 30 
Rockefeller Plaza, New York 20. 
After seeing Thursday’s Chil- 
dren you may also be interested 
in seeing Lindsey Anderson’s O 
Dreamland (14 min.). This is a 
penetrating presentation of the 
deadly dullness of the entertain- 
ment provided at a British amuse- 
ment park: the wax museum, laugh-

ing machines, side-show artists, ani- 
mals in cages, people staring, fam- 
ilies eating, and for verbal com- 
ment only the singing of some of 
the more vapid popular American 
songs. There is an unrelenting bit- 
terness in the way Mr. Anderson 





has put all these things together 
and while the pictures can be said 
to speak the truth and nothing but 
the truth, the fact is that they do 
not speak quite the whole truth. 
When I met Mr. Anderson this 
summer in England I remarked 
how different his two films are, and 
he countered with the feeling that 
they are as closely related as the 


two sides of one coin. You may 
enjoy seeing them together and 
making your own comparisons. One 
thing the two films do have in com- 
mon: a high degree of visual, in- 
tellectual and emotional content.

my favorite short film of the year 
is Sunday by the Sea (15 min.) 
another view of a day at a British 
Coney Island. As O Dreamland 
was all somber and deadly, Sunday 
by the Sea is all warm and vibrant. 
People play and dance, eat and 
drink, swim and sit, talk and stare, 
with delighted abandon. As in An- 
derson’s film, songs are used to pro- 
vide the pace and the feeling of the 
film. Here are the gay and nostalgic 
songs of the Cockney music hall 
era—‘Where Did You Get That 
Hat?”, “Ain’t it Nice,” “A Little 
of What You Fancy Does You 
Good,” “My Flo From Pimlico”— 
sung in a tender style by male and 
female soloists with appropriate 
piano accompaniment. The charm 
of the film is in the timing and 
selection of shots as accompani- 
ment to the songs, and the variety 
of moods which the songs and pic- 
tures evoke. Walter Lassally’s pho- 
tography is in some instances as 
superb as it was in Thursday’s 
Children. Children, young lovers, 
parents, and old people are all very 
much alive in Sunday by the Sea. 
It is a film you can easily fall in 
love with. Available for rental 
($7.50) and purchase ($75) from 
Contemporary Films, 13 East 47th 
Street, New York 16, N. Y. It’s my 
favorite entertainment this year! 

In contrast to that nostalgic holi- 
day is a novelty film about a 
speeded-up train trip from London 
to Brighton. Jokingly entitled Go 
Slow on the Brighton Line, it com- 
presses what would normally be a 
fifty-minute trip into a dizzying 
four minutes. From the time the 
passengers get on board, the pace 
becomes faster and faster, making 
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the passing vistas increase into an 
almost continuous blur. Finally the 
train slows down. and its hurried 
travelers alight. The film was made 
by the BBC television unit and 
was shot from the engineer’s cab 
of the train at about one-tenth the 
normal speed of the camera. It is 
the sort of oddity that an amateur 
film-maker might wish he had 
made—or indeed might decide to 
make. The American distributor is 
Kinesis, Inc. Rental $3. Long-term 
lease can be arranged. 


LSO from England are two films 

which involve different kinds of 
-speed and agility. Bannister’s Four 
Minute Mile is a six-minute film 
which follows the complete run 
without interruption. It rents at 
$1.50 and is sold at $32.50. This 
Way to Wimbledon is a twenty- 
minute film visit to what probably 
are the world’s most famous tennis 
courts—behind-the-scenes prepara- 
tions for a tournament, and actual 
matches in progress. Rental is 
$2.50 and sale $55. Both are avail- 
able from the British Information 
Services (address above). 

An interesting combination for 
a short evening’s program would 
be to combine Grey Metropolis with 
Frank Stauffacher’s Votes on the 
Port of St. Francis (22 minutes). 


This one is about San Francisco 
and is also released by Film Images. 
The two films provide excellent 
grounds for comparison of observa- 
tions and styles of expression. Both 
are excellently aware of architec- 
tural forms, in mass and in detail, 
which give the city its distinctive- 
ness. Both are intimate portraits 
of fascinating cities. Frank Stauf- 
facher. who died last year, was 
among the most conscientious and 
talented of the young American in- 
dependent film-makers. Others of 
his films are also available from 
Film Images. Votes on the Port of 
St. Francis is available for rental 
at $7. for sale at $60. 

For lovers of the sophisticated 
cartoon. Romance of Transporta- 
tion (13 minutes. color) is the out- 
standing release of the year. The 
film has a message. if you please: 
It tells the story of Canada’s trans- 
portation (very similar to that of 
the U.S.) from the footpaths of the 
first explorers. through canoes. 
barges, steamboats. oxcarts, rail- 
ways. to today’s overcrowded auto 
roads and the wide-open spaces of 
the air lines. The style is wonder- 
fully original and humorous. In 
rapid counterpoint. pictures and 
sound track leap from scene to 
scene. always with some delightful 
irrelevancy to catch the eye. The 


animation is linear and simple. 
colors are bold. and sound track 
relatively brassy. Romance of 
Transportation had the poor for- 
tune of playing for over a year in 
one of the New York art theaters. 
All the more reason why you should 
see it again. or for the first time 
at home on 16mm. [t can be rented 
($5) from Contemporary Film, 13

MVE two young Canadians who 

made Romance of Transportation 
were also responsible for one of the 
years most poetic documentaries. 
The film is called Corral, and its 
creators are called Colin Low and 
Wolf Koenig. It is. in sum, a bril- 
liant camera study of the taking 
and riding of an unbroken horse— 
purely cinematic in its treatment. 
There is in fact no verbal com- 
mentary for the film. The music 
accompaniment is a solo guitar. 
beautifully composed to underscore 
the film’s particular structure. Cor- 
ral (12 minutes) is available from 
Film League. Rental $5, sale $50. 

Another recent Canadian docu- 
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mentary which I have enjoyed 
several times over is an unassum- 
ing ten-minute study of a streetcar 
track cleaner’s nightly work in 
snowy Winnipeg. Paul Tomkowicz, 
Street Railway Switchman (10 
minutes) is one of the most sensi- 
tive film documents of recent years 
—helieve it or not. Here is a close 
study of an elderly man going 
about his work of cleaning the 
track 
darker and quieter. and finally as 


switches; the city grows 
he sits down to a hearty meal the 
rest of the world lines up for the 
streetcars that take them on their 
way. The essence of the film is its 
noble portrait of an aging man. At 
64, Paul Tomkowicz thinks again 
(by verbal flashback) of his child- 
hood in Poland and his first years 
in Canada; he thinks ahead of his 
plans to retire next year, maybe 
have a little garden, sit home and 
read the Bible. The commentary is 
masterful: the reading voice superb. 
Unfortunately the sound is poor; 
you will have to strain to hear many 
words.

LOW-COST RUGS WITH A PERSONAL LOOK 


peels off the back exposing the 
adhesive. Luxor also has 4’ by 4’ 
hardboard sheets overlaid with rub- 
ber and fused to the carpet which 
can be cemented or nailed directly 
onto the sub-flooring. 

Bigelow-Sanford and Magee also 
consider their rubber-backed car- 
peting as a more permanent kind 
of rug. They concentrate on the 
27” roll with tight loops, dense 
texture, all wool. Bigelow-Sanford’s 
sponge rubber is blown into the 
carpet under pressure rather than 
simply sealed to the carpet’s bot- 
tom. The problem of installing the 
roll type is to do it without getting 
too much paste between the joints, 
which results in rug stain. 

But the best bet in avoiding any 
worry about lines between rolls is 
to plan your rug patterns so that 
the colors alternate rather than 
merge into a solid color mass. Pro- 
fessional installers are recom- 
mended by Bigelow and Magee. 

Hewitt-Robins Foam-Tuft is some- 
thing else: They work with rolls of 
different sizes (27”, 36” and 54’), 
but they use a_pressure-sensitive 
tape which holds all edges tightly 
together. The idea is this: The roll 
pieces are cut to the pattern for 
the room, turned over and taped to- 
gether and then turned over again 
as wall-to-wall rug. Tape keeps it 
intact, otherwise a vacuum cleaner 
would suck up separate pieces. 
They suggest a double-side adhe- 
sive tape at doorways and _base- 
boards to really hug the rug. (They 
even suggest tape is strong enough 
to hold down scatter rugs.) 

Rubber-backed rugs have other 
plus factors: If there’s a burn or 
damage anywhere, you can remove 
and replace the area. It’s simple if 
it’s within a square. If it’s on a 
piece of rolled rug, the tufts are 
close enough so that you can cut 
into them without fear of raveling. 
The easy-to-cut factor of these rugs 
makes them easier to fit into odd- 
shaped rooms or hallways. 

Now for the minus side: The one 
big thing to watch for is cleaning. 
Rug-cleaning agents may attack 
the pure latex foam, and you par- 
ticularly must watch out for any 
cleaning fluids containing solvents. 
If it’s cotton, you can use soap and 
water, again always remembering 
that rubber takes a longer time to 
dry. Another thing to remember 
about cotton is possible shrinkage, 
although the rubber base is a re- 
straining factor, and the Hewitt- 


Robins experts say you can throw 
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their rubber-backed rugs into a 
washing machine. 

There might also be a_ slight 
rubber odor at first in these rugs, 
as there might be in a new car, but 
this soon disappears. Something 
that doesn’t soon disappear—and 
something to watch

Now what about wear? It will 
wear as well as any other rug, de- 
pending on the fabric.

Meats: the more the better, of the 
following: 

Bacon: a good slab is essential. 
(We use 2 two-inch pieces cut 
crosswise into six chunks but not 
through the rind.) 

Smoked Pork: butt. or shoulder, 
and/or loin or spare ribs. 

Baking Ham: a thick slice. 
Cooking Sausages: several kinds, 
Alsatian and German types (not 
spicy, hot Spanish ones). 
lrankfurters: particularly good are 
the fat kind, called knackwursts. 
Sauerkraut: raw, enough to cover 
all your meats: 2 carrots, 2 small 
onions, cloves, juniper berries, 
peppercorns, lard, bacon rinds (op- 
tional). 

Liquid: For every two pounds of 
solid sauerkraut (2 large cans, 
drained*) use: 

1 cup of meat stock 

1% cup of white wine 

1 jigger of gin (two jiggers, if you 
haven’t any juniper berries.) 


*Note: If you use canned sauerkraut, you'll 
find that a No. 244 can (1 Ib., 11 oz.) yields 
just about 1 pound of drained sauerkraut. 


First of all, wash the sauerkraut 
in several changes of cold water. 
Press out all the liquid (this is 
important) and fluff it out again 
before cooking. 

Take a deep pot, big enough to 
hold everything with a couple of 
inches to spare at the top. Bacon 
rinds, if you have them, on the 
bottom, otherwise a little lard. Split 
two carrots, stick two small onions 
with cloves—they go in the bottom 
too. Now add the first round of 
sauerkraut, at least an inch thick. 
Press it down lightly and sprinkle 
with six juniper berries and eight 
peppercorns coarsely ground. 

Now the meats: First, figure out 
a rational way of placing them in 
layers in the choucroute. (Ali ex- 
cept the bacon and knackwurst.) 
Finish with a top layer of chou- 
croute, at least an inch deep. And 
this again at least an inch below 
the top of the pot. 

Now for the liquid: For every 
two pounds of sauerkraut, take one 
cup of good strong stock (canned 
consommé), mix it with half a cup 
of white wine, and pour it into the 
choucroute. By all means toss in a 
jigger or two of gin or kirsch or 
vodka. 

Now cover with a really tight- 
fitting lid. If you haven’t one, im- 
provise with a plate and put a 
weight on top. But tight it must be. 
Put into a slow oven or on top of 


the stove (over an asbestos) for no 
less than three and no more than 
five hours. And slow, this time, 
means really slow, slow, s-l-o-w. It 
is cooking perfectly when you can 
just hear, when you bend close, the 
merest whisper of simmering. An 
automatic electric fryer-cooker is 
absolutely perfect for cooking chou- 
croute. Bring to a boil, set at sim- 
mer. Have never a worry! 

Never stir or at all disturb a 
choucroute. If it cooks slowly 
enough it won’t burn; any slight 
caramelizing at the bottom only 
adds to the taste. Normally, you 
won't need to add any liquid. If 
accidental fast cooking or a loose 
lid makes it dry, simply add a few 
spoonfuls of wine-and-stock or just 
plain water. The finished chou- 
croute should have no excess liquid, 
nothing that pours off. 

You may test by tasting a thread 
of choucroute off the top. It is not 
enough for it to taste cooked, it is 
not done until the texture is ab- 
solutely melting and succulent. 

Two and a half hours before you 
count on taking the choucroute 
off the fire, put in your slab of 
bacon. Excavate a place for it be- 
low the top, bed well down and 
cover so there’s still a good top 
layer of choucroute. Again tightly 
cover and continue the same gentle 
simmering. Finally, half an hour 
before serving, bury the knack- 
wursts around and on top of the 
bacon. 

(If the choucroute is for the next 
day, keep out the knackwursts until 
then, adding them when the chou- 
croute gets heated up for dinner. 
Same slow fire or slow oven. Count 
45 minutes to an hour to reheat it 
piping hot.) 

To Serve: Take a big, handsome, 
(hot) serving dish, make a great 
mound of choucroute, arrange the 
meats and sausages on top, and 
bear it in triumph to the table. No 
trouble about carving, everything 
will slice like butter; so do, indeed, 
carve at the table slices of meat, 
chunks of sausages. Let there be 
quantities of hot mealy boiled po- 
tatoes and some good mustard. 
They are both essential. 

Beer, of course, is fine. Dry Al- 
satian or Swiss wine is also good— 
a Traminer or Neuf-Chatel from 
Alsace, or Zinfandel from sunny 
California.

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THE COLD MAIN COURSE 


The hostess who plans the most 
elaborate production — requiring 
considerable effort and preparation 
—not only can, but must do it well 
before hand. Preferably a day 
ahead. If there is no fluster just 
before the guests arrive, what 
peace you will haye! 

For dinner menu No. 1 (page 
40), serve the hot consommé in 
a tureen at the table. The blanched 
almonds should be briefly sautéed 
in butter just before serving, and 
placed in the consommé. 

The endive and beet salad is very 
colorful; the combination is per- 
fect. Use canned beets. Drain and 
slice before adding them to the 
leaflets of endive. The dressing is 
always light olive oil and vinegar 
with salt and pepper. For the hot 
dessert make an open fruit tart 
which you can pop into the oven 
to reheat when guests sit down to 
dinner. Place fresh. thick cream on 
the table to serve with the tart. 


Boeuf A la Mode 


This is a dish of melting beef 
in its own rich brown jelly. It re- 
quires excellent materials and a 
certain amount of thought and 
work, but is really quite easy to 
follow. It can, indeed it should, be 
made at leisure the day before, as 
ir needs slow cooking and proper 
chilling for the jelly to set. Once 
done, it carries its own reward— 
an impressive piece de résistance 
ready on its dish to be served to 
the largest dinner party. 


4-6 pounds of lean beef 
(A cut from rump or top round) 
A calf’s foot or veal knuckle 
(A dozen chicken feet will do, too) 
Some slices of fat larding pork 
A bit of bacon rind 
2 pounds carrots 
14 pound small white onions 
1 pint wine (red or dry white) 
1 small glass of Madeira or sherry 
1 smaller glass of brandy 
Onion and parsley 
Bay leaf and thyme 
Peppercorns 
Butter 
A little sugar 


Take a fine whole piece of beef. 
Trim off all beef fat, wrap it in 
larding pork (if you’re used to the 
process, lard it inside with a lard- 
ing needle) and tie in, then brown 
it all over in butter. 

Now put the beef in a deep cas- 
serole with a calf’s foot (cut up 
or whole, whatever fits best). For

or concrete for terraces, off-street 
parking, driveway. (Also, are these 
areas big enough?) 

Pave or put ground cover on un- 
used or heavily-shaded places in 
which plants do poorly. 

Rely on slow-growing or dwarf 
evergreens and deciduous shrubs, 
including more of those with hand- 
some flowers and the time-proven 
natives. Slow-growing plants may 
cost more initially, but for the long 
pull they are an economy. 

Remember that once you are bee 
hind the “little 
grass is easily mowed providing 


mower, a more” 
there are no sharp angles or jogs 
for the mower to negotiate. 

Be sure to choose those ground 
covers which thrive in your climate, 


and then enrich the soil and mulch 
the plants keep out 
weeds until coyer becomes estab- 


lished. Evergreen

look good the year around. 

Mechanize to the hilt, using the 
best power lawn mower, electric 
hedge or lawn trimmer, leaf sweep- 
er, garden cart and hand tools you 
can buy. 

Choose a sprayer and/or duster 
according to the plants you will 
use them on, and keep chemicals 
and measuring utensils near them. 

Save hours of watering with a 
permanent irrigation system, per- 
haps connected with an automatic 
timer. 

Install faucets 
water will be needed. 

Scale gates and walks so equip- 


water wherever 


ment moves easily, and use ramps 
to end lifting equipment over steps 
and walls. 

Have a complete, well-organized 
garden storage area as close to 
your garden as possible, where ev- 
erything has its own easy-to-get-at 
storage place. 

Keep ahead of the game by keep- 
ing your plants strong and healthy. 
It’s poor economy to neglect trees, 
shrubs—any of your plants. Feed 
and water them as often as needed, 
and ward off pests with the most 
effective chemicals you can buy. 

Mulch plants wherever possible 
to cut weeding and watering and 
to reduce erosion and spread of 
disease. When your trees need at- 
tention, call in an expert. 

After a hard. hot summer—and 
before one begins if posstble—be 
especially generous with food and 
water. You'll economize in the long 
tolerant plants.

most useful things to have on hand. 
It is very fine with roast game birds 
like pheasant and partridge, and 
especially with turkey. (Try, for 
once, a roast turkey with sauer- 
kraut and some hot lentils to ab- 
sorb the juices.) It makes roast 
pork and pork chops more digest- 
ible. It lends itself to improvisa- 
tion; it keeps for weeks in a cool 
place; freezes admirably. And _ it 
improves with every reheating. 

It always wants a plain starch 
like boiled, baked or mashed po- 
tatoes, and is very good indeed with 
purée of split peas or lentils.

the absence of meat, you use more 
fat. The choucroute still goes into 
the casserole in layers. Each layer 
gets its juniper and peppercorns, 
and now also a liberal dotting with 
lard (or fat from a roast of pork), 
and if possible, a thin slice or two 
of salt pork. And the top, too. Same 
proportion of liquid, same cooking 
time. Same slow cooking. 

And if you become addicted to 
bacon done in this way, which is 
entirely possible, there’s nothing 
to prevent your making a small 
casserole of choucroute, and setting 
a square of bacon in it, just enough 
to flavor the choucroute, just to 
have the bacon.

ost people think of remodeling as a general holocaust— 
opening up walls, taking off roofs, ripping things apart, moving 
partitions, changing everything. 

But it can mean much less. The greatest benefits lie in making 
improvements within the existing walls. Empty space can be 
manipulated in thousands of ways, given a new finish and 
thus restored to respectability. It can be enriched, provided 
with new conveniences, equipped to perform new functions. 
In America there is a great deal of fine, well-built space 
waiting to be improved, with a minimum of remodeling. 

This room in a dignified old town house is a perfect example 
of space worth rehabilitating.

garden walls they discovered a still sturdy structure and 
saw that it could be made over without great difficulty to 
suit their family life. Result: now they have a house with 
great architectural interest and interior spaciousness. plus 
the enrichment of age. 

After their architect, Alden Becker, had carefully ex- 
amined the structural members of the house and found 
them in good condition—floors were level, foundations 
and beams as good as new—Dr. and Mrs. William Cassel- 
berry purchased the property and went to work on plans 
to bring it back to life. After years as a rooming house. 
and then as an overgrown “haunted house,” this fine old 
building, revived and reconditioned, now resumes its 
original role as a family center—a bright. cheerful setting 
for quiet, private living and occasional social affairs, 
when as many as 150 people can be entertained in its 
ample rooms. 

Another important asset that this old building had, 
even before its structural condition was discovered to 
be good. was its site. Like many old houses, a business 
district had grown up around it, but because the property 
faced the ocean, privacy was assured on this one side 
at least. The problem then was to make the house private 
from the busy streets and neighboring buildings. To ac- 
complish this, a simple change reversed the attitude of 
the floor plan: the front door, which originally opened 
directly into the living room from the ocean side of the 
house. was replaced by a new entrance at the back. The 


back yard, now facing a busy (Please turn the page)

intersection was transformed into a generous, paved motor 
court.

Perhaps its location alone might have made the house a 
good investment. But this grand old ruin had an archi- 
tectural distinction that in itself made it desirable. The 
original architects were Charles and Henry Greene of 
Pasadena. Their houses, built in California just after the 
turn of the century, have had a lasting influence on west 
coast house design. They were characterized by broad 
spreading roofs, relatively large areas of glass and a strong 
emphasis on timberwork, detailed and handled in the 
Chinese manner, featuring the beauty of the wood. using

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HOW INDIVIDUALITY GQ 


Have you ever watched the wonder of a 
tree’s roots cracking through concrete? 
Here’s the story of people who expressed 
the same vital force in remodeling their 


boxy $9,000 homes to get inaividuality 


ook at the house directly to tae right. It belongs 

o a subdivision where some 17,000 homes of 
similar exteriors and identical interiors were 
built between 1947 and 1951. But the people moved 
into this rubber-stamp monotony—and then took 
over, remodeling their houses to suit themselves. 

Let me tell you about these people. I know them 
well. We have lived among them in this particular 
subdivision for six years. 

We have watched our own street of sameness 
develop into a street of different homes, each with 
its own sense of free taste. We have found individ- 
ual human beings here—not faceless commuters 
pressed into a standard of leveled-out living. These 
are pioneers who have planted trees instead of cut- 
ting them down; who have expanded their homes, 
instead of living packaged lives in packaged boxes. 

They are part of the millions of people who have 
moved out of the city since the war to get a taste 
of tomorrow. Maybe it’s a small taste, maybe it’s 
too small, but they have learned what they can do 
with it, they have learned what they want in a 
house, and why they want it. They’ve started from 
here, from now, from themselves. These are the 
people who are changing the face of America. 

You can see some of this in the four houses on 
the opposite page—all remodeled versions of a 
standard house that was built 17,000 times in one 
community, They are four samples of that American 
spirit of individuality which says: Push out a wall, 
add a wing, build a patio, change and grow, change 
and grow! 

You wouldn’t see this spirit if you were flying 


over this particular subdivision suburbia for the first

time. The view would depress you—thousands and 
thousands of similar homes tied together in the 
same strings of monotony. From up there you can’t 
hear the most familiar sounds on my street: the 
sound of the saw singing a song of self-expression, 
the hammers of homeowners pounding out their 


own separate individuality. 


Drive past this same subdivision, past the small 


plots, past the row-after-row of them, and it creates 
the quick-sinking question: Is this the American 
dream or is it a nightmare? 

To find the full answer you must get out of your 
cars, knock on their doors and walk in. 

I will tell you this now: If you knock at enough 
doors, if you walk into enough of these subdivision 
homes, you will come out with a fresh faith in the 
power and glory of people. If you expect to find 
people with the spirit of earthworms, you will leave 
this place knowing that here are riders to the moon. 

What else can you call people who refuse to be 
standardized by the size and shape and sameness of 


their homes, who have given (Please turn the page) 
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The Mel Gerveys wanted two main 
things: privacy and outdoor living. 
Now they have an open patio and 
one partly closed-off.

their individuality a second chance, thanks to the 
almost infinite possibilities of remodeling. 

What else can you call people who have answered 
the challenge of conformity by saying, “This is mine. 
This house will look like me. This house will sing 
of my spirit.” 

Six years ago when we first moved here, I wrote 
an idyllic piece about it, which began: 

“You can still remember walking up to your house 
the day it was legally yours. You didn’t see the 
unlandscaped mud on your lawn, you saw thick 
green grass and flowers, all kinds of flowers. And 
when you opened the door—what a feeling it can be 
to put a key in the door and open it!—you didn’t see 
the emptiness, you saw a cozy furniture arrangement 
around the fireplace. Looking out of the huge living 
room window, you didn’t see the bulldozers level- 
ling the land, you saw a future park all dressed up 
in thick trees and birds, so many, many birds. And 
as you walked around the room, just touching things, 
it was so easy to imagine noises in the silence— 
your wife busy in the kitchen making a fancy des- 
sert, the crying of a brand-new baby. . .” 

If that was the truth then, it is still the truth for 
many new millions. But the truth now has a slight 
shading, a changing emphasis. The brand-new babies 
have grown out of the play-pens into the school- 
rooms. If the times have changed, so has the tone. 

What was the tone then, and what is it now? 

Then it was the tone of young marrieds coming 
out of crowded apartments, searching for space, any 
space. Now it’s the tone of settled families with grow- 
ing children searching for more space, better space. 

Better space means what? 

For almost all people it means an individual home 
in an individual place. Boil down a dream into a 
budget, and the compromise too often is a rubber- 
stamp. ready-built house. For some, it’s permanent; 
for many, it’s a stepping-stone (as it was for us) ; 
but. for everyone, it’s a personal place. 

Homes are the faces of the people. Look at a man’s 
bookshelf and you know his mind; search a woman’s 
wardrobe and you know her taste; listen to children 
and you know the love they live with; walk into a 
house and you know the people, even before you 
meet them, 

This is not only the root fact of suburbia, it 
is the basis of this story’s bigness—that the pride 

f most Americans will not allow them to be homog- 


enized into sameness.

I can still hear him 
saying, “Why do you want to put that expensive 
redwood into a cheap house like this? It’s like put- 


ting diamonds in. . . .” 


{ cut him short. This was our house. The pleasure 
of the redwood was our pleasure. 

For others it’s a brick barbecue, a huge picture 
window dormer in the attic, a fence of multiflora 
roses, a private porch or a breakfast nook. (See 
page 147.) 

Every house has a signature. That’s why you can- 
not carbon-copy homes, just as you cannot carbon- 
copy love. 

That’s why the hunger for individuality is a basic 
hunger. And the miracle of subdivision suburbia is 


the miracle of this hunger. (Please turn the page) 
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The size of this living room has 
been almost tripled by the Willard 
Ewings, and they did everything 
themselves, except for a single visit 
from the plumber to connect added 
radiant heating pipes. By blocking 
off the lower row of windows, they 


gave the room more wall space. 


Almost all this living room-dining 
area to the left of the brick wall 
(above) was originally an open 
breezeway which the Michael Vin- 
cels closed in themselves. They also 
added an extra bathroom and bed- 
reom in the attic and completed a

ibe new living room, shown on these pages. was formerly 
the abandoned horse stalls seen above. Seemingly without 
effort, this little stable has emerged, structurally unchanged, as 


an elegant, modern dwelling. Originally the carriage house of 





a large estate, it was a rare find—a very sound building with 
the charm and character that only age can bring, combined 
with an indescribable freshness of design, despite its age. 

This isn’t surprising when you know that it was designed 
by Frank Lloyd Wright as part of the Avery Coonley country 
house in Riverside, Illinois. (For the complete story, see

Designed by Frank Lloyd Wright, this 
stable and carriage house was built in 
1908. Only alterations in its strikingly 
modern exterior appearance are the 
new living-room windows, inserted in 
this wall facing an old formal garden. 
Interior and exterior of original stable 
are shown above and at top of page. 
Wing to right was formerly groom’s 
apartment; now it contains kitchen and 
storerooms. Upper band of square 
leaded windows ventilates attic; lower 
band opens into the living room.

In 1908, when it was a new building, this 
stable housed the carriages and horses for a big household, 
along with feed rooms, storerooms and grooms’ quarters. With 
customary care, Mr. Wright gave it the fine detailing and 
sturdy construction that went into the main house. 

Aside from its artistic value, it was a good investment 
because the structure of masonry and half timber had re- 
mained in perfect condition, even through years of some 
neglect. Clearing it out and equipping it as a dwelling 
was an exciting and rewarding task.

The living room was 
given a beautiful outlook onto the walled garden by removing 
part of the masonry under the leaded windows and setting in 
clear. glass panels between wood mullions. The same kind of 
window wall was provided in the studio by glazing the exist- 
ing door openings. These were the only changes that affected 
the exterior appearance. 

Although the building had been originally planned and de- 
signed as a stable, its exterior was carefully scaled to fit in with 
its residential environment. So, in this case, the purpose of the 
remodeling was to leave the structure itself as unchanged as 
possible; to refurnish, reorganize and re-equip the spaces within 


the walls for a new purpose: as a modern dwelling.

Opposite the large windows in the living room is the massive chim- 
ney wall that separated the horse stable from the carriage room. It 
originally served as the central ventilating stack as well as for flues. 
Enclosed with brick, it now contains a gas-fired boiler and fireplace. 
Far wall is faced with vertical boards of fir. Radiant floor heating 
was installed by laying coil over old floor, then covering with a 
colored concrete slab.

The other major problem was to provide a heating system. 
The solution was to install a modern radiant floor heating system 
by laying coils directly over the old concrete floor and resur- 
facing with a new, concrete slab stained warm gray. The new 
heating system is gas-fired, eliminating fuel storage. 

Interior walls and ceilings were replastered or, in some 
cases, sheathed with wood. Molding strips and trim were kept 
to a minimum, allowing the original bands of leaded glass to 
form the decorative element in the rooms. 

Arnold Skow was the remodeling architect who had the fore- 
sight to see that these alterations could be made without dis- 
turbing the character of the original building and the charm 
of its matured setting. Surprisingly few structural changes were 
needed, and these were carefully made in keeping with the 


original architectural grammar of the building. 


View of entrance courtyard shows how windows, protected by gen- 
erous planting area, replaced original doorways of carriage house. 
Inset bay at right is new front entrance. This portion of remodeled 
stable now contains entry hall, large studio-workroom, bedroom and 
bath.

Prepare Your House for Air Conditioning 


Here is a check list: 


> Install attic insulation. Lay 4’ or 6" insulating batts 


between ceiling rafters over the entire ceiling area. 


> Install reflective insulation; apply it on the under- 


side of the rafters for the entire roof area. 


» Create adequate attic ventilation, either natural or 
by attic fan (see ‘Take the Heat out of your Attic,” 
page |35). 

p Protect east, south and west facades from direct 
sun with trees, plants, awnings, applied eaves, sun- 
filtering screens or trellises, to keep heat from entering 


the house. 
p Paint exterior of house a light reflective color. 


p Provide separate vents for baths and all kitchens 
and laundry appliances. Fan at stove should have 
minimum capacity of 500 CFM (cubic feet per minute) 
and be controlled by thermostat so as to start func- 


tioning with heat of only one burner. 


p if storm windows are installed on house, leave them 


up during the summer months. 


p Lay vapor barrier (55 lb. asphaltic saturated felt) 
on all exposed earth in crawl space between house 
and ground to avoid moisture migration from earth 
through floor.

We you install summer air conditioning in your present 
house, if it were structurally and economically feasible? 

Most people agree they would, but ask: How do we go about 
it? To whom can we turn? Here are a few words of advice 
and an outline of how to proceed. You should investigate all 
the possibilities. You may very well find that by adding to 
or altering your present heating system, you can have year- 
round air conditioning and enjoy all of the resulting benefits 
in comfort and relief. 

If your house is now equipped with a forced warm-air heat- 
ing system, it can be converted to include complete summer 
air conditioning: cooling, dehumidifying, cleaning and chang- 
ing of the air—and all with a minimum of inconvenience to 
you and your household. 

However, the number and size of the existing ducts bring- 
ing warm air from the furnace to the individual rooms must 
be carefully checked to be sure that they will be adequate to 
supply proper quantities of cool air. Throughout the mid- 
western sections of the United States, the ductwork required 
for heating under normal conditions is approximately the same 
as that required for cooling. 

There may be specific rooms in the house with large areas 
of glass exposed to the heat of the western sun. If external 
control of this source of heat gain (see check list at left) cannot 
be accomplished, an additional cool air register and duct may 
have to be installed in these rooms in order to produce balanced 
cooling. Generally speaking, however, no alteration to ductwork 
in those geographical areas is required. In northern areas duct- 
work required for heating exceeds that required for cooling. 
Therefore, the ducts are more than adequate. 

However, in parts of the south and in the southwest, duct- 
work originally designed for heating is inadequate for cool- 
ing and therefore new supplementary ducts must be added to 


the system to handle the larger (Please turn to page 111)

Here’s how to remodel your forced-air heating system for summer comfort 


1. Where furnace is in utility closet and air ducts in at- 
tic space, put blower, motor, filter and cooling coil 
beside furnace; compressor and condenser outside. 
2. If you need a completely new heating system, in- 
stall new ducts and year-round air conditioning equip- 
ment in attic space. Room registers go in ceilings. 
3. Where furnace is in crawl space and ducts in attic, 
proceed as in No. 1, or if possible condenser and 
compressor can be placed with rest of equipment. 


4. If your present heating is adequate but cannot be 
remodeled, install two new duct systems, one in the 
basement and one in the attic; attach separate sum- 
mer air conditioning units to each for each floor. If 
your heating is inadequate, add new furnaces also. 
5. If furnace and ducts are in basement, proceed as in 
No. 3, or if space permits and the sound of the com- 
pressor motor is not annoying, place compressor and 
condenser in basement with rest of equipment.

6. Existing water piping remains; radiators or convectors are 
replaced with “remote room units,” which consist of coil. 
drip pan, air filter, motor, fan and controls. A water chiller 
for summer cooling is installed with existing boiler which 
supplies winter heating, both functioning through new “units.” 








Individual room air conditioners provide flexibility in remodeling 


7. This unit can be placed in any outside wall through which 
an appropriate opening has been cut. All that is needed is ade- 
quate electrical wiring and power. This type leaves windows 
unobstructed, and there is no interference with draperies. 


8. If no wall space is available, a window unit can be placed 
on sill of an existing window. A new sill installed on top 
of unit, filler strips at edges, caulking. sash recut (if neces- 


sary) and adequate electrical connection complete installation. 


9. Another form of “remote room unit.” installed over a closet 
or in any “furred down” space, provides supplementary cool- 
ing and heating where outside wall location is not available. 


Besides wiring, piping to chiller and boiler is necessary.

loads needed for cooling. In most cases, this additional duct- 
work can be worked into the system through the backs of 
closets, furred spaces over hallways, basement or crawl spaces 
under the house and attic spaces. There are cases, however, 
where you encounter real difficulties in finding places to fit 
the new ducts into the structure without disfiguring it. This 
can be a real disadvantage in remodeling a forced-air system. 

If a room-by-room calculation of the heat gains from the 
sun and all other heat sources is made by a competent air con- 
ditioning engineer or coniractor, and his advice is carefully 
followed, you will have the best assurance that your new system 
will give you the greatest degree of comfort and satisfaction the 
limitations of remodeling will allow. Remember, in remodeling, 
as contrasted with new building, you are adapting an old 
structure to new needs, and you must expect some ways in 
which it will not meet these needs as well as if you were starting 
from scratch. 

The basic equipment for a forced-air system consists of a 
compressor, condenser, blower, motor, filter and cooling coil. 
The compressor and condenser can be located either with the 
cooling coil at the furnace location or completely outside the 
house where the machinery noise of the equipment is less ob- 
jectionable. This is often a good solution where space near the 


furnace is a problem. (See Diagram 1.) 


Bitther air-cooled or water-cooled condensers can be used. 
If there is an abundant, inexpensive cool-water supply with 
adequate pressure, a water-cooled unit is very efficient. In most 
areas, however, there is not enough available water and most 
sewer systems do not have the capacity necessary to carry off 
the heavy loads imposed. Therefore, to conserve water, a 
cooling tower is installed which extracts heat from the used 
water so that it can be recirculated through the condenser, thus 
materially reducing the amount of water used. Air-cooled con- 
densers are coming more and more into use, because they need 
only an adequate supply of fresh air for their operation. For 
this reason, however, they must be located in such a position 
that fresh air in rather large quantities can be both supplied 
and exhausted easily. This, in addition to the reasons stated, 
accounts for the popularity of the detached unit placed com- 
pletely outside the house. 

The remainder of the equipment is located with the furnace 
and is available in a variety of combinations depending upon 


how much you wish to spend and to what extent you wish to 





control the system automatically. The simplest combination 
utilizes the motor blower and filter installed on your furnace 
and simply adds the cooling coil required for summer air con- 
ditioning. This system can be quite adequate for most needs, 
if it is properly installed. However, the furnace motor and fan- 
pulley size must be checked to be sure that they are large 
enough to handle the volume of air for the cooling cycle. It is 
also most important that the cooling coil be installed on the 
“outlet side” of the furnace, so that the cooled air is not drawn 
through the furnace causing condensation on its metal parts, 
which would result in their rusting out. This is often done 
because of space limitations, but most manufacturers’ guarantees 


are voided under such circumstances. 


A nother thing to guard against is condensation forming on 
ducts which pass through uncooled basement, attic or crawl 
spaces. This is caused when the cool surface of the ducts comes 
in direct contact with the warmer air of the uncooled spaces. 
Condensation can be eliminated by insulating the ductwork 
with two inches of mineral wool insulation covered with a vapor 
barrier of aluminum foil bonded to craft paper. 

At additional cost you can buy a complete cooling unit, in- 
cluding motor, blower, cooling coil and filter, installed side by 
side with your furnace and connected with it to the duct system 
with motorized dampers which automatically make the change 
over from cooling to heating. Manually operated dampers may 
be substituted for the automatic device at a reduction in cost. 


In either case, the system should be designed to combine 


20 to 25 per cent of fresh air, the recirculated air thus provid- — 


ing positive ventilation and eventually exhausting household 
odors. As a matter of fact, the better you have prepared your 
house for effective air conditioning (see check list, page 108) 
the more you will need this artificially introduced fresh air, 
for there will be little or no air leakage through windows and 
doors, and thus no other fresh air source. The volume of fresh 
air should be controlled by a separate damper, however, which 
can be set to adjust to the minimum requirements needed for 
comfort. as it is more expensive to condition the fresh air than 
the recirculated cooler air. In other words, there must be a 
balance struck between the cost of operation and the perfection 
of the operating equipment. 

Additional refinements are also available, such as “electronic 
air filtration,” which removes even the smallest dust particles 


and pollens from the air resulting in (Please turn to page 136)

Here's what happened when a whole community went into ACTIO, \

New under-estimate the power of the people! Our statesmen 
have said it before, but until we saw it happen in our own town 
we didn’t realize how wonderfully true it is.

\) hen you study the “before” pictures of this sophisticated town- 
house-in-a-garden, you will probably feel that you have seen this 
house before. Its basic equivalent exists in almost every community 
in America more than 30 years old. It is one of the more unimagi- 
native products of the 1920’s, but when it is well made, it is 
usually worth remodeling. Sometimes its facade is bogus-Tudor of 
crisscross lath on stucco or fake Spanish, as this one was, with arched 
doorways. Almost invariably it is a boxy house, a tight little unit 
that seems to lock itself up against its outdoor surroundings, even 
though it has a plethora of French doors and a front porch from 
which one enters the living room, as in this case. 

Robert Hanley’s skillful plan for making such a house livable and 
distinguished in 1955 required slight structural change: the enclosure 
of the old porch as a foyer, the creation of a fireplace. But, as you see 
on these four pages, the crux of it all is that the outdoors has been 
treated as an extension of indoors. Indeed, the new garden is an

f your need is more living space. look everywhere 
for places to expand: into the garage, into the gar- 
den, upward by adding a floor, outward by adding 
a wing, inward by turning wasted spaces into useful 
rooms.

Ep this year, 1956, do not expect any banker 
to follow you out of his establishment trying 
to persuade you to borrow his money. On the 
contrary, you may look upon a completed loan 
transaction with the same self-satisfaction that 
you experienced when you finally were taken 
into the club of your choice, or “she” said yes.

As a result, most rose gardens are non- 
descript collections of plants, motley when in bloom. an 
uninspiring green when not, and just plain messy when the 
branches are bare in the wintertime. 

But a rose garden can be much more, as the pictures on 
these two pages prove. If you give roses a handsome archi- 
tectural setting, such as these raised planting beds designed 
by landscape architect Thomas Church, you can have a 
garden pleasant to look upon the year around, 

In these beds, each one devoted to roses of a single 
variety. the bushes reinforce each other to make a flamboy- 
ant flower display. In off seasons, when hot summer weather 


inhibits bloom, or when the bushes (Please turn to page 189)

means less dirt tracked indoors. Soil covered with lawn, 
plants or paving won't blow through open windows. Ground 
properly graded won’t puddle, and so encourage mud pies. 

Air conditioning and heating bills can be cut with trees 
or shrubs located to shade the house. Thick plantings 
deaden street noises and filter dust, as well as provide 
privacy. A tree moved to shade a terrace comfortably may 
take hours of pressure off the house by encouraging greater 
use of the “outdoor room.” Imaginative, practical play 
areas get children outside where their activities won't 


take such a toll in wear and tear on the house itself.

point: he is convinced that it’s got 
to be dry and alien. There is no use 
feeding him fragments, such as “I 
Would Beside My Lord Be Watch- 
ing,” from the St. Matthew Pas- 
sion, for instance. He'll like them, 
but he won't listen further. The 
great “Omnes” chorus from Bach’s 
Magnificat in D might knock him 
over, but there is no adequate re- 
cording. What remains? For one 
thing, and for no reason known to 
me, anyway, he often is a flute- 
fanatic. By this I do not mean that 
he has any strange Freudian com- 
pulsion about silver pipes. but that 
he is a listener who cannot resist 
the sound of the instrument named. 
Accordingly, it may pay off if he be 
ambushed by Julius Baker and 
Sylvia Marlowe playing the Sona- 
tas for Flute and Harpsichord of 
Bach (Decca). Or, instead, by any 
of several good performances of the 
Suite No. 2 for Flute and Orches- 
tra. Failing this, the best thing is 
to show him counterpoint at work 
for secular, even comic, purposes, 
through the latest recording of the 
Coffee Cantata, which is exactly 


what its name implies, by Rolf 
Reinhardt and a group of light- 
hearted Viennese singers. Very 


jolly (Vox). 
The Anti-Antiquarian with the 
pre-Bach animus would be easier 


to deal with if he were logically 
distributed; i.e., if he were inter- 
ested in religious as well as secular 
music. Then he could be cozened 
with Byrd, Benevoli (and his in- 
triguing Mass for 53 Voices), Hein- 
rich Izaak, or the fascinating rec- 
ord called Music of the Liturgy in 


English, featuring the General 
Theological Seminary Choir in 
Plainchant (Columbia). But the 


churchly have found these good, 
and have no complaint. The Beetho- 
venian agnostic we must deal with 
is hard to push back past Purcell 
(Dido and Aeneas, with Kirsten 
Flagstad (Victor), is always effec- 
tive; so are the Trio Sonatas). The 
little symphonies of Boyce ought 
to work, but they don’t. I will tell 
you what does, and it may be the 
oldest effective music, for the recal- 
citrant Avatar of the Enlighten- 
ment who is giving us trouble here. 
And that is the night-music of the 
English Renaissance gallant. There 
is a dise of Elizabethan Love Songs 
sung in highly convincing style by 
Hugues Cuenod, an expert in mu- 
sic no one else can sing, and this 
recording usually stops and holds 
people (Lyrichord). It’s worth a try. 
If it doesn’t convert anyone, it still 
will fulfill a purpose all the other 
discs mentioned should also fulfill: 
You'll enjoy it yourself.

Fans installed between the house 
and the attic come equipped with.

You 
may have a manual switch installed 
at a convenient location in the 
house, or the fan may be controlled 
by a thermostat, so that whenever 
the attic air reaches a given hot 
temperature, the fan motor will 
automatically be turned on.

| OWEVER, keep this in mind. It 
is not advisable to install air 
conditioning equipment in confined 
attic or crawl spaces, if it can pos- 
sibly be located in a more acces- 
sible area.

system of piping, you may make 
the conversion to year-round air 
conditioning with equal ease, as- 
suming that your boiler and piping 
are in good operating condition. 
The existing piping will, in all 
probability, need no alteration, but 
the old radiators or convector units 
must be removed and replaced with 
cabinet-type, pre-assembled “re- 
mote room units.” (Diagram 6.) 

There are a number of makes 
now on the market, some of which 
offer units which can either be 
built into the wall, or, if structural 
difficulties make this impractical, 
they can be placed flat against the 
wall. In addition, some manufac- 
turers make similar units, which 
can be built into small closet 
spaces or installed in the dead 
space over a closet or hallway. (See 
Diagram 9.) This type ef unit can 
be used to supplement the system 
where wall locations are not readily 
available or in rooms where there 
is no existing hot water connection 
on an outside wall. 

Each room unit consists of a 
coil, drip pan, washable air filter, 
fresh-air intake, motor, fan and 
controls. A water chiller, either 
water- or air-cooled, is installed

with your existing boiler, or, if 
space does not permit or noise is 
a problem, placed in any other con- 
venient utility area or even com- 
pletely outside the house. In addi- 
tion, there must be an electrical 
connection to each unit and, if your 
present system does not have a re- 
turn pipe line to carry condensate 
to the sewer connection, one should 
be installed. However, if this is 
made impractical because of struc- 
tural obstructions, the condensate 
from each unit can be piped indi- 
vidually to adjacent flower beds or 
yard drains. 
JOR summer air conditioning. 
cold water is pumped from the 
water chiller through the existing 
piping to each of the new room 
units where it passes through the 
coil. cooling it, and returns to the 
chiller to be cooled and recircu- 
lated. Warm, humid air from the 
room is drawn into each unit where 
it is mixed with a portion of fresh

volume to produce comfort. Each 
room unit has its own set of indi- 
vidual controls which enable the 
system to be controlled room by 
room. Thus, where conditions are 
such that certain portions of the 
house are not in use, the unit serv- 
ing those parts can be turned off. 

For winter heating, the system 
is switched from the chiller to your 
existing boiler by means of auto- 
matic controls and operates in the 
same manner as that described for 
cooling, except that hot water is 
circulated through the coils heat- 
ing the room air. 

The advantage of this system in 
houses heated by steam or hot wa- 
ter (called “wet heat”) is that 
there is little or no structural work 
involved. However, since the air- 
cleaning filters are installed in each 
room unit, each must be serviced 
individually. Be sure that all pip- 
ing exposed to warm air is insu- 
lated with insulation tape or a 
similar product to eliminate con- 
densation and to reduce heat gain 
through the pipes. 

You may find, upon investiga- 
tion, that your heating system sim- 
ply will not adapt itself to remod- 
eling, either because of mechanical

or structural obstacles or because 
it is just too old to make alteration 
a sensible undertaking. Or you may 
find that the cost of the work nee- 
essary for installing a central sys- 
tem is beyond your budget. 

If this is the case, there is an- 
other door open to you. You may 
use room air conditioners. These 
individual units can be installed 
either one at a time as the budget 
allows or all together. They need 
only the proper electrical power 
connection (be sure to have your 
electrical service checked) and 
drains for the condensate. By using 
separate units, you may air-condi- 
tion only those rooms you feel are 
critical and each unit can be con- 
trolled separately. 


HERE are two basic types of. 

room air conditioners: One is 
placed in an existing window. (See 
Diagram 8.) In this case, the unit | 
is laid on the existing window sill 
and a new sill installed directly 
over it. The window sash is then 
cut down to fit the new opening, 
An experienced carpenter can fit 
the new sill and alter the frame so 
it will be neat and water-tight. 

The second type can be built into 
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an existing outside wall. (See Dia- 
gram 7.) In this case, the window 
is unaltered and it has the advan- 
jtage of not interfering with dra- 
| peries or blinds. 

No matter what type of heating 
}system you now have or what your 
solution may be, there are some 
general words of advice that will 
be helpful in your remodeling: 


IRST, and let us emphasize it, 
you should obtain the services of 








+a competent heating and air-condi- 
| tioning contractor; one who, by 
reputation, has shown that he has 
_a firm understanding of the prin- 
ciples of air conditioning and has 
-the know-how to install and back 
Sup his work. Once having found 
“this man, you can aid in the pro- 
| gram in many ways. Read House 
Beautiful, July 1954, p. 82; March 
1954, p. 136; February 1954, p. 80; 


Climate Control articles as well. 
With this understanding of the 
things that make for a really effec- 
tive air-conditioning program, you 
ean proceed with your contractor 
to plan the actual installation. 

Before proceeding, however, you 
should know exactly what kind of 
results to: expect from your air- 
conditioning system. 

As you have learned from your 
previous reading. your comfort and 
all of the resulting advantages. de- 
pend upon three basic things: con- 
trol of the air temperature; control 
of the humidity; and movement of 
the air (air change) with the in- 
troduction of 20 to 25 per cent of 
fresh outside air. No system can 
produce positive. satisfactory re- 
sults that does not accomplish all 
three. The exact temperature, rela- 
tive humidity and rate of air 
change should be determined by 
local conditions and, to some ex- 
tent. by your own desires. 

Too, the number of people in 
your family and the average num- 
ber of guests you may expect, the 
number of times per hour your chil- 
dren run in and out of the house, 
all have an effect upon the design 
of the system. This is another rea- 
son for having a competent con- 
sultant design and install the work. 
No rule of thumb can be applied. 

No matter what type of system 
is to be installed, your consultant 
should first take into consideration 
all of the conditions affecting the 
design. His procedure, generally, 
| should include the following: 

A detailed inspection of the en- 
tire house, taking into considera- 
tion types of construction, or- 


ientation and all of the related 
work 
These will 
affect his calculations. 

A careful measurement of all of 
the rooms to be air conditioned. 
including area of outside walls.

areas of walls dividing air-con- 
ditioned and non-air-conditioned 
rooms, all glass areas. ceiling 
areas covered by attic spaces, 
ceiling areas covered by air-con- 
ditioned rooms, floor areas over 
basements, floor areas over ven- 
tilated crawl spaces and floor 
areas at on-grade slabs. From 
these measurements, the contrac- 
tor can calculate the amount of 
heat your house absorbs directly 
and indirectly from the sun and 
he can thus determine the amount 
of cooling that will be required 
to compensate for this heat gain. 
It should be emphasized that all 
glass areas, even those facing 
north, absorb a great deal of so- 
lar heat (reflected, if on the 
north side) and their size, there- 
fore, is a critical point to be 
considered in the calculations. 
This is the reason so much em- 
phasis is placed upon control of 
the sun falling on glass areas. 

Consideration of fuel availabil- 


ity, cost and application to de- 


termine whether the fuel being | 


used in the existing equipment 
will be the best to use in the new 
system. Often, as in the case of 
a very old house, the conditions 
of fuel

supply have changed 
other fuel may be so much more 


easily and economically avail- 
able as to make it worthwhile to 


make a major change-over. 


STUDY of your existing heat- 

ing system to determine wheth- 
er it is adequate to perform 
its winter-heating function and 
whether it can be used in con- 
junction with the new summer 
air-conditioning system. The re- 
sults of this study may show that

quite adequate, but is not adapt- 
able to summer cooling by means 
of an additive cooling unit. In 
this case, it may be recommended 
that the cooling system be in- 
stalled independently of the heat- 
ing system. If, however, the exist- 
ing heating system is adequately 
designed, a cooling additive unit 
may be incorporated into the sys- 
tem. 

Conclusion: No matter what gen- 
eral type of heating system is now 
installed in your house or which 
fuel you are using, there is good 
equipment on the market to bring 
you year-round comfort.

How to Enjoy a Symphony 


By RICHARD WILLIAMS 


Wat the novel is to literature, 
what oil painting is to the pictorial 
arts—that is what the symphony 
is to all music. 

At the cradle, the symphony was 
granted one great gift. It was 
given the opportunity of making 
itself heard through the medium of 
most 
puissant of musical instruments— 
At the 


then, the symphony was promised 


the richest, showiest and 


the orchestra. very start, 
popularity, for the orchestra is the 
most popular of all music-making 
devices. 

It is obvious why this should be 
so. The orchestra can thunder the 
loudest, but it can also sing as 
softly as a nightingale and in the 
very next moment it can turn 
around and whip up devilish ex- 
citement. It can present music in 
so many combinations of instru- 
ments, mixing various sounds and 
that this mixture 


timbres, very 


intrigues ears which would be 


unresponsive to music made by 
sparser means. much as the fat and 
rich colors of an oil painting can 
evoke pleasure from eyes which 
glance with incomprehension at a 
pencil drawing. 

As we all know, the main work 
composed for the orchestra is the 


symphony. Together with its some- 
what unkempt cousin, the sym- 


phonic poem, the symphony con-— 


stitutes about three-quarters of our 
concert programs. It accounts for 
about two-thirds of the sales of 
records of all serious music. 
Many music lovers begin their 
music-loving not with a small work, 
but with Beethoven’s Fifth or 
Dvorak’s Symphony from the New 
World. As a form, the symphony 
has served music so well that even 
the modern composer, acidulous, 
atonal and rebellious against clas- 
still 
symphony, when he composes a 
major piece. What he produces 


sic convention, composes a 


may have little enough in common 
with Haydn, but he still calls it 
“Symphony.” 

When you deal with one of the 
great symphonies, you deal with 
a colossus who still can move as 
eracefully as a cat and intone a 
lullaby. It seems worth while to 
describe the giant, to write a short 
biography of this Gulliver, with the 
hope that such a description may 
help you to enjoy some of the 
hundreds of works poured forth 
since the Eighteenth Century. 

What is a symphony? An old 
joke book defines it as a musical 
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composition in four movements: 
In, Down, Up and Out. Fortunate- 
ly, this definition is no longer 
valid for most people. The Inter- 
national Cyclopedia of Music and 
Musicians defines it as a “sonata 
for orchestra.” But this, while 
true, is an inbred definition and 
merely confronts us with the neces- 
sity of defining a sonata. 

Let us go back for a minute to 
the early Eighteenth Century, a 
period in which favorite music 
consisted of works written for solo 
instruments, or for the voice ac- 
companied by a group of instru- 
ments. or for a solo instrument 
accompanied by a group of massed 
instruments. 

The second of these forms was, 
of course, the opera. Opera repre- 
sented then the most popular kind 
of musical entertainment. The or- 
chestra was little more than a 
servant of the soloist, a background 
for the single performer. As the 
operatic form developed and _be- 
came elaborated, it was felt de- 
sirable to precede the evening’s 
singing with a short piece, an over- 
ture to be performed by the or- 
chestra alone. No doubt many of 
these overtures served no_ better 
purpose than to quiet the late- 
comers and to prepare the mood of 
the audience. But soon enough the 
overtures too were elaborated, and 
they took the form of a triple 
movement: first a quick part, then 
a slow section by contrast, and 
finally a fast and rousing finale. 

People liked this form, and over- 
tures began to be written for in- 
dependent performances 
from the opera house. The quick- 
slow-quick scheme remained _at- 
tractive. It was pleasant to have 
one’s attention arrested at the very 
beginning, then to dream for a 
while and hear a lyrical melody, 
and at the end to be pulled into a 
stimulated and expectant mood. 


away 


S THE overtures grew more elab- 

orate, composers began to dig- 
nify the form by calling it a sym- 
phony. The word itself derives from 
the Greek and means merely “sound- 
ing together.” Nobody knows who 
first called a symphony a sym- 
phony, and for some time in the 
Eighteenth Century the terms over- 
ture and symphony were used in- 
terchangeably. Whatever they 
called it, it appeared certain that 
the scheme gave satisfaction. 

The form is as obvious—and 
what form of art is not rooted in 
the obvious—as the contrast of 
light and dark, of clear and ob- 
scure in painting. The same plan 
was taken over into certain large 
compositions for solo instruments 


and was called a sonata. 

Both forms, sonata and sym- 
phony, were elaborated and sub- 
tilized as the years rolled on, and 
musical style passed from the 
strictly classical to the romantic. 
Both forms grew naturally and 
acted one upon the other. It is not 
true that the sonata was first in- 
vented and then translated into 
orchestral language. As no com- 
poser wrote music independent of 
his predecessor, so no form of 
music was developed by writing a 
set of intellectual rules or by draw- 
ing a blueprint. The rules and the 
blueprints came afterward.

cause a creator presents his 


thoughts in a shape or form 
which proves to be useful to him. 
He finds that he can say other 
things the same form. 
The public finds that the form is 
interesting. Out of the three-part 


overture, then, came the much larg-

er work using the principle of fast- 
slow-fast. 

Successive composers, as _ they 
had more and more to convey, 
pushed the form into a_ wider 
breadth and made it taller. Out of 
one movement grew four. The prin- 
ciple of contrast remained true in 
the entire work. But it also op- 
erated within each movement. We 
shall see presently how it did so. 

In the early part of the Eight- 
eenth Century there lived in 
Mannheim a very worthy and re- 
nowned Kappellmeister by the 
name of Johann W. A. Stamitz. 
He had an orchestra which he 
drilled to a degree of accomplish- 
ment and refinement then unknown. 
This orchestra was able to handle 
large orchestral compositions and 


to play a crescendo and diminu- | 


endo. It had good flute players as 
well as good strings. 

Stamitz decided to supply the 
players with material worthy of 
their mettle. He composed about 
50 works for the orchestra in which 
the sonata form was treated boldly 
and vigorously. This, strictly speak- 
ing, was the beginning of the 
classic symphony and the Mann- 
heim orchestra was the first of the 
symphonic orchestras. Stamitz’s 
work influenced Carl Philip 
Emanuel Bach, a son of Johann 
Sebastian Bach, and in the

in the latter part of the Eighteenth 
Century, and before he died at the 
age of seventy-seven he was to have 
made the acquaintance of Mozart 
and Beethoven. Indeed, the year be- 
fore Haydn died, Beethoven had 
finished the most popular of all 
symphonies, his Fifth. 

Haydn is called the father of the 
symphony. No one would be churl- 
ish enough to dispute that title, 
though it is not true. A form of art 
never has one father; it has many. 
Let’s call Haydn the father of the 
living symphony. Of that there is 
no question. His are the earliest 
symphonies still to be heard in 
Carnegie Hall, still to be admired 
and enjoyed by listeners who are 
atuned to the sound of Stravinsky. 

The twelve symphonies Haydn 
wrote for the English impresario 
Salomon, who persuaded him to 
visit England and to give concerts 
there, are superb examples of the 
full-blown classic symphony. We 
can take any of these and look at 
what

passengers going to Arabia who 
happened to be a heating expert 
and he explained it all to me. The 
big thing about the radiant heating 
was that it took the cold out of 
the concrete, eliminating a main 
source of heat loss for the body.

The Ewings also built a_ big 
winter-proofed screened porch and 
connected it to the living room with 
a Dutch door. 

“lve always wanted a Dutch 
door,” said Mrs. Ewing almost 
shyly, as if confessing a long-held 
secret. “Don’t ask me why, because 
I don’t know. I guess it’s part of 
my secret personality.” 

So is the rest of the house— 
they’ve done all their own decorat- 
ing. (Mrs. Ewing made her own 
curtains for the entire house.) And 
now theyre going to build a 
summer house, a four-room log 
cabin on a piece of land they 
bought along a big, quiet lake in 
Connecticut. 

“That’s one big advantage for 
us living in a mass-built house; 
we can afford to build a summer 
home now. We can have our cake 
and eat it.”

“The first thing we did was to 
put up a fence,” said Mel Gervey, 
a mild soft-speaking man who puffs 
a pipe and lets his words come out 
slowly. “and I guess we were the 
first ones on the block to do it. 
It took me two days, one with a 
post-hole digger, another to nail 
down the basket-weave boards. My 
neighbor helped me, then I helped 
him. Now we’ve both got what we 
want.”

The Gerveys also fenced in a 
play-yard for their child, but they 
themselves like it so well that they 
plan to break out a door from 
their front bedroom and use it as 
an extra place for privacy.

Forming a Collection

This could mean two rather un- 
pleasant things: more bars (there 
are already four) making our-town 
a sort of skid-row by the sea, or 
falling into the hands of a taste- 
less developer and winding up dull 
and defaced. 

With this in mind, and with the 
feeling that all intelligent tax-pay- 
ing citizens have a certain respon- 
sibility toward the property and 
atmosphere of their community, 
Connie (Mrs. Palmer) Field came 
up with the idea that has turned 
the tide in Tiburon. She felt that 
there was a great deal that could 
be done to lift the run-down town 
out of the doldrums and without 
spending very much money. She 
imagined our little town as a water- 
side esplanade of specialty shops 
and eating places—the kind of

town people would come to from 
far away. 

Since most of the “daily-neces- 
sity” business was moving to the 
shopping center, Main Street ob- 
viously would have to be different. 
She felt that a lot could be done 
with paint and simple decoration. 
This comes naturally to Connie, as 
she is a decorator, and her hus- 
band is the Advertising Manager 
for the W. P. Fuller Paint Com- 
pany. But they needed help. 

After talking with the merchants 
and getting their approval, Connie 
enlisted the help of some of the 
top-flight artists and art directors 
in our commuity. Her idea was to 
have the artists develop a related 
color scheme for the entire street, 
and to design new signs and build- 
ing decorations that could be sim- 
ply painted on. This would repre- 
sent the least cost for the greatest 
effect. The artists who joined the 
committee and carried through to 


the end were: John Falter, well 
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known illustrator and cover artist; 
Don Sternloff and Robert Bach, 
top art directors for Young and 
Rubicam and N. W. Ayer of 
San Francisco, respectively; Herb 
Heidinger, advertising artist; Jean 
Gerhardt and Jack Hurt, husband 
and wife team of advertising free- 
lance artists who live in near-by 
Mill Valley and volunteered their 
services when they heard about our 
project; Dorothy Shephard, for- 
William 
Brooke, builder and designer, also 
Chairman of the Tiburon Chamber 
of Commerce, and Willard Cox, of 
Logan and Cox, advertising artist. 

Everyone agreed that the first 
step was to do a head-on line draw- 
ing of the street, so that each artist 
could paint in his or her idea of 
how the town should look. Falter 
made the sketch, which was photo- 
stated, and the artists went to work. 
The eight resulting sketches were 
carefully studied and refined, and 
many meetings were held to discuss 
exactly what we should aim at. The 
unanimous feeling, reflected by the 
people of the community, was that 
it should not be artsy-craftsy, too 
bright or quaintsy. One bartender 
said he didn’t care what color we 
painted his bar as long as it wasn’t 
any shade of pink. 

It was necessary to consider the 
charcoal black and bright yellow 
of the railroad roundhouse, visible 
from the end of the street, and the 
pinkish-brick Bank building at the 
other. We had two beige and cream 
buildings that could not be painted. 

Within these limits the final plan 
was evolved, and the mood of the 
project began to set. We felt it 
should be simple and stylish rather 
than cute or gay. (Connie Field

By this time we had rounded up 
an unbelievable amount of yolun-) 
teer labor, and had the cheering 
experience of having the local 
painters union agree to allow union! 
painters to work on the project,

help. We named George McKeg- 
ney, Chief of Maintenance at the 
Base. as our general co-ordinator, 
and he was wonderful. He sent 
several work details down to the 
street the week before the great 
day, and they primed and prepared 
the buildings according to Fuller's 
instructions. 

Good publicity from a_ helpful 
press began to bring results, and 
we had little trouble rounding up 
help and donations. To make it a 
bang-up, fun-for-all operation, we 
decided we needed food and music, 
and certainly coffee and beer. Pat 








Brooke and Rita Knox organized 
‘the women of Tiburon, and they 
-made hundreds and hundreds of 
sandwiches and dozens and dozens 
) ef cakes and pies. Mr. Musso, the 
baker, donated cakes and the An- 
chor Café made salads. Ed Rossi 
took time out from running his bar 
tu make some of the chili he’s fa- 
mous for, and many other cooks 
sent their specialities. 

For the two days of the Big 
Paint Up we had music. The band 
from the 12th Naval district cheered 
us on, along with a kilted Highland 
bagpiper from the Fuller research 
laboratory, broadcasts of recorded 
music from the record shop, and 
a visit from the Bohemian Club 
| Dixieland Band (John Falter is a 
clarinet-playing member) . 

Other important things to settle 

were traffic control and insurance 
real estate brokers. Van Bergen 
organized the traffic so that for two 
days the street was roped off and 
/ even the bus was re-routed. Sey- 
eral special policemen were on 
duty all the time and extra parking 
areas for the volunteers were 
marked off. The Chamber of Com- 
merce donated the premiums for 
the necessary insurance policies 
(happily there were no claims, ex- 
ecpt for some broken neon tubing). 

Perhaps the two most important 
parts of the project were man- 
power and heavy equipment. With- 
out plenty of helping hands and 
professional painters rigging the 
whole thing, we would have been 
doomed. 


HEN the Belvedere City Offi- 

cials offered to paint one build- 
ing as a group, we asked other 
groups to sponsor a building, and 
got a quick and enthusiastic re- 
sponse. One building (and this was 
one of the most gratifying experi- 
ences of all) was painted by two 
professional paint contractors, who 
not only brought over all their 
equipment from Sausalito, but 
hired two men to help them, and 
then proceeded to paint the post 
office building, the biggest one on 
the block, entirely in two days. 
These were the Ellis Brothers. 

Here’s how the rest of the street 
got painted: Hogan’s Boat House, 
by the Paradise Cove Volunteers; 
Sam’s Anchor Café and apartment 
building by men from the Naval 
Net Base; Hooper’s Bar by Bel- 
vedere City Officials; Corinthian 
Pharmacy and Rossi’s Bar by 
Albert Hutchinson, District Super- 
intendent of Schools, and his teach- 
ing staff; garage by Tiburon Cham- 
ber of Commerce; barber shop by 
the teenagers under the direction 
of Dr. Frederick Bost, prominent 


bone specialist; Beyries Grocery 
Store by Southern Marin Coordi- 
nating Council of the Marin Plan- 
ning Commission under Rowland 
Darnell who was enormously help- 
ful to us all the way through. 
The antique shop (The Sea Chest) 
by the Cove Players (amateur 
theater group) ; the warehouse, by 
the Corinthian Island Volunteers; 
Price Rite Cleaners, by O. Zelinsky 
and Sons, paint contractors: Eu- 
nice’s Coffee Shop, by Ken Lamott 
and The Penmen, a group of writ- 
ers; Harbour Light, by Edwin 
Farley and The Eastsiders, Belve- 
dere volunteers; Musso’s Bakery, 
by the Triburon Fire Department; 
the post office, by Ellis Brothers. 


E Navy lent us many ladders 

and rigs, but Fred Zelinsky, who 
lives in San Francisco and week- 
ends in Belvedere, turned out eight 
of his best men and two truckloads 
of highly efficient aluminum scaf- 
folding plus lots of other equip- 
ment. He himself worked for two 
whole days, painting and trouble- 
shooting. He even hosed down and 
swept the street gutters, when he 
saw they were getting clogged with 
paint from the washing of rollers. 
Afterward we have said: “It 
couldn’t have been done without 
God and Mr. Zelinsky.” 

The first day of the painting 
week-end was clear and beautiful. 
We all gathered at eight-thirty in 
the morning and workers lined up 
for buckets and rollers. Each one 
got a round yellow “worker” badge 
and reported to his building, where 
the paint was all assembled and 
scaffolding in place. 

Work was well under way 
on every building (except one 
whose paint was temporarily mis- 
placed) within the first half hour. 
Everyone who'd promised turned 
up. The merchants were smiling 
and happy, and there was an air 
of rising excitement as the morn- 
ing wore on and the buildings be- 
gan to change complexion. 

At noon long mess tables were 
set up in the little square by 
Hogan’s Boat House and lunch was 
served. Everyone lined up with 
paper plates and then sat down to 
eat on the dock in the sunshine. 
At four (quitting time) donated 
beer was broken out and the day’s 
work was admired. All day long 
there was a steady stream of vis- 
itors and critics, many of whom 
stayed to paint.

Should you be a veteran of World 
War II or of the Korean war, and 
have not fully used your loan en- 
titlement (if you are a veteran you 
will know what this means; if not, 
it doesn’t matter), you may borrow 
from a private lending institution 
funds which will be guaranteed by 
the Veterans Administration. This 
loan will be in the form of a 
mortgage and be subject to the 
same terms as any other VA-guar- 
anteed loan. If there is already a 
mortgage on the property, the 
“open-end” clause, permitted in VA 
mortgages, may be invoked to pro- 
vide for the additional advance. 

If the property is already mort- 
gaged and the amount involved in 
the improvement is not sufficient to 
warrant rewriting the mortgage, 
there are a number of other ways 
of raising the money. 

1. You may make an FHA-insured 
home-improvement loan. This is one 
of the best known ways and among 
the more expensive. FHA will in- 
sure such loans when made by any 
regular lending institution (bank, 
savings and loan association, or 
insurance company) up to $2,500 
for a period not to exceed 36 


months. This type of loan is writ-

ten in the form of a $5 discount per 
year for every $100 borrowed. This 
means that you sign a note in ex- 
cess of the amount you actually re- 
ceive in order to cover the discount. 
Actually, this is the equivalent of 
about 9.7 per cent simple interest 
a year on the outstanding amount 
of the loan. (Interest on a mortgage 
loan would not be more than 5 or 
D4 per cent even under today’s 
conditions.) To be specific, if you 
make a $2,000 loan to be paid in 
three years, you would sign a note 
for a total amount of $2,299.59 and 
would pay back in the amount of 
$63.88 per month during the three 
year period, 
2. You may make a collateralized 
loan, by pledging securities or life 
insurance for the purposes you 
have in mind. The interest rate for 
this type of borrowing is likely to 
be considerably less than that for 
an FHA home-improvement loan. 
3. You may, if your credit standing 
is very good, borrow on your per-

And in Lausanne, the Comp- 
toir Suisse, the great national ex- 
position hall with its flag-bedecked 
fair grounds, is undoubtedly the 
last word in exposition halls the 
world over. 

Lausanne itself is a sort of un- 
official French- 
speaking section of Switzerland, a 


capital of this 
hill-climbing town with a built-in 
funicular to bring you down the 
slopes to the highly civilized, 
ultra-manicured suburb of Ouchy 
(Oo-shee). On a peaceful after- 
noon, a walk along the tree-shaded 


lake-front of Ouchy, 


past rolling lawns of 19th-century

queens, for Lausanne has been, and 
still is, a favorite meeting place of 
royalty. 

Unquestionably the most mag- 
nificent hotel we’ve ever seen is its 
Beau Rivage, like a brilliant stage 
set for a coronation, an immacu- 
late itself,

If this part of the world appeals 
to the romantic in you, you should 
know that you’re not the first to 
succumb. Byron lived in Ouchy 
and the lovely Chateau de Chillon 
in Montreux, just 15 minutes away, 
famous The 


inspired his poem, 


Prisoner of Chillon. Nearby Vevey 
—where the yineyards are most 
profuse and the wine is as sunny 
as its famous town square—has 
been home to such sensitive souls 
as Thackeray, Victor Hugo and 
All, 


from 30 to 50 minutes from the 


Rousseau. incidentally, are 
swept and garnished metropolis of 


Geneva. via the smooth, nearly 
noiseless trains of the Swiss Na- 
tional Railways. 

To choose a hotel in this area 
is no easy decision, for there are 
so many and of such high standard 
that even those in the second-class 
category would put to shame most 
first-class hotels in other parts of 
the world. One of Ouchy’s loveliest 
is the Chateau d’Ouchy. In Lau- 
sanne itself, which means up the 
hill from the lake shore, the Lau- 
sanne Palace, the Royal, and the 
Hotel de la Paix get top billing. 
But you could hardly be anything 
but luxuriously comfortable in the 
Eden, the Victoria, the Mirabeau, 
the Royal and Savoy, the Alexandra 
(which astonishingly opens its back 
on a 19th-century garden), or the 
ultra-efficient Terminus, right op- 
posite the railway station, (These 
last two are disturbingly equipped 
with electric-eye front doors which 
seem to be a new preoccupation 
among Swiss hoteliers. ) 

In Montreux, good hotels are 
Montreux-Palace, the Excelsior, the 
Monney and the Suisse. In Vevey, 
topnotchers are the Grand, Mon 
Repos. Hotel des Trois Couronnes, 
and Rive-Reine. 

The Swiss are superb restaura- 
teurs with unflagging enthusiasam 
for the finest cream and the best 
butter. The national dish is cheese 
fondue. cheese divinely melted and 
doctored with wine. You dunk into 
this with bread cubes, using spe- 
cially designed long-tined forks. 

Pastries are fantasies of good- 
ness, whether it’s just a simple 
matter of a croissant on the break- 
fast tray (the morning chocolate is 
pretty wonderful too), or such 
monumental spectaculars as tarts 
filled with mocha-flavored whipped 
frosted with  pis- 


butter cream, 


tachio icing, and trimmed with

A: long last we were going to 
have a little place in the coun- 
try.

Gaviedors in Dallas, Texas, have to expect some hot, dry 
weather every summer. Consequently, old hands at garden- 
ing rely on the proven heat-ignorers, imported and native. 
There are dozens of such plants, many a soft gray-green, 
whose virtues lie mostly in their fine leaf patterns and tex- 
tures, although some do have periods of impressive bloom. 
Skillfully combined, these plants make a garden of excep- | 
tional peace and beauty which requires little care. | 

Once you start looking for these types of plants you will 
likely be amazed at their variety. Not all are equally heat- 
resistant, of course, but on the other hand, it is possible to 
design a garden, using only native plants, that requires no 
artificial watering no matter how hot the summer. For this, 
or any successful hot-weather garden, you do need to be 
generous with plant food. Your plants also need a_ soil 
heavily enriched with humus for greater water-holding abil- 
ity: mixing in a 3-inch or 4-inch layer of peat isn’t being 
too generous with the material in a hot climate.

BEFORE At first glance this room looks dark 


and hopelessly gloomy, but its cabinetwork is 


finely proportioned and detailed, and executed

Greene-and-Greene house is essen- 
tially brick on the exterior. The 
structure is real, half-timber con- 
struction—Douglas fir — timbers 
(6” x 6”) with the spaces between 
filled in with clinker brick. On the 
intérior these walls are faced with 
oak boards and battens. 

Because it looked to the passer- 
by like a tumbled-down ruin, im- 
possible to make habitable, the 
Casselberrys were able to acquire 
the house and land for virtually 
the land value alone. Actually, the 
only reason it looked like such a 
ruin was that the carelessly built 
garden walls were collapsing. But 


the house itself was so soundly 


constructed that even complete neg- 
lect hadn't affected it basically. | 
Thus. they were able to make alter- | 
ations without the costly prelimi-— 
nary expenses of restoring rotten | 
timbers or replacing faulty foun- 
dations. Today this house retains 
the dignity it originally had, even 
though it has been altered and re- 
furnished to fit a different way of 
living. The changes were skillfully 
made in the spirit of the original, 
probably very close to what the 
Greene brothers themselves would 
do today.

Or you can bring in elements from the 
other color families (excepting the pink group, which is 
not quite so versatile as the others). You can see at once 
that the mathematical possibilities for creating combina- 
tions are astronomical. If you must have the technical 
reason why so many of these colors go together, you can 
find it by studying the writings of color physicist Wilhelm 
Ostwald, particularly his “Color Science.” 

Here’s what we think about the separate color families 
themselves. Here’s how you can use them: 

Gold. Golds that are tawny and tinged with brown; 
gold glistening with metallics, some golds as clear as a 
daffodil. You can create monochromatic schemes of mel- 
low richness within this group, .or you can pick curtain 
material or a chair cover and use with any of the other 
color groups. This gold group goes with all other groups. 

Aqua. Water blues—cool, fresh, gay—gregarious 
enough to consort with golds and yellows and all the 
family of blues and emeralds. They make exotic alliances 
with olive green: with pink and melon they have a fragile 
Renoir quality. These, too, go with every group. 

Blue-Green. How often have you heard, “Oh, but you 
wouldn’t put blue and green together, or would you?” 
Yes, we would! Just try an all-white room and accent it 


with brilliant jewel-blues and (Please turn to page 105)

malachite, and see what happens, even if it’s only to add 
a few luxurious Thaibok hand-woven silk pillows to a 
white sofa. Or be bold; try a carpet of blue and green with 
black and white peppered through it, and finally graduate 
to keeping the whole color scheme in these colors. Look 
especially at fabrics that are blue with a green warp 
which produces an iridescence that gives you the effect of 
two colors for one. This color family has an affinity for all 
the other color groups. 

Yellow Green. Here are the tender greens of March 
buds, of avocados; all the fabrics are so mellow that they 
flatter and enrich every wood tone that is brought close to 
them. With gold and orange or with sympathetic pinks 
and rose, yellow green is nostalgic and Edwardian. This 
group blends with all the other groups. 

Pink. These are the pinks of peonies and amaryllis that 
make bedrooms fragile and cloudlike, but turn living 
rooms and dining rooms into party rooms. Since pink, 
as a background, makes all women look younger and 
fresher, husbands like it. In such surroundings wives lose 
that tired look and drop off years. Used with green, all 
pinks are a natural, Pink is an accent with blues, a partner 
with aquas. With brown and beige it is perfect. With 
melon? Imitate the daring of some of our top-flight 
decorators and use pink with yellow and melon. But study 
how they do it, notice how much of the pink with how 
much of the melon. See if you don’t react pleasantly to 
such a room. 

Melon. So called because of its cantaloupe ruddiness, 
but it could just as well be called zinnia, cinnabar, per- 
simmon, or copper, because it is the whole gamut of the 
orange tones. These, bless their adaptability, go with 
everything, even the pinks, if your eye is practised. 

Remember that changing color in a room is the most 
inexpensive way to redecorate the whole room. A new 
paint color alone will do wonders. Use sunny, light yel- 
lows, melons and pinks in a cold room. Use cool, watery 
blues and greens for that west or unshaded south room. 


Then change the draperies and some of the upholstery 


and you can have a new room without incurring the addi- 
tional expense of buying a lot of new furniture. 

Never believe that you have no color preferences. You 
do! We all do! We feel livelier and look healthier against 
the pinks and melons and yellows. We lose our tenseness 
amid the serene blues and greens. (Never be guilty of 
living with a color you've been told is smart when you 
secretly detest it. There are too many lovely colors avail- 
able for your enjoyment.) 

Try being a painter in your home. Create your own 
individual schemes, but remember that no painter ever 
painted a picture using just one shade of one color. Even 
if the picture has one tonal quality, it is made of variations 
of light and dark. Your room, like the canyas of a paint- 
ing, must have this same balance of light and shadow. 
For instance, if your walls are pale pink or white, a deeper 
color in the carpet will give the room substance. That’s 
why all of these color groups have so many degrees of 
intensity, yet are of a definite color family. 

Study your rooms, know what you want them to do to 
you, or to the guest within your walls. If you shy away 
from unusual colors or color combinations, begin in a 
small way with a new experiment. Try a pair of sheer 
gauze curtains, say from material #29 in the Melon group, 
or #9 from the Gold, and enjoy the resulting glow that 
floods into your room. Sheers like these with light behind 
them can safely go with any other color. 

We love fabrics! Though we see thousands every season, 
we never are sated. We find them each year more fascinat- 
ing, more plentiful, more beautiful. There is a richness 
about this year’s crop that suggests the Arabian Nights. 
Even their names speak of opulence: Marco Polo series, 
Benares cloth, Kismet and many more. Yet for all their 
oriental splendor they fit into the American home, be it in 
a thousand subdivisions or a stately mansion. 

In planning these groups, we have omitted beige and 
grays only because we wanted to concentrate on color. 
These colors can be used, as can white, with everything

How to 
select a 
patterned 
fabric 





rint fabrics can give more “new- 
ness” to a room than any other one 
element in redecorating. They are the 
cheapest way to transform a room, im- 
prove architectural shortcomings and 
disguise awkward lines of furniture. 
They are the magic that blends all color 
in a room into a -harmonious whole. 
So study prints to learn their limitations 
and possibilities in order to get their 
maximum benefits. Here are a few A B C 
rules to follow, characteristics to look 
for, pitfalls and disappointments to avoid. 


If you are shopping for a print for 
furniture. 

Ask yourself, “Will the principal motif, 
centered on backs and seats, show pattern 
to advantage as the artist intended it?” 


If you are shopping for drapery 
print. 


Ask yourself whether the pattern is 
symmetrical and balanced, whether the 
right and left selvages mesh together to 
give a nice match in case you use several 
widths in draperies. 





Watch out for and don’t be tripped 
by the repeat. 


Repeat is the distance between match- 
ing motifs. It can vary from a few inches 
in a small, over-all pattern to 6 feet or 
more. This factor determines how a pat- 
tern will center on furniture and whether 
it will entail unavoidable waste in cutting 
draperies. Naturally, the smaller the re- 
peat, the less the waste. In planning 
draperies with more than one width of 
material, repeat is all important and can 
be costly. Without being a professional, 
or ever having cut or sewed draperies 
yourself, you should know how a repeat 
pattern is estimated. Decorator lengths 
are almost always ticketed with this in- 
formation, so you need never be in 
doubt. Best of all, learn how to measure 
a repeat yourself. 

Suppose your finished draperies are 
to be 3 yards long. To this you must add

additional fabric for headings and hems. q 


Most workrooms add at least 12”, some 
more than this. Each length now will be — 
120” long. If your fabric is plain or a © 


vertical stripe, or a tiny all-over pattern, 


your cuts need be no more than 120”, — 
But when you want to work with sizable — 
repeats of pattern it is another matter. — 


If your print has a 12” repeat (most 
repeats are much more than this), you 


divide 12 into the total length needed, — 


which we have figured above to be 120”. 
Since 12 goes into 120 exactly 10 times, 
there will be no waste. Whenever your 
repeat happens to be a number evenly 
divisible into your needed length, you 
have no waste. But if your repeat should 
be 22”, and your length 120”, you will 
get 5 full repeats and 10” over. Most 


workrooms would estimate that you — 
needed 6 full repeats for each cut. On | 
each of these cuts there would be 12” | 
too much which is waste. If your drap- 


eries need three widths to each curtain, 


or 6 cuts to the pair, you will waste 72” ; 
on a pair of draperies. If your fabric is _ 
$10 a yard, you will see how a loss of © 


almost 2 yards can add to the over-all 
expense of your draperies. 
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This repeat factor needs to be better | 
understood. It explains why a yardage — 


required by a workroom or your deco- } 


rator is often a great deal more than you — 


think it should be. 


What you can do withadrop pattern. | 


On furniture: Be sure to test a length 


of it on the chair or sofa to be covered. — 


Notice in the illustration how a drop 
pattern becomes symmetrical in place- 


ment on width of material, and note how — 
the pattern can not be matched by plac- — 


ing selvages together. This type of de- 
sign is often difficult to use on furniture 
for the reason that the main pattern or 
motif is scarcely wide enough for proper 
placement. Note, in drawing, how pat- 
tern consists of two different motifs with 


a trailing design cutting through the cen- ~ 


ter. This is a typical drop-pattern design. 
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For draperies: Study a full width of 
such a print, so that you understand 
how the design will appear on the right 
and left panels of your draperies. Notice 
from illustration that, unlike the bal- 
anced design (see page 106), you can 
not mesh the designs along the selvage 
edge. You will notice, too, that the de- 
sign is staggered, so that the two motifs 





which make the over-all pattern, form 
dizgonal lines. Facing borders of cur- 
tains will not precisely match, although 
the arrangements of motifs across the 
width of material is consistent. This diag- 
onal effect distracts and surprises some 
people when they see their draperies hung. 
Often they are certain the workroom 
is at fault. Actually such a design can 
be just as pleasing as a balanced one. 


Be savvy about width of material. 
I’s what really counts. 

Fabrics come in varying widths of 
102” for some homespuns to 72” for 
felts; 54”, 50”, 36” for most usual 
widths. and down to 27” and even 18” 
for some of the imported hand-woven 
silks. Give a thought to how much width 
you are getting for your dollar. Very 
oiten the narrow widths, being imported 
and hand-woven, are quite expensive. 
Always balance the cost against the 
width. In plain fabrics. piecing is not 
very difficult: in patterned fabrics, it is 
often a problem. 

{f you have small, narrow windows. 
you might find 36” material most ade- 
quate for draperies. If. however. you are 
figuring on a spread for a twin-size bed, 
and don’t want any piecing seams on 
top of the spread, you had better stick 
to a 50” material. Some peopie feel 
strongly about these seams, though they 
scarcely show, and can often be welted 
so that they act as trimming to turn a 
disadvantage into an advantage. If the 
material is quilted, these seams will 
show hardly at all, especially if you have 
the quilting done after the seams are 
sewed up. 


It pays to choose a pattern that will 
furnish its own trim or one that 
lends itself to valances. 

A print enclosed in a cartouche or 
medallion, or with a circular direction, 
can be fun to use if it will fit the chair 
or sofa you want to cover. In this type 
of design, try to leave the motif as the 
artist drew it. 

Medallions not too involved or motifs 
with circular movement often suggest a 
charming shaped valance. 

If pattern is too deep for shaped 
valance, you can swag fabric so as to 
leave design intact, yet not make valance 
too deep. 





If your print has separated large 
flowers, stylized leaves, birds or butter- 
flies, these may be cut out and appliquéd 
on plain fabric valance. 





Chintzes that have wide floral stripes 
or borders may be used horizontally for 
valances as well as for trim on _bed- 
spreads and for skirts of upholstered 
furniture. 


Go all out for fullness. 
Never split a 50” material for a small 


window in order to economize. You get 


a skimpy, undrapable panel. Remember 
that pleating a fabric reduces its original 
width to half, minus whatever amount 
of material has been taken off for side 
seams. 

In draperies, the general rule is to 
allow for 100% fullness. Exceptions oc- 
cur with sheer nets or soft mulls, where 
you may want to increase fullness to 
300° or more. This is especially true 
where you must make a curtain as opa- 
que as possible. 

Err on the side of fullness. Nothing 
is so dispiriting as a pair of curtains 
made of 50”- or 36”-width material split 
in half. (Please turn the page) 
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Knowing how patterns 
will cut, drape or “‘place”’ 
in decorating is 
important in getting your 
money's worth. Here is 
expert advice on what 
things to consider 

when you shop for

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A rule to remember in figuring yard- 
age for upholstery is that wherever you 
need 5 yards of 50’ material for a chair, 
you will need 71% yards or half again 
as much, if you use 36” material. This 
applies to plain material. In a print, the 
repeat and placement of pattern may 
require more yardage for advantageous 
cutting of material. 


Limitations of various types of 
prints. 

Many prints catch the eye and seem 
desirable, and none are more appealing 
than some of the designs with human or 
animal figures. Be sure you first plan 
how to use these, for it is disconcerting 
to have to chop off a horse’s head or to 
dismember the human form. Pastoral 
toiles present this problem, as do many 
of the high-style animal prints, old 
Chinese drawings and decorative Spanish 
documents. 

Stripes: These are fun, but need pre- 
cise tailoring, because shoddy matching 
or mis-matching of stripes shows up 
plainly. Miters add a professional touch, 
and stripes afford infinite variety in ar- 
rangements, squares-within-squares, 
chevrons, etc. But this is something for 
only the experienced. Stripes in uniform 
widths are the easiest to use. Watch out 
for graduated stripes and those which are 
not matched on right and left selvage. 

Plaids: These appear as an over-all 
pattern until you try to cut a slipcover, 
then you find they have their repeats, 
too, and are quite likely to be printed 





with unmatched selvages. They can be 
real headaches, unless you plot their cut- 
ting and fitting. 


Don’t buy on impulse. 

Plan just how material is to be used 
before you buy it. Material once cut 
into is often not returnable at all. Most 
stores charge you 10% or 25% of the 
total cost to take back yardage. 

For greatest economy, use small all- 
over patterns which have such a small 
repeat it doesn’t matter. These can be 
most attractive. You can give them im- 
portance with fringe trimmings, for 
draperies; or quilt the material for up- 
holstery. Try quilted draperies in a chilly 
north room. 

Don’t be beguiled by extreme patterns, 
unless you can afford to make frequent 
changes. Better stick to prints not too 
brilliantly colored, not too full of circles 
or geometrics which can tire you. Select 
prints with a design drawn so the all-over 
effect is one of lovely color and texture 
rather than one of bold, vibrating, 
specific outline. 


Plan layout of material. 

Whenever you are in the slightest 
doubt, get a decorator’s sample length of 
your chosen print, or buy enough to give 
you a full repeat, and actually try it on 
your chairs or sofa. If you are using 
a print on the headboard of a bed, try 
the print to see how it places. Very little 
of a headboard shows. Often a large pat- 
tern is so chopped off that it is meaning- 
less. If the print is to be used for the bed 
cover, too, be sure the scale of the pat- 
tern is going to suit both headboard and 
the broader expanse of the spread. Often 
it is best to use the same print for head- 
board and dust skirt, and keep the spread 
completely plain. 

A little foresight can save you a great 
many disappointments.

BEAUTIFUL came to realize that making a house right for the 
experimental climate-control room, dedicated to highly conflicting needs of summer and winter was the heart 
of the climate-control problem. For, statistically speaking, 
solving thie contradictory re of hot, ee Americans live ayer winter pe requing 
tightly closed houses with honest-to-goodness efficient heating 
; : f : and insulation; yet they also have weeks or months of high 
moist summers and windy, freezing winters. temperatures in the summer coupled with high humidity and 
low air movement. Most houses in these tough climates have 
Here is the report on how to do it been built to solve the winter comfort problem, and have only 
gingerly grappled with the problems of summer comfort. The 
way we used to build our houses did not permit our coping 
equally successfully with both extremes, since they are (or 
seemed) so mutually contradictory. 


So House BEAUTIFUL set out to design a room that would 


have everything. For summer, it had to be as open as a porch,

so the breezes could blow through. Also, it had to be possible 
to shade it fully, so no sun could ever hit its walls—even low, 
western sun. Its roof had to be ventilated as well as heat- 
reflective, so the sun’s rays would not turn it into a huge 
radiator, as most roofs become in summer. 

For winter, this space would have to change its character 
completely. The openable walls would have to be tightly 
closeable with weather stripping and double-glazing. The 
shade-making awnings would have to disappear, so all possible 
rays of the sun could get in through the three walls of glass 
in the winter to help carry the heating requirements. 
Draperies would have to cover all the extensive glass areas 
at night, to cut down the heat loss when the solar rays 
were not present. Generous insulation would be needed in 
the floor, the ceiling and the small area of solid wall 


that existed. Heat-loss calculations (Please turn the page) 


So glassy a room would be a hot box in hot 
weather—even with 162 sq. ft. of openable 
wall—unless sun were kept off glass. So 
wide overhangs on roof take care of part 
of the problem and vertical canvas sun 
shades take care of the rest. Shadow pattern 
in two photos above shows what each accom- 
plishes. Sun shades are most needed, sur- 
prisingly, in February, March and April 
when sun is still moving low in sky (thus 
fully penetrating room) and when outside 
air is still too cold for much ventilation.

ou’ve heard of women who gear their table settings to the 
je or to their grandmother’s needlepoint chair seats. 
Well, here’s a new one! I gear mine to the flowers we grow. 

We go in for pot gardening in a big way, for we’ve found 
it’s sure fire to have flowers that are always at their peak and 
always just where you want them, which is under your nose 
where they can be appreciated. So, from early spring through 
fall, we have a succession of flower shows on our terrace. 

After doing this a number of years, I’ve found that the best 
pot-gardening flowers fall into two color schemes: yellow and 
pink. I have built a yellow color scheme for my parties to go 
with daffodils, calendulas and chrysanthemums. And I have an- 
other family of pink appointments to go with geraniums, petunias 
and begonias. (The pink scheme appeared in House BEAUTIFUL 
in May 1955, on page 146, when we were wearing our best

How to Cook with Cognac Pes tae 


fi; has been my habit for several years to keep a carafe 
of good cognac on a kitchen shelf. Like salt it brings out 
and amalgamates the various flavors of any dish. 

Here are recipes requiring more than | or 2 tablespoons 
of cognac, lighted or not: 


Onion Soup 


Put 4 sliced onions in a saucepan in which 4 tablespoons 
butter are bubbling; sprinkle 1 teaspoon sugar over the 
onions. In about 10 minutes when they are golden, not 
browned. remove from heat. Cut 1 pound French bread 
in 44-inch slices and toast them. They are now croutons. 
Butter them generously and cover each with a slice of 
Swiss cheese. Place the onions in a large fireproof earth- 
enware dish and pour over them six cups hot beef bouillon, 
14 cup cognac, salt and pepper and the prepared bread. 
Place in a preheated moderately hot oven for 20 minutes. 
Serve piping hot and pass grated Parmesan cheese. This 


is an onion soup with a distinct diflerence and you 


will find it an excellent one with which to start a meal. 


Omelette with Chicken Liver Paste 


This is the recipe for the famous omelette of La Mére 
Poularde of Mont Saint Michel. To commence with the 
chicken liver paste which is my contribution, cook 34 
pound chicken livers in 45 cup cognac over low flame. 
Add 144 teaspoon salt and 1 tablespoon butter. Cover but 
stir once or twice to prevent scorching. They will be suf- 
ficiently cooked in about 12 minutes. Test with the point 
of a sharp knife to see that it is juice not blood that 
exudes. Then pound through a sieve and keep hot in 
a covered pan while the omelette is being prepared. 
[Editor’s Note: Lazy people may use 2 (4%-ounce) tins 
of Sell’s liver paté, heated in 1 tablespoon butter, 3 table-

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The proper structural design for heating 


If you are planning to build or remodel in 1956, you must properly 


s 


prepare the construction to receive the heating 


plant, so it will be efficient and give health and comfort. 
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L these days of versatile and efficient heating equip 1eni, 
we can always put sufficient heat into a room or a building 
to replace that which is lost. 

But heating for human comfort and health is a very differ- 
ent matter. And the family about to buy new heating must 
first know how the structure must be prepared to provide 
the optimum in comfort and health. 

To make it easy to think about all the requirements that 
a house or structure should make of a heating plant, let us 
pretend you are going to remodel an existing garage into a 
new living space, as many people are doing. And let us ex- 
amine how that garage must be altered and prepared before 
it can be heated. (Sketches of garage are on these pages.) 

But even before we begin to consider this hypothetical 


garage, we have to state what we are after in human terms:

A typical garage attached to the house shown in 
Sketch | has new windows and a louvered roof 
vent added, as in Sketch 2, to convert into a 
pleasant, useful living area at a minimum of cost. 


It is impossible to properly heat a house that is built like 
a sieve. For instance, the indoor air may be warm enough at 
the level of the thermostat, which is usually about 50 or 60 
inches from the floor, But that is no assurance that the air 
around your ankles will be warm enough, or that it will be 
comfortable at your head and shoulders when seated, or that 
it will not be too hot around your head, when you are stand- 
ing. What happens to the heat after it is delivered into the 
room is of greater importance than the quantity delivered. 

The walls must be adequately insulated, otherwise the cold 
will penetrate them and their inside surfaces will be cold. 
If the walls are cold, they will attract heat from your body 
by radiation, as if by a magnetic pull, and you will feel 
uncomfortably cool, even though the temperature of the air 


in the room is warm enough. The closer you are to a cold 












wall, and the colder the wall, the greater the degree of your 
discomfort. Further, cold walls chill the room air in contact 
with them, and the chilled air drops down the walls to the 
floor and lies there in a pool to chill your feet and ankles. 

The same is true with the glass and window areas to an 
even greater degree. The glass surfaces are usually much 
cooler than the walls and there is always a quantity of cold 
outdoor air infiltrating through the cracks around the win- 
dow frames and sash, unless the sash is permanently sealed 
into the wall and can not be opened. The air chilled by the 
glass literally pours downward over them to the floor. 

Good heating requires thermal protection of both the walls 
and windows by insulation, vapor barriers, double glazing, etc. 

The ceiling also must have thermal protection. This is 
to keep the heat in the house during the winter and keep it 
from entering the house during the summer. A ceiling that 
is exposed to a ventilated attic (and they must be ventilated) 
is exposed to air temperatures that are about the same 
during the winter as the air outdoors. Unless the ceiling is 
well insulated, an excessive amount of heat will escape from 
the house in the winter and an excessive amount enter 
during the summer. 

The surface temperature of the floor is also closely re- 
lated to your health and comfort, perhaps more so than any 
other surface temperature in the room. It should never be 
colder than 65 degrees, even along the outside edges of the 
room, and preferably closer to 70 degrees. On the other hand, 
it must never be warmer than 80 to 85 degrees, regardless 


of how cold it may be outdoors. The floor surface tempera- 


‘ture affects the temperature of the room air immediately 


above it and therefore is partially responsible for chilly 
air around your ankles. Further, your feet are in contact 
with the floor continuously throughout the day (except when 
you are in a reclining position), and the almost continuous 
transfer of heat from the soles of your feet through your 
shoes to the cold floor can most effectively chill your feet; 
when your feet are cold, you feel cold all over. Cold floors 
are probably a health hazard to adults, certainly to children 
playing on them, and they can not be made comfortable 
unless heat is put into them or beneath them. To keep that 
heat in the floor, the floor too must be given thermal 
protection. I will tell you how further on. 

We have one more heating problem that is related to con- 
struction: It is the migration of moisture vapor from out- 
doors to within the house, and the control of the moisture 
vapor that is generated indoors as a result of living habits. 
Water in the form of moisture vapor can enter a house 


through a concrete slab floor (Please turn to page 178)

And, since plants 
can be limited to low colorful ones in beds, it leaves a large area 


for play, parties or just plain sitting and enjoying the sun. 
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With knowledge of where deft touches would 


count most, two men transformed this army shed 





into a beautiful home 


ere you can see what happened when two 


professionals bought an ugly barracks right ‘ 
after the war and made it into a beautiful 

home. The money spent was minimal, the talent and 

labor were generous, and the result is a fine house 

—all beginning with an original investment of 

only $600 and a wonderful idea. 

The $600 bought the barracks building on its 
original site. An additional $410 got it moved 50 
miles to its present location. With only this much 
spent (excluding cost of property), the owners had, 
as a start, 1,250 square feet of enclosed space with 
well-built walls and a good roof. They had the 
basic structure, at least, for a house. 

With the main shell already assembled, they were 
free to concentrate their talents and funds on creat- 
ing a beautiful swan out of this ugly duckling, 
spending effort and money for luxury, because the 
basic necessities were already there. 

To disguise the boxy shape of the building, the 
front and back walls were hand-plastered, creating 
the appearance of solid, massive masonry walls in 
the manner of Scottish and Irish peasant cottages. 
At either side of the entrance, garden walls of 
redwood boards were added to lengthen the facade 
and give privacy to the garden. Full-length open-

is the rich, gleaming, brick paving. It is common 
brick used both indoors and on the terraces, laid 
without mortar over a concrete slab. The soft porous 
brick, dusted with dry cement, was put in place 
early, so that wear during the construction period 
would develop the interesting character of age. A 
rich patina was achieved with orange shellac built 
up in five separate coats, the first diluted 50 per cent 
to gain thorough penetration, the other four applied 
at one-day intervals. Over the shellac three coats 
of clear varnish were applied. A heavy coat of dark- 
colored wax is maintained, protecting the smooth 
finish from wear and, at the same time, adding a 
deep luster to the surface. 

Throughout the house, planting has been used to 
fine effect. A greenhouse encloses one end of the 
dining room. A small bedroom has an adjoining 
walled-in lanai filled with potted plants. The terrace 
along the other side of the house extends the in- 
terior brick paving out into a garden laid out with 
great care and skill. The non-self-conscious com- 
bination of handsome plants, used everywhere to 
best advantage, simple building materials like the 
brick paving, exposed wood rafters of the barracks.

Make sure the electrical wiring will be adequate. In many 
homes built since the war. the wiring barely meets today’s 
needs, and in almost all older homes the wiring is incapable 
of safely and efficiently handling the electric power require- 
ments of the typical American family. 

Back in 1910, the only electrical home appliance was the 
flatiron. Today, there are more than 80 electrical appliances 
in common use. Since then the power requirements of the 
average home have doubled every ten years. So, in planning 
a new home now, it is wise to insist on wiring adequate 
to take care of the power requirements ten to twenty years 


hence, when many more appliances will be commonplace. 


In a new home, it costs little more to install adequate 
wiring. Too many builders and contractors skimp on wiring 


“saving” 


to save money. However, for the homeowner, this 
may turn out to be an expensive economy. 
Installation of a new wiring system or additional branch 
circuits in an existing home may not be easy. However, 
it may be a necessity if the occupant is to enjoy the full 
benefits of modern appliances. Such modern electrical 
appliances as air conditioners, ranges and clothes driers 
require considerable current. Electric broilers and garbage 
disposal units also strain the capabilities of usual home 


wiring while power tools in the home workshop add even 


more to the wiring system load. (Please turn to page 174)

In the low. stony hills 50 miles west 
of Merida (see map below). they 
came upon the ruined cities of Uxmal 
and Kahbah.

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1. All cognac is brandy, but not all 
brandy is cognac. True. 

Ever since 1909, the name of 
cognac has been reserved by law for 
a certain brandy distilled from a 
certain type of grapes grown within 
the legal limits of the Department 
of Charente in the southwest corner 
of France—an area comprising 
only about 160,000 acres, with the 
ancient town of Cognac close to its 
center. 

Brandy, on the other hand, may 
refer to a distillate of almost any 
wine or fruit. Brandy can be, and 
is, made in many different parts of 
the world. In addition to cognac 
there is, in France, armagnac and 
marc. These are wine grape bran- 
dies, like those of California, like 
the Asbach Uralt of Germany, fun- 
dador of Spain, grappa of Italy. 
From other fruits there are the cal- 
vados of Normandy and the apple- 
jack of New York State (both made 
from apples); slivovitz from the 
plums of Israel and Yugoslavia, 
mirabelle from the golden green- 
gages of Lorraine, framboise from 
the of Alsace, 
various kirsches made from cher- 
ry pits in Germany and Switz- 
erland. Then, of course, there are 
many sweetened fruit brandies like 


raspberries and 


our own peach, apricot and black- 
berry, that are more often classified 
as cordials. 

Often served after dinner as a 
“brandy,” with all the appropriate 
ceremonies, are certain great rums, 
like the old Barbancourt of Haiti, 
liqueur bourbons and sometimes a 


very old, unblended Scotch. 


Cognac making, to quote a 
farmer distiller of Charente, “is so 
simple, so natural and so very 


mysterious!” The long, gold-green 
grapes grow heavy and ripe. They 
are often gathered by women in 


sunbonnets of ancient design called 


because the English 
scldiers long ago referred to them 
as kiss-me-nots. The grapes are 
pressed. In oaken casks the juice 
ferments. You can see it boiling, 
as if it were a kettle set on a fire. 
There is a hissing and whispering 
as the juice talks to itself softly 
without stopping, for 9 to 15 days. 

When it has changed to wine, 
suddenly all is quiet. The bubbling 
and the whispering ceases. Imme- 
diately the new wine is distilled— 
in much the same sort of vessels 
and with the methods that alche- 
mists used in the Middle Ages. In 
one vessel the wine cooks over 
briquets; the vapors rise through 
a gooseneck affair into serpentine 
copper tubing and are water cooled. 
Drop by slow drop the spirit ap- 
pears—now a water of life. 

For cognac, however, it is only 
the first step. There must be a 
distillation of this distillate and 
only the heart of the second distil- 
lation will be used, for the first 
vapors are too powerful, and the 
tag ends are too weak. 

Never was a votive fire tended 
more carefully than that over which 
the second distillation is made. If 
it should go out, even for a short 
time, the cognac would never be 
right. These are hours when the ut- 
most skill, judgment and sensitivity 
are needed. 

After fire and water have done 
their part, time and oak must trans- 
form the wild, white spirit. Only 
one kind of Limousin oak _per- 
forms the wonder; it must be po- 
rous and with certain tannins and 
resins.

6. The stars on a label of cognac 
have no age significance. True. 

Various qualities of cognac are 
often distinguished by a varying 
number of stars, initials or phrases, 
but the stars are not related to the 
years of aging, as some people be- 
lieve. A three-star brandy is not 
always three years old. More often 
it is five to eight years old, depend- 
ing upon the firm; in some cases, 
ten years old; and in_ others, 
sometimes twenty. 

The Hennessy family claims the 
distinction of having inaugurated 
the starring of cognacs back in 
1811, The Year of the Comet, when.

The next 
year there was no comet. but the 
brandy was equally superb.

This statement (overheard in a 
New York restaurant) contains 
several nuggets of misinformation. 
Armagnac is produced not in the 
Charente, but in the Department 
of Gers, southeast of the Bordeaux 
country. Instead of being generally 
shipped as a blend, armagnac is 
most often a vintage brandy—and 
there seems to be, among certain 
groups, a fashion-trend toward vin- 
tages. 

The flavor of armagnac is more 
earthy.

EK very house needs a choice of places in the 
shade as well as in the sun to make outdoor living comfortable at 
different seasons. Obviously the terrace for midsummer use needs 
plenty of shade. Fine old trees are wonderful, but don’t let a treeless 
lot keep you from terrace living. Maybe there are some existing 
big scrubby bushes you can prune into tree shapes, as was done for 
the terrace above. Or you might move in a big tree without risk, now 


that treemen have the necessary skill and equipment. 


Trees 25 feet high move readily and provide ample shade from the | 


day they are moved into place. New growth is likely to be slow for 
a couple of years after the move, but the tree has as great a life 
expectancy as if it had always grown in the spot. 

Moving big trees more than a few miles is expensive, of course. 
Instead, buy a young tree of a vigorous but sturdy growing kind, say 
the new Moraine locust which should grow 3 to 5 feet a year for the 
first 5 years. Avoid the silver maple, Siberian elm (often sold as 
Chinese elm), Lombardy poplar, and the white poplar or aspen. All 


grow fast—but they are short-lived and break readily in wind storms.

that is in contact with damp earth 
without a suitable protecting mem- 
brane between it and the ground. 
This does not always appear on the 
floor in the form vf visible mois- 
ture—instead, it is an_ invisible 
vapor that is released from the 
floor surface and enters the room 
air. Its presence is indicated by an 
increased relative humidity indoors. 

It can also enter a house through 
the wood floors of one that is built 
over a crawl space or a partially 
excavated and unfinished area be- 
neath all or part of a house. This 
is a favorite type of construction 
for an addition to a house, when 
it is not desired to construct a full 
basement beneath it. In this in- 
stance the moisture vapor can be 
released from the earth to the air 
between it and the subfloor. and, if 
the crawl space ventilation is in- 
adequate, will then migrate through 
the floor into the room air. 

This moisture problem may seem 
to you relatively unimportant. but 
it is most important to the health 
of the structure itself. The exces- 
sive moisture in the room air dur- 
ing the heating season will condense 
as water on the window panes and 
run down over the window sill. It 
can collect upon the walls in very 
cold weather and wet the paint or 
paper and may even permeate the 
walls and damage the structure.

to read Btu for greater convenience. 

This remodeled space, just as it 
is—without storm sash and with no 
insulation in the walls or ceiling— 
will require about 48.000 Btu per 
hour to heat it when it is zero 
degrees outdoors. (This, inciden- 
tally. is the outdoor temperature 
that all residential heating systems 
are designed for in the New York 
area.) If this same building has 
been insulated with two inches of 
insulation material in the ceiling, 
it will require only about 27.000 
Btu per hour. If the ceiling insula- 
tion is increased to a thickness of 
31% inches, the required amount of 
heat will be further reduced to 
about 24,000 Btu per hour, or about 
half what it was with no ceiling 
insulation. So you see how ceiling 
insulation reduces the size of load 
put on your heating system. 


TORM sash are not customarily 

used in all areas of the country, 
but in cold climates their use results 
in additional savings that are sub- 
stantial. In this case, the use of 
tight-fitting storm sash on all win- 
dows, except the large fixed win- 
dow, which already has double 
glass with a dead air space be- 
tween the two panes of glass. and 
storm doors will further reduce the 
amount of heat required to about 


19,000 Btu per hour for comfort. 

Still further savings could be 
made by placing insulation in the 
walls, too, and this should be done. 
The amount of wall insulation that 
can be used will depend somewhat 
upon the type of wall construction; 
your builder can advise on this. 
This thermal weather-proofing of 
the building will decrease the cost 
per year of heating the building 
and increase your comfort. 

In this instance, you should there- 
fore insist upon 314-inch-thick in- 
sulation. storm sash and storm 
doors. and as much additional in- 
sulation in the side walls as the 
construction will permit. 

In addition, a vapor barrier 
should also be placed in the walls 
and ceiling to prevent the migra- 
tion of moisture from within the 
room, through the walls and ceil- 
ing, to the outside. There is usu- 
ally less total moisture in the 
outdoor air on a cold day than 
there is in the indoor air, and 
that indoor moisture wants to 
get out. A moisture barrier is a 
membrane that is impervious to 
moisture vapor—in other words it 
can not get through it. If this is 
applied just in back of the plaster, 
it will keep that moisture from en- 
tering the wall cavity where it will 
condense into water with harmful 


179 
effects upon the structure. Some 
forms of insulation come with a 
moisture barrier attached. 


OW let us look at the floor of this 
ee ice through 
the eyes of a heating man. In this 
case it is a concrete slab laid di- 
rectly upon the ground. Here there 
are two problems. One is to insu- 
late it so that heat will not leave 
as rapidly as it is put into it. The 
other is to moisture-proof it so 
that moisture vapor can not pass 
through and enter the house. Take 
the insulation problem first. 

The heat that escapes from a 
floor slab does so around its outer 
edges. It passes from the edge into 
the foundation or footing walls and 
then to the outdoor air or earth. 
Some of it goes into the cold earth 
immediately beneath the edges, but 
very little is lost from it a foot or 
two in towards the center. Our 
problem then is not one of insulat- 
ing the entire bottom of the slab, 
but only along the outside edges. 
Since this is an existing building, 
the slab is already constructed and 
consequently we must apply the in- 
sulation to its outer edges or to the 
outside surfaces of the footing 
walls enclosing it. A trench 12 to 
18 inches deep should be dug along

the outside edge of the footing wall, 
the depth depending upon the width 
of the insulation board that will be 
used (18-inch board is better than 
12-inch material). The surface of 
the wall should be cleaned of 
dirt, then covered with mastic com- 
pound, and thé insulation board 
pressed into the mastic, which will 
hold it in place. The top edge of 
the insulation should be even with 
the top of the slab or a few inches 
above it, as shown in Sketch 5 
(page 119). The dirt should then 
be placed, taking care not to dam- 
age the insulation while doing so. 
Several suitable insulations for 
this purpose are available. Unfor- 
tunately they will not withstand 
rough treatment. If any of the in- 
sulation projects above the earth, 
as it probably will, it must be pro- 
tected with a sheet metal flashing 
to protect it from mechanical in- 
jury. This is shown in Sketch 5. 
If you are doing a new building, 
this insulation would be placed be- 
tween the slab edge and the footing 
wall, extending downward into the 
earth about 18 inches, Sketch 3. 


S AN alternate, the arrangement 
A shown in Sketch 4 might be 
used with the insulation along the 
slab edge and also extending about 
18 inches beneath it in an “L” 
shape. With either type of con- 
struction and application the insu- 
lation is usually one inch thick 
(two-inch-thick insulation is better, 
but its use involves some construc- 
tion problems) and only those ma- 
terials that are impervious to water 
and soil chemicals should be used. 
An insulation that absorbs water is 
worse than no insulation. A number 
of suitable materials have been de- 
veloped expressly for this use. 

The next step is to moisture-proof 
the existing slab. Since it is already 
in place, it is impossible to place 
a protective membrane beneath it, 
and protective measures must be 
applied to its surface. The most 
effective measure is to mop the 
surface with hot tar or pitch after 
it has been thoroughly cleaned. 

Upon the completion of that 
operation you are then ready to 
finish the floor in its final form. If 
the slab is not level, and garage 
floors are frequently pitched to pro- 
vide good drainage, another con- 
crete slab can be poured over the 
old one on top of the tar, as 
shown in Sketch 5. The supplemen- 
tary slab should be a minimum of 
11% inches thick at its thinnest part 


and as thick as required in other

F YOUR “add-on” living unit is to 

be new construction erected over) 
a crawl space, a somewhat different 
procedure is necessary. The earth 
within the crawl-space area will 
very likely be releasing moisture 
to the air above it from its surface 
most of the time, even though it

The crawl-space 
sire must be controlled by one 
or another, and, in the ab- 
“of any other, the ventilation 


openings must remain open through- 
out the year. 

It can be controlled, however, 
and the ventilation openings can 
be closed by a simple protective 
procedure in the crawl space. The 
earth within it should be leveled, 
all organic materials such as twigs 
and wood chips removed, and a 
ground cover of roll roofing of 55 
pounds per 100 square feet, or 
heavier, should be applied as shown 
in Sketch 9. The roofing should be 
carefully fitted along the walls and 
around any utility pipes that may 
be coming out of the ground. so 
that every square inch of the 
ground is covered. The strips should 
be lapped about four inches and 
should not be sealed along the laps. 
This will effectively prevent the re- 
lease or evaporation of moisture 
from the earth, but of course will 
not be a_ preventive against the 
entrance of actual water. (That is 
a matter of proper drainage.) If 
this is done, the ventilation open- 
ings can be practically eliminated, 
and those that are installed should 
be provided with closures. These 
can be closed during the heating 
season without danger of excessive 
humidity in the crawl-space air. It 
is even practical to introduce heat 
into that area, if desired, so the 
floor is less likely to lose its heat.

in place, still supporting tons of 
stone masonry. 

Beyond Kahbah, we left the good 
‘oad for a jungle track over rocks 
and through mud to Sayil and 
cabna. In this area modern low- 
slung cars are useless, so we went 
in two Fords, vintage 1920’s. Mud 
stopped us several times, since this 
was the rainy season, and occasion- 
ally we were blocked by fallen 
ees, but our driver, Lorenzio. 
racked them aside with a few 
strokes of his tremendous machete. 

Our other driver. Hector, told us 
proudly that he had worked with 
Sylvanus Morley, the great archeol- 
ogist. From him Hector had learned 
about off-the-beaten-track sights, so 
from time to time. he took us off 
inte the thicket to small ruins tan- 
lgled with vines and half mounded- 
‘over with dirt. A few minutes’ climb- 
ing around the unrestored buildings 
Jand we would return to the cars 
ito grind a few more miles onward 
Ito the great palace of Sayil and 
‘the grand ceremonial arch _ of 
\Labna. 

When we came out of the jungle, 
fit was late at night. The little 
/Uxmal restaurant was closed, but 
‘we roused a boy who cooked us 
steaks and eggs. We were hungry, 
‘tired and covered with red mud. 
‘but our day on the road to Labna 
“was unanimously declared the best 
‘of our trip. That day made us real 
explorers. Now we had seen the 
‘Mayan world of ruins as it ap- 
peared to those who had uncovered 
them—Stephens and Catherwood, 
Maudslay, Maler, Morley. Thomp- 
son—all the adventurers and dream- 
ers and men of science who had 


found the old cities buried in jun- 
gle growth, and who had success- 
fully reclaimed them. 

The trip to Labna was not the 
end of our vacation. We enjoyed 





some more quiet days around 





Merida. Then, following our fast- 
growing interest in Mayan culture, | 
we went by plane and train into | 
the real forest jungle of Chiapas. | 
There in the mountains among the 
giant trees and orchids we saw| 
Palenque’s crested temples, the| 
perfection of the Mayan classic 
period. From Palenque we con- 
tinued to Vera Cruz and finished | 
our vacation there, swimming and | 
hunting shells along the beach. 

Well, that was our vacation. We 
saw fantastic, unforgettable things. 
yet what we shall remember most, 
i believe, is the warmth of the na- 
tives we met in Yucatan. 

Before we left home, six-year-old 
Craig had warned all of us, “We’ve 
got to watch out for natives when 
we get to the jungle.

There is so much _ discussion 
about how to run a barbecue fire, 
for we always barbecue where 
guests can watch. We prefer a less 
hot fire and agree completely with 
General Bartron, who worked out 
a low-slow principle which works 
like a charm, and uses half as much 
charcoal. (See House BEAUTIFUL, 
March 1955.) I think most of us 
are prone to use too much fuel and 
to cook too soon. Usually the fire 
is just right after your meat is 
done and you are already eating. 


Anyway, start your fire well 
ahead of time and let it burn down 
while the guests are having their 
drinks, so that it is really ready for 
the chops. This timing is impor- 
tant, for it is part of your show- 
manship. After all the guests have 
had their drinks and the fire is 
right, you bring out the platter or 
board with the  luscious-looking 
chops. Your guests will gravitate 
over to watch you. Use tongs to 
turn your meat. (It kills me to see 
forks run into whatever you are 
barbecuing and watch the juice 
spurt out.)

Chain Cooking with your freezer 


By ELISA BIALK 


Vou freezer can be an_ ever- 
present friend when in need, an 
extra pair of hands, a caterer, a 
snack shop, a bakery, even a fancy 
restaurant, if you know how to use 
it. There is magic phrase and open 
sesame to a new kind of freedom 
and that is chain cooking—cooking 
ahead with the freezer in mind. 

Chain cooking has many _ vari- 
ants, a number of which have al- 
ready been discussed in House 
BEAUTIFUL. You can hire extra help, 
plan a chain-cooking bee, devote a 
free day occasionally to baking or 
cooking. But even without extra 
help or a sizable chunk of time 
you can follow this simple plan 
which gives you extra meals with 
very little extra effort. Plan a week 
of “Daily Doubles.” Each day for 
dinner prepare twice the amount 
of food you would use, and freeze 
the extra quantity. 

Always label your chain-cooked 
foods before you freeze them ac- 
cording to how you plan to use 
them later. Nothing is more dis- 
concerting than to be confronted 
with a mysterious assortment of 
packages labeled ham, beef, lamh, 
chicken, salmon with no clue as to 
identity of the cut or the quantity. 
Frequently the portions prove too 
small for the purpose in mind, and 
then it is too late to do anything 
about it, because you know, of 
course, that cooked meat or fish 
once frozen can not be refrozen. 
(The rule is: You can freeze once 
in the raw state and once again 
after cooking.)

They died young, 


but they live forever 


Young musicians, like 31-year-old William Kapell, 


left behind a permanent record of their art, 


and thus robbed death of its victory 


By ROLAND GELATT 


Au too recently, the tragic deaths 
of several greatly gifted musical 
performers have made us more 
than ever aware of the phonograph 
as a means of preserving even 
tcansient triumphs. 

William Kapell, Ginette Neveu. 
Dinu Lipatti—their lives were cut 
far too short for most of us to have 
had a chance to hear them in the 
cencert hall, but, fortunately, they 


have been recorded—and the rec- 


lords they have left behind now 


have a posthumous renown that 
equals, and perhaps even exceeds. 
the appreciation they enjoyed dur- 
ing their lifetimes. 

Although they are no longer with 
us, their music-making is cherished 
still as. a living. vibrant thing— 
often by listeners too young ever to 


have heard them in person. In a 
| 


poignantly disembodied and_ yet 


_very powerful way, they are more 


alive today than when they were 


actually alive. 


The perfect example is Kathleen 
Ferrier, the beloved English con- 
tralto, whose admirers 
creased immeasurably since her 
tragic death at the age of forty-one 
in 1953. 

Contraltos usually do not make 
much of a splash in the world of 
music, but Kathleen Ferrier was a 
case apart. To begin with, she had 
a glorious natural voice—solid, 
evenly scaled, mellow in hue. Yet 
her appeal, like Enrico Caruso’s, 
stemmed not the 
sheer animal beauty of her voice 
itself as from the integrity and 
moving simplicity and calm with 
which she used it. 

Roy Henderson, her teacher, ac- 
knowledged this in an illuminating 
essay that forms part of a small 
book entitled Kathleen Ferrier: A 
Memoir (published by Putnam’s). 
“Was it her voice, her musicianship

brought her fame? In themselves,” 
he wrote, “they were great achieve- 
ments, partly through endowment, 
partly through sheer hard work, 
but the crowning glory was her per- 
sonality.” Kathleen Ferrier had the 
ability to communicate to every 
member of her audience. 

She was born and trained in Lan- 
cashire, where—Neville Cardus re- 
minds us—‘they did not regard 
music intellectually as an affair of 
abstract forms.” Honest expression 
of sentiment was what mattered, 
and Kathleen Ferrier in this re- 
spect never turned her back on 
Lancashire. Her career began late. 
She was trained as a pianist and 
did not even consider becoming a 
singer until her mid-twenties. In 
1937, she entered a music competi- 
tion at Carlisle as a pianist and 
won first prize in her group. Then, 
as the result of a bet with a friend, 
she entered the contest for contral- 
tos and made off with the highest 
award there too. “I congratulate 
you heartily,” said the judge. “You 
have been given a lovely voice. 
Treat it well, and some day, per- 
haps. you will be a great singer.” 
Kathleen Ferrier was twenty-five. 

Two years later she began seri- 
ously to train her voice. By this 
time England was at war, and much 
of her singing for the next few 
years was in munitions factories 
and army camps. But there were 
also performances of oratorios by 
Handel, Mendelssohn, and Elgar 


in which she stood out. 


ATHLEEN Ferrier achieved in- 
ternational. prominence only in 
1946, but in the 7 years left to her 
she inspired a devotion from audi- 
ences the world over such as few 
rausicians have ever received. Dur- 
ing those brief years she also man- 
aged to make a series of discs that 
will surely be valued and revered 
so long as there are phonographs. 
Gustav Mahler’s Kindertotenlie- 
der, which she recorded with the 
Vienna Philharmonic Orchestra un- 
der Bruno Walter’s direction (Co- 
lumbia ML 4980), would surely 
enhance any collection, for the bit- 
tersweet perfume of Mahler’s art 
was never better distilled. 
A collection of Handel 
from the Messiah and other ora- 


arias 


torios, in which she was accom- 
panied by the London Philharmon- 
ic Orchestra under Sir Adrian 
Boult (London LD 9088), is an- 
other beautiful memento. 

The Spanish mezzo-soprano Con- 


chita Supervia stood at the opposite 


extreme from Ferrier in tempera- 
ment and style. Her singing was 
fiery, mercurial, brilliant, evoking 
always the rhythmic snap and click 
of castanets. But like the English 
contralto, she performed with a | 
down-to-earth conviction that never 
failed to grip her listeners. Her | 
career too was meteoric and short, 
for she died just twenty years ago 
at the age of forty-one. 


EARLY a quarter century has 

elapsed since her last appearance | 
in this country, yet her fame here | 
among aficionados of Spanish song 
is at least as widespread today as | 
it was then. She recorded prolifi- | 
cally during the deeade before her | 
death, and several of her best re- 
cords have been reissued by Decca.. 

You will find enthusiasts the 
world over who know Supervia only | 
through her records and who are 
nevertheless convinced that her in- 
terpretation of Carmen is a model 
that other singers might hope to 
emulate but hardly equal. She re- 
corded highlights from Carmen in 
1930 for a French company, and 
these old recordings have been re- 
issued and revitalized on a micro- 
groove LP (Decca 9522). 

Claudia Muzio is another singer 
whose reputation today is probably 
higher than when she met an early 
death at the height of her career | 
in 1936, when she was forty-four— 
a reputation based on a remarkably 
small number of operatic arias 
which she recorded for Columbia. 
Muzio embodied just about every- 
thing that we look for in an Italian | 
soprano: a voluptuous voice, a 
magnificent technique, a keen feel- 
ing for the most effective accentua- | 
tion of a melody. And she offered | 
something more: the inde- 
finable element of personality. 

Everything that Muzio sang bore | 
the impress of her own strong mu- | 
sical character. There was a tensile 
excitement to the very way she 
breathed and phrased, and it comes 
across powerfully in those few re- 
cordings that carry on her art. A

Here is the grace and spaciousness of a big country 
house, the richness and mystery of a sprawling palace, yet 
it contains only 1,650 square feet. It was built on a 50’ 
by 150’ lot, hemmed in by close neighbors. It cost less 
than $25,000 when completed five years ago. 

To begin with, it offers a new way to build on a narrow 
lot. Because of the way this house is planned, every room 
has a southern exposure and a charming private outlook 
in two opposite directions without awareness of neighbors 
or the street. The trick in planning that made this possible 


is a little garden court in the center of the house. Open

to the sky, it brings sunshine and nature into the middle 
of the building, where it would be least expected, and 
gives the rooms surrounding it the character of open 
pavilions with gardens on all sides. 

When you step inside the front door, although you are 
indoors, there is no sense of being closed in or of light 
being closed out. Architect Aaron Green used a gently 
angular plan for the walis and gained a flowing continuity 
from room to room that makes this small building seem 
limitless. This concept of designing for interior spacious- 
ness, pioneered by Frank Lloyd Wright under whom Mr. 
Green studied, is used fully to achieve apparent openness 
without sacrifice of coziness or privacy. 

It is because of the way the rooms open diagonally 
into each other that sweeping vistas, always ending in 
sunlit greenery, reach through the house and garden in 
many directions from wherever you stand. If these were

the right to build on all his property and can use the 
land close to the limit of his lot for the house or garden 
walls (to provide privacy without the sacrifice of space 
that dense planting would require). This can be done only 
where enlightened building codes exist. Restrictions here 
permitted a wall six feet high right at the property line. 
(Anything higher had to be six feet inside the line.) 
Many communities are still laid out with restrictions suited 
to the Victorian ideal of a castle in a park, even if the 
“castles” are to be only 15 or 20 feet apart. For this 
archaic reason, many real estate developments mistakenly 
outlaw fences entirély. 

From the floor plan you can see the benefits of build- 
ing near the sides of the property. The private space 
gained in the middle of the lot is far more desirable 
and useful than the same square footage would be if it 


were along each side, facing neighbors. The whole back

of the site can be given over to the living room, terrace 
and garden without necessitating bedrooms that. face 
either onto neighboring houses or toward the street.

Bedrooms gain complete cross ventilation without ex- 
posure, because a six-foot-wide strip along the edge of 
the lot is screened by a six-foot-high wood wall at the 
property line, thus creating a little lanai. 

A similar fence screens the service yard on the opposite 
side of the house. The brick wall of the living room 
extends beyond the house at the back to become a garden 
wall on one side; a wood wall protects the other. At the 
back of the lot an 8’-high screen of louvers conceals the 
incinerator and drying yard. The only opening in the

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How to order a factory-built house 


By ELIZABETH GORDON 


he bugaboo of monotony, once feared as the 

drawback which would prevent the growth of pre- 
fabrication, can be laid away with all those other dead 
dreads. Now, in 1956, a factory-built house no longer 
needs to be a rubber-stamp house. 

The house we show you here is an extremely good 
case in point. It dramatizes how variable and how 
personable a house can be when constructed of stock 
components, which can combine in thousands of ways. 

This is a model known as the Fargo and made by 
the National Homes Corporation of Lafayette, Indiana. 
The basic house, without garage, contains 959 square 
feet of enclosed space. But it can be ordered with 
so many variables—in plan, exterior treatments, sid- 
ing materials, storage facilities, color combinations, 
kitchen equipment, window types and combinations, 
that 20,280 different variations are possible. 

These variations naturally carry different price tags. 
The basic house, in a low-cost building area, would 
cost approximately $8,500, without land or garage. 
But if all the extra touches and de luxe items were 
added, it could come up to $12,000 (without land, but 
with a one-car garage). If the same basic house (with- 
out land or garage) were ordered in a high-cost build- 
ing area (that is, in cold climates and in and around 
metropolitan areas), it would cost $11,000, while the 
de luxe version would cost around $14,500 (without 
land, but with a one-car garage). 

These variations, from which you can pick and 
choose, may affect the price by as much as 20 to 30 
per cent. And it is these variables which let you order 
the house to suit your needs and your budget—to have 
a house that is more your personal expression. Once 
you know this, you can explore fully the variety 
possible so as to have a house assembled in the fac- 
tory which is closer to what you want. The dealer

* WATER CONDITIONERS 


Water usually contains dissolved minerals that make it “hard.” These 
minerals combine with soap to form a greasy, sticky curd that clings 
tightly to whatever you are washing. They obviously waste soap, 
too. But they waste synthetic detergents as well, a fact not too 
well known. Many synthetics contain a built-in water-softening 
agent, but it is only a minor part of the formula. 

If the water is really hard, then you must use two or three times 
as much detergent to get proper softening action. Or you should 
condition the water before adding the detergent. You cannot skimp 
on softening; if you do, the greases in the wash water react with 
the alkali of your soap or detergent to form curds which you will 
see quickly enough as hardwater scum. 

Dissolved hardwater minerals aren’t the only problems. Water 
often contains rust, sands, a strong acid potential, even dissolved 
organic colorings. Softening won’t do anything about these. Such 
water needs to be conditioned. This calls for the right combination 
of mechanical aids and the advice of an expert.

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BLUING AND OPTICAL BRIGHTENERS 


For years white fabrics have been dipped in a blue dye to mask the 
gradual yellowing from soap left in them by incomplete rinsing. 
Modern automatic washers rinse so thoroughly that this yellowing 
doesn’t occur now. But we have a new problem— graying of nylon, 
dacron, ete. To correct this, chemists perfected a colorless. fluorescent 
dye which makes fabrics shine brightly when exposed to sunlight. 
Today all synthetic detergents made for washing machines contain 
this dye. It is called an optical brightener. 

If you wash with soap or use a synthetic detergent for hand 
laundry, add a brightener to the rinse water. The brightener will 
probably be blue in color for machine use, although you ean use the 
same colorless brightener sold for hand laundering if you are using 
a detergent, rather than soap. in your machine. 

To restore original brightness to carpets and upholstery, use a 
foam cleaner (below, right) that contains optical brightener.

Suds are pretty to look at, but they don’t do any clean- 
ing. Suds just happen to be a by-product of mixing soap 
and water together. They wouldn't occur at all in many 
synthetic detergents, except for the fact that manufac- 
turers add a sudser to their products to make the pretty 
foam people like to see. 

Suds actually slow washing action. This is why me- 
chanical dishwashers must have a non-sudsing deter- 
gent, and why many people prefer a low-sudser for their 
washing machines. Sometimes, though, as when washing 
delicate fabrics, you may want a slowed-down, more 
gentle washing action. Then suds are fine. They “cush- 
ion” the fabrics so the water bangs against them less 
powerfully and so less harmfully. 

Instead of looking for sucsing power, feel the slip- 
periness of the water. It feels velvety smooth when 
ready to do the best wash job. If you are in a hardwater 
region (85% of America has hard water), you waste 
tremendous amounts of soap or detergent unless you 
soften the water, either mechanically or by adding a 
water-softener powder. 

For heavy, oily soiling always add a water-conditioner 
powder, even though the water has been mechanically 
softened. Also be sure the water is as hot as you can 
get it. These precautions will insure that the grease and 
oils will be held in the water and won't float atop the 
water as a sticky scum that re-soils what you are washing. 

Reducing the size of the load to be washed also helps. 
Then water crashes against the soil with more force. 
And there is more water to hold the soil. 


WASHING WINDOWS AND MIRRORS 





These pose special problems. Any trace of soil, soap or 
detergent that remains on the glass, even though in- 
visible, soon becomes prominent, because of the dust. 
smoke and moisture that it collects from the air. 

The ideal cleaner does a thorough cleaning job, then 
evaporates 100%, leaving nothing on the glass. This 
rules out the usual kinds of cleaners. Chemists have 
turned to volatile organic solvents. Windex is one ex- 
ample. Results are fine so long as (1) you use enough 
to wet the glass thoroughly, and (2) you scrub vigor- 
ously. When the glass is really clean, it fogs evenly 
when breathed on. 

But not all glass is washed only infrequently. Mirrors, 
for example. may get a weekly, once-over polishing. For 
them, glass cleaners containing silicones or waxes may 
be fine. They go on easily, leave a dust-repellent surface 
that keeps mirror at its original efficiency, if polished 
lightly every week or so. 

Emulsion cleaners are a mid-way type. Polish lightly 
for a thin film, vigorously for no film. See “Synthetic 
Detergents.” page 142, for trade names in each type. 
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Wax is man’s oldest soil retardant. It fills all the minute 
cracks where dirt might collect. Dirt then sits lightly upon 
slick surface. It whisks away readily and each dusting ac- 
tually improves the sheen. More than this, the microscop- 
ically thin layer of wax takes all the abrasive wear of use, 
sparing the surface you want protected. Dirt may get 
ground into the wax in time, but strip away the wax and 
the surface below is as clean as ever. Re-apply fresh wax 
and the cycle of protection can be repeated indefinitely. 


Common Fallacy: ‘Paste wax is best.”? Many people 
assume that because you must work so hard to apply paste 
wax that it just has to give more protection. This is just 
not true. Protection depends not on the physical form of 
the wax you buy, but on the thinness and the hardness of 
the film after buffing. So long as you use a true wax (not a 
self-polishing kind), you can use paste, creme or liquid, 
as you choose. It’s strictly a matter of convenience. 

Paste waxes call for much rubbing, but paste is the 
easiest way to wax a porous surface. It’s also the surest 
way to get a really thin coating of wax. 

Creme waxes go on without much rubbing. Many contain 
a built-in cleaner (the solvent used to convert the paste 
into a creme). They find their greatest use as furniture 
polishes, where the hardness of a much-rubbed paste wax 
isn’t needed. 

Liquid waxes are 3 types—polishing, cleaner-polisher, 
and wipe on, wipe off. Polishing waxes are really pastes 
thinned down to liquid form. Here the wax flows on, quickly 
spreading to fill every crack and “valley.” Paste wax flows 
only after you have rubbed it enough to melt it. Liquid 
polishing waxes can contain waxes which are basically 
harder than those that can be included in a paste wax. But 
it is more difficult to get a thin coating on the surface. 
Never flood it on.

When the soil is mainly oily or greasy, turn to the emulsi- 
fiers. They help loosen the grease and also make it possible 
for small amounts of water to hold big loads of greasy soil 
(hence “waterless washing”). Foam cleaners are the most 
common example. Here again, however, it is the water that 
does the actual cleaning. The sudsy foam acts as a carrier 
for the water, enabling you to scrub without really wetting 
through the carpet or upholstery. The foam also acts as a 
trap for the loosened grime, keeping it from redepositing 
elsewhere. Most other waterless cleaners require a final 
water-rinse —i.e., a washing action. 


SPOT REMOVERS 


Spots come from two sources — soils in water or soils in oils. 
So you must start here: Is the spot from water or oil? 
Washing removes water-borne spots (use foam cleaners, if 
deep-wetting must be avoided). Dry cleaning removes soils 
in oils. Liquid kinds flush away the soil; dry kinds are so 
powerfully absorbent that they “pull” it out. 

Spots on wood pose special problems. Often the grain of 
the wood has been raised or the protective finish damaged. 
Both call for full refinishing, if damage is deep. Buffing 
with indicated products eliminates surface stains. 


Cleaner-polisher waxes contain more solvyent—therefore 
less actual wax—than the regular liquid polishing waxes. 
Household types seldom contain abrasives. Those for heavy- 
duty cleaning, as of automobiles, do. 


Wipe-on, wipe-off liquid waxes contain waxes plus sili- 


cones. They are thin, watery liquids, but they too give 
paste-wax protection. They are not cleaners, however, so 
the surface must be thoroughly cleaned before they are 
applied or very noticeable streaks will occur. 


What is a self-polishing wax? 


. 








Self-polishing waxes are plastic resin emulsions, not true 
waxes. They do not have the characteristic naphtha odor 
of the true waxes. Those claiming “paste-wax protection” 
contain considerable wax. Those stressing “high gloss” or 
“quick drying” may contain no wax at all. All shine with- 
out buffing, but the sheen is improved progressively as you 
do buff them, unless they contain no wax. Self-polishing 
waxes waterspot more freely than true waxes, unless they 
are mainly plastic. If primarily plastic, they may be so 
water-resistant that it is impossible to remove them when 
traffic lanes become visible and you want to re-wax the floor. 


10 Rules for sure success when waxing 


i. Use the right kind of wax for the job: No one mix- 
ture of waxes can be used on all kinds of surfaces. Look 
for one made especially for the surface to be waxed. Only 
self-polishing kinds are safe on asphalt and rubber floor 
tiles and on many kinds of plastics. Only cleaner-polisher 
kinds are practical when you don’t clean the surface before 
you apply the wax. And obviously you shouldn’t use a colored 
wax, if you have a white surface. No one mixture of waxes 
stands up to all kinds of wear. You can’t use a kitchen

X.. can prevent housecleaning by furnishing with things that 
don’t easily get dirty to start with. It is as simple as that. These 
preventives are, of course, the materials that are inherently hard 
to soil by nature—like plastic upholstery and_plastic-laminate 
surfacing, for instance—or fabrics which have been made resistant 
to spots, stains and soil by special stain-repellent or soil-retardant 
treatments. 

The philosophy here is that you lock the barn before the horse 
is stolen. It means you won't have to worry about rain spots 
on the gossamer-sheer curtains, if the fabric is woven of a water- 
shedding material like glass fiber, or if it has been given a 
water-repellent treatment like “Syl-mer.” A carpet treated with a 
soil-retardant like “Ludox” or “Cyana Soil Retardant” shows 
footmarks slowly, and so very pleasantly postpones the day 
when you have to clean it. When the wall covering is im- 


pervious to stain in itself or has been (Please turn the page)

It is not 
destroyed by plain water or by carbon tetrachloride, so acute 
wet or greasy spots can be removed without destroying the 
important dry-soil retardancy. 

For the benefit of the technical-minded, the retardancy is 
created by spraying the rug with any of several colloidal solu- 
tions of metallic salts. (The Grasselli Division of E. I. du Pont 
de Nemours makes a soil-retardant called “Ludox,” the Amer- 
ican Cyanamid Company calls theirs “Cyana Soil Retardant,” and 
Monsanto Chemical Company is developing one called “Syton.”) 
When dry, the solution creates a kind of “clean soil” which 
fills in the microscopic, dust-trapping interstices of the fibers 
so that they can not be immediately filled with the dusty, 
everyday dirt that soils carpets. In effect, the dirty soil

hat’s so special about the pancake?” You have a 
right to ask. “How can it be a measure of gas- 
tronomic know-how?” Because it is the primitive 
beginning, as well as the most sophisticated zenith, of cookery. 
The start of a cook’s wisdom; a kind of touchstone, a fountain 
of inspiration, a lure toward exploration into the past across 
this country from Vermont to Oregon, around the world through 
a score of countries, including the Oriental and the Scandinavian. 

All this pancake worship began with a chance remark from 
a friend, who belongs to the fast-growing coterie of knowl- 
edgeable beginners in the working arts of cuisine. This one 
happens to be a woman, though there are many men in the 
group—a woman who has “had everything and been every- 
where.” After a lifetime of “grand-manor” living, eating and 
entertaining, she and her husband now spend their winters in 
a hotel apartment with a serving pantry, where she has quite 
suddenly learned to cook with considerable flair and style. 

Her husband is loud in his praise of her recently acquired 
prowess. “What a cook she’s getting to be, really a great cook,” 
he says, with some surprise. 

But she is modest, “Without an oven, without even a real 
stove, how could I be a cook? I can make pancakes though,” 
she mused aloud one day. “all kinds of pancakes.” 

Startlingly, the idea evolved. Maybe she is a real cook, per- 
haps even a great cook, if she knows all about pancakes. 

Pancakes, we began to remember, are the first bread, probably 
the first of all made dishes. It might even, in countries where 
the sun shines hot, have antedated man’s mastery of fire. The 
technique could almost be called instinctive. (Remember the 
pat-a-cake, pat-a-cake nursery rhyme? ) 

What exactly is a pancake? A mixture, a dough, a batter 
cooked in a pan or on a griddle, most often on top of the stove. 
though it could be in the oven, and generally served straight- 
away and hot. Here again there are exceptions. 

When and where does the pancake belong? At any hour of 
the day, from early breakfast through lunch. tea time. dinner 
and far-after-midnight snack. Even in the highest realms of 


haute cuisine it has its place (Please turn the page)

in one form or another during every course, There are hors 
d’oeuvres pannequets or Chinese egg rolls. 

For the soup course, Celestine crépes, cut into ribbons to 
garnish consomme.

Or, it 
could be a Swedish Meat Pancake Casserole with well-sauced 
meat between layers of pancakes baked in the oven and served 
like a pie in wedges. Perhaps meat-filled rissoles like those of 
Indonesia or a pancake-topped meat loaf with layers of zucchini, 
green beans and potato, which in certain Hungarian provinces 
is known as mussouka. 

Poultry? In rolled chicken pancakes, gratiné with crumbs 
and cheese, or canelloni in the North Italian style, where the 
covering is a crepe instead of a noodle or pasta dough. 

Vegetables? Potato pancakes. green corn cakes often called 
corn oysters, or West Indian fritter cakes; spinach pancakes 
irom Roumania. 

Even the salad may be served upon or enclosed in a pancake, 
like the Mexican tortilla, which is so often topped with spicy 
meat and beans, shredded lettuce and tomatoes. to make the 
popular tacos. 

As for dessert. possibilities are endless, ranging all the way 
irom a hot hoecake with sorghum. in a Tennessee mountain 
cottage. to crepes flambées with cognac and cordials.

ome plants are so reliable, so spectacular, they’re worth 
using over and over, to provide color in the most important 
parts of the garden. Azaleas are in this category. So are 
daylilies, geraniums and petunias. Handled skillfully, these 
flowers deserve great credit as garden mainstays. 

But as spring becomes summer and then fall, a garden with 
only the popular, proved plants may lose appeal, especially to 
those who have gardened before. Good plants become common 
—not because they are seen too much, but because they are 
seen in the same combinations and to the exclusion of other 
noteworthy, but lesser-known or forgotten materials. 

In contrast, a single handsome, offbeat plant can make a 
garden come alive, can make everything in it seem more beauti- 
ful. The plant becomes an accessory, an unusual detail giving 
distinction to the total garden picture. Used indiscriminately, 
massed or spotted here and there, the effect would be lost. But 
in an appropriate setting where every aspect of its beauty is 
seen and appreciated, the plant is like a jewel on the costume 
of a well-dressed, beautiful woman. Such a garden with choice 
flowers enlivens periods of summer lethargy when interest in 
ordinary gardens may lag. 

Consequently, the more plants a person knows, the more re- 
warding his garden is likely to be. He can draw upon a mental 
reservoir of plant potentialities for just the right varieties to 
give the effect he wants. His garden can be a personal expression 
of light-hearted fun or solemn dignity. of sophisticated under- 
statement or simple charm. Because it is so individual, he enjoys 
his garden and so do all who share it with him. 

For such highlighting of the summer garden, no group of 
plants offers more appealing choices than the flowering bulbs 
represented on the opposite page. Look closely at each photo- 
graph. See what different qualities they have. Each of the 
planted flowers is ideal for its situation. You might conceivably 
exchange the white dahlias for ismenes, but certainly none of 
the other flowers on the page could give the same effect of 
dignity and peace. Nor could dahlias of different color or form. 
A clump of tigridias might not seem as casually delightful beside 
the flagstone walk as the single pot of fairy lilies. And, while 
you could plant zinnias or red celosia at the house entrance. 
neither would as effectively intensify the tones of the redwood 
walls and trellis as these blazing cannas. 

Like many of our most wonderful perennials, the summer 
bulbs as a group passed out of the everyday gardening picture 
when publicity was concentrated on a few all-purpose, grow- 
anywhere plants. But like the perennials. they are available to 
those who appreciate their great beauty. These bulbs are sturdy 
and reliable, enough so that they might well be used in quantity. 
especially in warm climates where it is not necessary to dig the 
bulbs for storage at the end of the season. However. their 
greatest value for most of today’s busy gardeners is apt to be 
in special jewel-like settings like those shown and suggested in 


the individual bulb descriptions which follow on page 229.

Certainly the true architectural traveler constantly attempts 
to get inside a building, a style, a period. He seeks to ex- 
perience the reality of each in every dimension of space and 
time. He is never content to look at a structure as if it were 
a painting to be regarded from one perspective or a piece of 
sculpture to be walked around in admiration. 

He walks within the space enclosed. He sits down in it. 
He tries to reconstruct the life it was intended for and evalu- 
ate the quality of the life it did, or did not, encourage. This 
takes time and practise. 

So, one virtue of voyaging by air is that it lets you 
spend more time on the ground. But even as you fly into 
Paris, as I did recently on a fine Pan American flight, you 
begin your architectural traveling. When you spot the Eiffel 
Tower, you do a quick aerial study of Paris—its planning 
and its non-planning, its broad, straight avenues, the blur of

floor wax to keep a hot oven gleam- 
ing. On the other hand, if you use 
a heavy-duty wax where it won't get 
much wear, removing it becomes 
unnecessarily difficult. Choose the 
right wax. 


2. Clean the surface thoroughly 


before waxing: Never add fresh 
wax until the surface has been thor- 
oughly cleaned. The old wax now 
contains dirt, embedded in it de- 
spite your frequent damp-mopping. 
Embedded dirt 


down through the wax, eventually 


gradually grinds 
scratching the surface below. Final- 
ly it becomes embedded in that 
surface; then nothing less drastic 
than re-sanding can remove it, and 
this involves you in a complete re- 
finishing program. 

Waxed surfaces that are stripped 
and re-waxed regularly can be kept 
shining indefinitely. Their natural 
color will remain unchanged with 
time, even when exposed to direct 
sunlight, as long as protected by 
clean wax buffed to great hardness. 

Soap and water remove all three 
kinds of wax, though you may have 
to scrub real hard to get off some 
of the high-resin plastic self-polish- 
ing kinds. Floor should feel smooth 
to the touch, if all the old wax is 
gone. Scrubbing time can be short- 
ened materially if you use one of 
the special detergent cleaners made 
for the job. (Waxes containing sili- 
cones may be extra hard to get off. 
Try turpentine. ) 

If water would damage the sur- 
face, “dry clean” with a cleaner- 
polisher wax; scrub thoroughly to 
loosen the dirt, then remove it at 
once by polishing with a clean, dry 
cloth while the wax is still wet. 

When dry cleaning, choose the 
cleaner-polisher (paste or liquid) 
made for the best pick-up of the 
kind of soil confronting you. Heel 
marks, stuck-on sugar or food, or 
yellowed stains on porcelain pro- 
vide problems that obviously differ 
from each other. 

Sometimes clean-up would be too 
slow unless abrasives were added 
to the cleaner. Preparing an auto- 
mobile for waxing is such a case, 
which is why your favorite house- 
hold cleaner-polisher isn’t practical 
to use on the family car. If the car 
is really dirty, first flush away the 
crit and surface soil. Next apply 
a full-strength cleaner. Then when 
all the 
scoured away by the cleaner, apply 


“oxidation” has been 
a coat of wax as thin as you can 


keep it. 


3. Remove the detergent used in 


cleaning: Many people make a mis- 


take here. “No rinsing needed,” a 
common claim made today for syn- 
thetic detergents, means that these 
cleaners drain dry if given a chance. 
On a flat surface, though, there is 
no chance for them to drain away: 
You must pick them up with a mop 
or sponge. And you must do a thor- 
ough job. Any residue left behind 
remains as a sticky film that col- 
lects dirt and spoils chances for a | 
good wax job. 

Because the synthetic detergents 
dissolve completely in water and 
never create a “soap scum” no mat- 
ter how hard the water, an extra 
minute taken to swish-mop over | 
the floor is all that is needed to 
insure complete pick-up of the de- | 
tergent. It’s an extra minute with 
big pay-off, though. : 


4. Apply wax in as thin a coating 
as possible: The ideal is a coating | 
which just levels the surface into 
a slick smoothness. To get more | 
thickness than this introduces the | 
hazard of quick soiling by surface 
dust and dirt that gets ground into 
the wax by foot traffic. Remember 
that the friction of foot traffic soft- 
ens wax just as polishing did in its 
application, and soft wax is just | 
that much easier for dirt to become 
embedded in. 

If liquid wax is applied too heay- 
ily, it may dry out on top, trapping 
the deep-down solvent or water. | 
The result is a gummy surface that 
quickly gets very dirty. Streaking 
in a newly washed surface indicates 
that too much wax has been used. 
A good rule is to wet the cloth 
with water, apply the thinnest coat 
of wax you can, then immediately | 
scrub off as much as you can with | 
the same cloth you used to apply 
it. It is impossible to get too thin | 
a coating. 

If you want longer protection, 
apply a second thin coat. It’s a 
good idea to skip the last six inches 
nearest walls, also any other areas 
not likely to get much wear; this 
makes removal of wax easier when 
it comes time to redo the floors. 

We have been talking about true 
waxes, sometimes labeled “solvent” 
or “spirit.” Self-polishing or “wa- 
ter-base” must be applied accord- 


ing to the maker’s exact directions. 


5. Polish promptly: Paste waxes 


should be done at once while they 
are still soft. Delay buffing liquid 
polishing waxes only until solvent 
has evaporated—usually 20 min- 
utes, possibly a half hour in humid 
weather. To test, listen for a squeak 
when you rub your finger across 
the waxed surface. 














To delay polishing makes it much 
harder work. Now you must rub 
enough to soften the wax again so 
that it wears away freely as you 
work to get the coating as thin as 
possible. Professional waxers often 
use steel wool to polish wax into 
a thin, hard coating. a system you 
can use yourself, if you have a 
strong electric polisher. Steel-wool- 
ing is about all that can be done 
if too much wax was used, espe- 
cially if polishing was delayed. 
Caution: Never buff a self-polish- 
ing wax until it is thoroughly dry 
(two days). 


6. Keep the surface sealed: Fast- 
est, surest way involves using 
one of the new penetrating sealers. 
Once a sealer is applied, the floor 
is permanently sealed. Some people 
prefer to use wax as the sealer, 
avoiding the hazard of improper 
application of the sealer. Unless it 
is immediately steel-wooled down 
to the wood, future waxings may 
be difficult to apply. When only 
wax is used, apply three thin coats 
of paste wax. Then wax monthly 
for first year or two. Gloss grad- 
ually increases during this time, 
because only some of each waxing 
stays on the surface. The remainder 
sinks into the wood to seal it. 
Unless the surface is kept sealed. 


stains sink into it and cause per- 
manent discoloration. Dirt ground 
down through the wax (regular 
damp-mopping would have pre- 
vented this) also discolors unsealed 
wood. 

Wax used for initial sealing must 
be carnauba, not resin self-polishing 
kind. Wax is never as hard as the 
best of the new penetrating sealers. 
so a wax-sealed floor can’t be ex- 
pected to survive as much abuse. 
For this reason, entry halls subject 
to wet feet and ice-melting salt on 
them must first be sealed with the 
penetrant kind, then waxed. 


7. Delay re-waxing as long as pos- 
sible: Try re-buffing to 
sheen. Put off re-waxing until buff- 
ing no longer does any good. Often 
all that is needed even then is re- 
waxing of traffic lanes or where 
fingers touch constantly. Caution: 
Hard self-polishing waxes 
don’t respond to buffing and can’t 
be touched up to repair traffic wear.

| present if wipe-on, wipe-off ease is 


claimed for the wax. 
Your furniture doesn’t get as 
hard wear as floors, so the ease of 
application is more important than 
long polish life. But look beyond 
the label claims for silicone content 
to be sure you are also buying 
quality wax, too. Without the wax, 
protection is much too short. 
People who have built up a beau- 
tiful, soft sheen by patient wax- 
ing the years may be 
disappointed in silicone-contained 
products, because the solvents in 
them often dissolve out all the wax 
previously driven into the pores of 
the wood. Wipe-on, wipe-off pol- 


through 


ishes are really for new or recently 
refinished furniture. 

Sometimes new furniture is de- 
livered pre-treated with a silicone 
wax. Then, to prevent streaking, 
you must continue with a silicone- 
wax polish—or scrub it all off with 
turpentine before trying to re-wax. 


9. Preserve intact the factory pre- 
finish: Today even cork-tile and 
many kinds of wooden flooring are 
factory-finished, Turs may involve 
waxing, but more often it is a tough 
similar plastic. 
These plastic sealers are applied 
hot; they are not at all like the 
so-called “plastic finishes” sold for 
home use as wax substitutes. 

The factory pre-finish is not de- 
signed to take the place of wax. 
So apply wax before the floor is 


polyethylene or 


used. Then wax will bear the brunt. 
The factory-finish should last the 
life of the floor, serving as the base 
for the wax. The usual stripping 
procedures to remove the wax peri- 
odically have no effect on this plas- 
tic. It ean be removed only by 
sanding. This is why you don’t want 
to risk damage to it by exposure to 
the hazards of direct wear under- 
foot. So you wax it. 











































10. Sand off present surface and 
start fresh, if cork floor shows 
white spots. These usually result 
from the use of a self-polishing 
wax; sometimes because too much 
wax was used. Only permanent so- 
lution is to use a sander and get 
down into the cork for a new sur- 
face. Steel-wool it smooth, then 
apply three coats of paste wax—as 
thinly as possible, buffing each thor- 
oughly. You could use a liquid pol- 
ishing wax, but it’s harder to get 
a thin layer this way. 

Do not use any sealer on cork. 
Cork is so porous that penetrating 
sealer used on other kinds of floors 
won't fill voids here, and so-called 
plastic sealers that can be home- 
applied can be removed only by 
re-sanding the floor each time trafhe 
lanes become visible. 


Special Waxing Problems 


Marble: Use a paste wax on black 
marble, also on travertine. which 
is too porous for success with any 
liquid wax. Use a white cream or 
kitchen cleaner-polisher wax on 
white, rose and beige marble. Ap- 
ply as thinly as possible, using a 
damp cloth. Buff well to a hard, 
dry polish. 

If marble is stained, remove 
stains before applying wax. For 
oily stains, use a blotter soaked in 
lighter fluid. Repeat as many times 
as needed. If stain is deep, you may 
have to resort to a bleach (hydro- 
gen peroxide plus a drop or two 
of ammonia). Be sure to wash away 
thoroughly before trying to apply 
wax. 

If marble has been etched by 
alcohol or acids, sand gently with 
the finest sandpaper, then rub with 
polishing putty (tin oxide) and a 
damp, soft cloth.

4. Re-buff regularly: You can rent 
($3-$4 a day) a professional buffer, 
or for about $65 buy a smaller ver- 
sion. Buff with the regular brush or 
with a sheet of fine steel-wool under 
the brush for greatest hardness. 
There is no danger of bufing too 
much except that, when using steel 


wool, you obviously don’t want to | 


stay in one spot so long that the 
wax is “burned.”

Two of our more unusual prob- 
lems helped solve that question. We 
have four children, and I have a 
bad back, which, I insist, precludes 
snow shoveling. With a daily need 
to reach schools and my work even 
though blizzards howl, we ran- 
sacked the city of St. Paul for a 
site that met our specifications:

let alone the secondary ones that 
may be all-important for the clean- 
ing job you have to do. 

Trade names of products some- 
times add to the confusion. “Glass 
Wax” (for cleaning windows) con- 
tains no wax at all. “Woolite Cold 
Water Soap” contains as much syn- 
thetic detergent as it does soap. 
“Odorless Zeen, the 
detergent dry cleaner,’ actually 
contains a mixture of synthetic de- 


professional 


tergents—which makes it a washing 
agent—as well as a petroleum base 
—which makes it a dry cleaner. 

If ingredients are listed, it is well 
to check just what percentage of 
the total product is made up of that 
ingredient. Self-polishing waxes, for 
example, may be labeled “100% 
pure carnauba wax.” This seems to 
indicate that the product contains 
100% pure wax. Not at all. It may 
have practically no wax—the label 
merely means that there is some 
carnauba present, and this is 100% 
carnauba. 

Claims about what a particular 
product can do are almost as non- 
helpful. Labels usually list every 
possible use. You have to know 
which job the product does superb- 
ly, which job only passably well. 
Failure to know leads you to work- 
harder necessary. No- 
this more true than in 
choosing and _ detergents. 
Greasy dishes and greasy clothes 
offer quite different problems for 
the cleaning agent. Ground-in mud

poses yet another problem; so do 
finger marks on a painted wall or 


heel marks on a waxed floor. It 
makes a big difference whether 


that floor is wood or asphalt tile. 
The list is endless, yet how often 
we carry over old habits and expect 
one soap or one detergent to do 
all these jobs well. No one prod- 
uct can do everything perfectly. 

Your personal choice plays a big 
part, too. Are you more interested 
in a high sheen on your windows 
at the expense of having them soil 
quickly, due to the film? If so, you 
will prefer a_ silicone-containing 
product like “Sani-Gleam.” But if 
you prefer to have the glass stay 
clean longer, even if it doesn’t look 
quite as sparkling when freshly 
done, you should use a glass cleaner 
that leaves no residue film. “Win- 
dex” is such a product. 

If your goal is quick drip-drying 
of dishes, then you should stay 
away from soaps and use “Dreft,” 
or a similar synthetic detergent in 
the dishpan. But if you want posi- 
tive draining away of the last tiny

Bluing, for example, i 
a name used today for two ver 
different kinds of products. First 
there are the old-fashioned blu 
dyes, used to mask the yellowin 
that occurs as soap suds and hard 
water scums gradually accumulat 
in fabrics. Second, there are optica 
brighteners, in themselves colorles 
fluorescent dyes, but often colore 
blue to look like the a 
bluing agents. Optical brighteners 





They 
are so effective that today all syn} 
thetic detergents made for use in 
washing machines contain optical 
brighteners. Obviously there is né 


need today to “blue” clothing 
washed with one of these deter: 
gents, 


Bleaches, too, are contained in 
many cleaners today. One laundry 
detergent, ‘“Oxydol,” includes 4 
mild oxygen bleach. It is safe for 
both white and colored clothes and 
is really a supplementary bleach 
rather than something to remove 
deep, ground-in stains. But the 
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chlorine now in many dishwasher 
jetergents powerful 
'o remove all normal staining on 
dishes. glassware. and the table 
jsilver. If these stains are a problem 
or you, these cleaners may be just 
he thing for you to use in your 
jishwasher, even though you are 
‘ortunate and have soft water.

fortable spots in natural light, look- 
ing up occasionally to watch a red- 
wing blackbird volplaning in to 
the outdoor feeding station. Con- 
trollable daylight is wonderful for 
nearly any activity—eating, sew- 
ing, coloring pictures, adjusting a 
model airplane motor, conversing. 
braiding a child’s hair, admiring a 
pipe—living. (Psychological note: 
my wife, prone to dislike cramped 
spaces, is measurably more cheer- 
ful in our bright new home.)

Our greatest crisis arose when 
we first asked bids. Some ranged 
to $37.000. We had admired one 
contractor’s work, however; for- 
tunately, he was not only low 
among the bidders, but consented 
to let us seek other sub-contractor 
bids (millwork, plumbing. etc.), 
so we could get the lowest possible 
total. Another saving resulted from 
doing all our own painting and 
wood-finishing ourselyes—a happy 
idea that not only brought the total 
down to $24,000, but enabled us to 
admire and lovingly finish every 
exposed piece of wood and block.

To be able to scan a city or a 
country from the air, to be able 
to read the signs of its streets or 
its land is surely as important a 
subject for our schools as the teach- 
ing of the history of art and civili- 
zation, particularly since ours is 
an air age with many of our hours 
spent flying over strange towns and 
lands. How profitable those hours 
might be, if we knew how to see 
what we were looking at. 

For traveler,

It allows him to examine the great 
patterns of Renaissance and Ba- 
roque gardens and city planning in 
a fashion that the original designers 
never enjoyed. And when the heli- 
copter is in more general use, as it 
is already in Belgium, it will per- 
form as much for architectural so- 
ciology as has the shovel for the 
archeologist.

Mount machine guns 
at the Arc and their field of fire 
will rapidly discourage rioting and 
insurrection, such as occurred in 
1789 and 1848. 

However. since both light and 
bullets travel in fairly straight 
lines, the eye too is delighted by 
the long vistas offered, despite 
their less than esthetic purpose. 
The facades facing these streets 
offer a planned and controlled har- 
mony, and as you walk or drive 
past them, your eye invited to a 
single vanishing point ahead, you 
begin to understand part of the 
appeal of today’s Paris. 

It is largely due to the town plan- 
ning of the 19th century that Paris 
strikes one as a city of one piece, 
where Rome, as historian and critic 
Bruno Zevi has remarked, is a se- 
ries of historical anecdotes. 


Wee have attempted to explain 
the sense of peace and serenity 
of Paris streets. There are, I believe, 
seyeral reasons, but the one that 
seems to weigh most is what might 
be termed the human scale of this 
most human of cities. An anecdote 
told by American painter Boris 
Aronson perhaps illustrates it. He 
was drawing a comparison between 
the differing effects of New York 
and Paris on an individual. 

“One evening,” he said, “I had 
a date with a girl on the Place de 
la République. I came late. When 
I arrived, she was not there. 

“An agent de police came up to 


) me, saluted and said, “She has left. 
| She waited for you, and then she 


left.’ 

“In Paris even one human being 
counts. Imagine a policeman on 
Times Square noticing whether or 
not a girl was waiting for a man? It 
takes an Easter Parade before a 


\ human being registers on the streets 
) of New York. It’s not so in Paris.” 


Buildings are low, and kept low 
by law, in Paris. Nothing over- 


whelms the pedestrian. Where the 
avenues are wide, they are not deep, 


as if at the bottom of man-made | 


canyons. The roof-scape is but a 
fringe for the vast expanse of the 
sky. Where 


the streets are narrow, they are 


It does not block it. 


bounded by little houses and open- 
ed by little squares. 


HUS the medieval and the mod- 

ern unite, in so far as the city as 
a whole is concerned. to surround 
the individual with buildings and 
outdoor spaces that don’t diminish 
his sense of self-importance. At the 
same time, there is a feeling of or- 
der that is neither mechanical nor 
heavily dominating, just enough to 
be humanly tolerable and estheti- 
cally satisfying. 

These might be the first impres- 
sions of a visitor to Paris, not neces- 
sarily so exactly understood, but 
certainly more than dimly felt. And 
too often this is where he leaves his 
study of the city, except for a 


rapid tour of, say, Sacré Coeur and | 


Notre Dame, which have nothing to 
do with each other architecturally. 

His dutiful inspection of Paris 
monuments is usually as hit-or-miss 
and unplanned as the way he saw 
the buildings when he came in by 
bus from the Orly airport, or by 
train or car from another direction. 
Centuries jostle each other in his 


mind; the Louvre overwhelms him | 


with its 40 acres of covered space; 


and he will always wonder whether | 


he shouldn’t have taken that trip 
to the Catacombs. 

If the average man’s attention 
flags after an hour or so in a muse- 
um, Mr. Zevi remarks in his illum- 
inating Architecture as Space, im- 
agine his fatigue and bewilderment 
in doing an architectural tour of a 
city, where nothing is arranged by 
school or century. Guidebooks do 
not help him; they are arranged 
by quarters and indexed alphabetic-

ganic movement, as in the work of 
some American architects or in the 
French reaction known as JArt 
Nouveau. 

This reaction was inevitable, par-

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rooms of the Louvre, on the other 
hand, though box-like, have entire 
walls of glass which relieve the boxi- 
ness; in addition, their great size 
almost demands a fixed form to offer 
any sense of containment and shel- 
ter.

houses on stilts, and so on. In New 
York, you can see a late example 
of this architectural philosophy in 
the slab-like building of the United 
Nations Headquarters and the far 
more graceful variation of it in the 
Lever Brothers Building.

A dahlia for everyone 


Dahlias today are so diverse in 
character and quality, entire cata- 
logs are devoted to their descrip- 
tions. In color, form and size, dahl- 
ias vary widely, serving almost any 
conceivable purpose in late summer 
and fall gardens. 

Most useful are the small-flow- 
ered types: single, anemone, peony, 
cactus, pompon, bedding and mini- 
ature. 

The miniatures are small editions 
of the big—really giant—varieties. 
The plants are bushy, the tallest 
about four feet high.

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Like ancient Gaul, the pancake 
world is divided into three parts, 
but each part is a host of things 
most difficult to organize. Highly 
individual. each pancake has many 
names and nicknames, many twins, 
brothers. sisters, cousins and kin. 

The first might be called the 
Primitive School though it includes 
a number of extremely elegant 
trifles like the lacy French galettes, 
the Swedish cream munk and the 
Chinese “doily’—the only authen- 
tic wrap for Peking duck. Flour or 
meal plus liquid and a little fat 
are the basic ingredients. Essen- 
tially this is the unleavened bread 
of the Bible and the placenta of an- 
cient Rome. Ordinarily it’s cooked 
on a hot stone or griddle but some- 
times in an oyen. 

Without the addition of fat when 
the dough is rolled out thin (in- 
stead of patted) and cooked in hot 
water, it becomes a pasta. When 
more fat is added and the cooking 
is done in an oven we have a pie 
crust. The puffy chapati of Paki- 
stan and India constantly brushed 
as it bakes with ghee (clarified but- 
ter) is no doubt the most ancient 
Ayran ancestor of puff paste. 

The second group is the Egg 
Cakes. There an egg, or many eggs, 
whole or separated, are added to 
the basic flour. together with liquid 
and fat. Rolled, folded, filled, 
sauced, glazed, gratinated, cut into 
strips, torn into bits as in the 
kaiserschmarren of Austria, these 
are the most numerous, the most 
varied, the most versatile and prob- 
ably the most exquisite and delicate. 

In this group the pancake may 
lose almost all its flour and come 
marvelously close to the omelet and 
soufé. Dropped into deep fat, it 
becomes a fritter. Baked, the same 
batter is a popover, which explains 
why a packaged popover mix is so 
useful in the preparation of a dozen 
continental pancakes, ranging all 
the way from Swedish pldttar to 
Polish nalesniki. 

In the third pancake group are 
the Risen Cakes where some form 
of leavening—either yeast, baking 
powder, soda or even new fallen 
snow—is added to the mixture to 
make it light and puffy. All our 
American griddle cakes belong in 
this category. Our popular pancake 
make this type of cake. 
Crumpets belong here. too, and so 
do English muffins. Formed into 


mixes 


rings and dropped into deep fat, 
these same doughs become dough- 
nuts. Steamed, they are dumplings. 
Baked, they are rolls, or sometimes 


muffins, or gems. Shaped into 


loaves, they become bread. 


Tricks and Thermostats 


The techniques of pancakes are 
many and varied. They can be as 
simple as making mud pies, or they 
may call for the utmost skill and 
dexterity as the Shrove 
Tuesday pancake-tossing contests 
that have been popular in many 
parts of England through the cen- 
turies. Actually, 
have won fame at least locally in 
Egypt ever since ancient days. 

There, huge unleavened or slight- 
ly leavened bread discs 15 to 18 
inches in diameter fly and turn in 
the air with what looks like the 
greatest of ease.

Mixing and Baking 


The mixing and beating of dif- 
ferent pancakes vary widely. The 
Primitive school is the least fussy. 
The Ege Type, from time immemo- 
rial, has been correctly stirred only — 
in one direction. While the blender 
works well, the electric mixer does 
not appear suitable. Experts like 
Lester Highet do not approve of the 
rotary beater either, but consider 
the wire whisk the best possible 
utensil. If this type of batter should 
have tiny lumps in it, it must be 
strained. But a griddle cake mix- 
ture for the “Risen” pancake is not 
harmed by lumps if it is leavened 
with baking powder. Over-mixing. 
then, is a mistake. For yeast-leav- 
ened cakes, however. much beating 
and handling makes for tenderness. 

Despite the diversity of pancakes 
there are a few very simple rules 
which seem to apply in many, if 
not all cases. 

First: The thinner the batter, the 
thinner the cake. 

Second: To assure even cooking 
place all the batter for each cake 
on the pan at once. 

Third: Cook until the pancake 
begins to look a little dry and/or

—about 380°F. Brush well with 
melted fat or butter. Place 1 table- 
spoon batter in each hole, add a 
heaping teaspoonful of currants, 
seedless raisins, canned apple slices 
or applesauce, cooked prunes or 
preserves, pressing down into the 
dough.

Sour Dough Starter 


Some years ago the Oregon Jour- 
nal published an old, true, tried 
and tested recipe for a sour dough 
starter and the hot, griddle cakes 
that are made from it.

With thanks to 
a distinguished colleague, Mary 
Laughton, here is the Sour Dough 
starter—Dissolve 14 package gran- 
ular dry yeast in 14 cup lukewarm 
water. Test the water on your wrist. 
If it feels just comfortably warm, 
it is right. If too warm, it will kill 
the yeast. (Epiror’s Nore: Why 
not use a thermometer which should 
register about 100°?) Put the dis- 
solved yeast into a bowl and add 
enough flour to make a running 
batter. This will be from °4 to 1 
cup. We use about °4 cup as dipped 
from the flour sifted. 
Place in a small crock or in a large 


sack, not 
jar. Do not cover tightly. Just cover 
the jar with cloth or place a saucer 
over the top of the crock. Put in 
a warm place to sour. Each day 
for 5 days, add 4% cup lukewarm 
water and enough more flour to 
keep the batter at about the same 
consistency. You will then have a 
sour dough starter. For really good 
flavor, dough should be properly 
soured before using. Every time 
you use some of the starter, again 
add water and flour. If you use it 
only occasionally, you may store it 
in the refrigerator and “feed” it 
every week with flour and water. 
Never put any of the mixed batter 
into the starter. Keep it perfectly 
fat.

sues. This recipe has been adapted 
from the book of Buwei Yang Chao 
How to Cook and Eat in Chinese 
(John Day Co.). a book whose 
pages take you swiftly and gra- 
ciously into the very heart of a 
civilization which may never exist 
again. 
To make the doilies properly, use: 
3 cups flour 
1% cups water just under boiling 
hot (about 200° F.) 
3 tablespoons peanut oil. 

Mix the hot water with the flour. 
This makes what we call hot-dough, 
which is more translucent and 
chewy. Divide the dough into 24 
pieces. Make each into a flat cake 
about 2 inches in Wet 
one side of a cake with some of

Lay another cake 
on top of it and roll the two to- 
gether with a rolling pin so as to

thin as paper and wrap in alumi- 


num foil, heat just as if they were 
doilies in the top of the double 
boiler or in a steamer and use these 
lo wrap your sauced duck and scal- 
lions.

doily. The doily is Part One of the 
Peking duck recipe, in four parts 
and all swift and not too taxing 
m this day and age. 

To cook Peking duck, trim any 
excess fat from a 4 to 5-pound 
ready-to-cook Long Island duckling. 
Rub inside and out with Hueng 


‘New Fun Spices (recipe follows). 


Rub also inside and out with an 


/onion cut in half, and if you like, 


inside the duck. 
Close the cavity with skewers. Truss 


leave the onion 


|the duck with skewers and twine 
| and center it on a spit. (If you 


haven’t a rotisserie, use a 350° F. 
oven and at the last turn the heat 
to 400° or even 425° F. Ideally, 
you should smoke-cook the Peking 
duck in some sort of Chinese oven.) 

Roast at moderate heat for 2 
hours and 15 minutes. Brush with 
14 cup honey and cook for another 
15 minutes at high heat or until 
the skin is very crisp. Place on a 
serving platter and with a sharp 
knife cut duck meat off 
the bone. Carve crisp skin into

_pieces about 1 inch wide and 2 





inches long. Arrange attractively on 


-a small heated platter and garnish 


with 3-inch lengths of spring onions, 
using perhaps a dozen onions. 


German Pfannkuchen 


This is that extraordinary look- 
ing and richly delicate cake which 
assumes the prima donna role at 
Portland’s “Pancake House.” It 
comes to the table puffed and golden 
holding the shape of the pan. The 
cooking is a bit unusual since the 
cake is started on top of the stove 
and later goes into a very hot oven 
or under the broiler to puff and 
gild. 

The batter is simple: 1 cup flour, 
1 cup light cream, 4 large or 5 
small eggs, a pinch of salt beaten 
together to a silky smooth batter. 
Use a frying pan with rather high 
sides, like the one shown hanging 
on page 156. Melt 2 tablespoons of 
butter in the bottom of the pan 
and brush the sides with butter, too. 
Add about 1% cup of batter and tip 





the pan to cover the bottom evenly. 
Cook on top the stove coaxing bat- 
ter up the sides by tipping, until the 
pancake begins to look a little dry 
on top and shows a thread of pal- 
golden brown around the edge. 
Then place the pan in a very hot 
oven, as hot as you can get it. At 
the Pancake House they use 550° F. 
If you have a glass door in your 
oven you can watch it puffing an |! 
browning within 3 or 4 minutes. 
If you don’t want to bother with the 
oven, set the frying pan under the 
broiler. But stay right there, don’t 
turn away for an instant. You 
should be able to remove the pan- 
cake whole and intact to a hot 
plate without any difficulty. Sprin- 
kle with powdered sugar or cinna- 
mon and sugar. Makes 6 pancakes. 

The Pancake House often serves 
with this cake the same accom- 
paniment as they use with their 
large Swedish pancakes—equal 
parts of whipped sweet butter and 
lingonberry preserves stirred to- 
gether. Always this mixture is kent 
at room temperature. If put in the 
refrigerator it loses its character.

Many-peopled closet: The need here was that of any 

family faced with children’s special way of adding confusion 

to the closet of a family room. But if the problem was serious, 

the solution was simple: special bins marked with each child’s 

name attached on the inside of closet doors provide storage 
for boots on one side, hats on the other. 

This particular closet was built close to the back door to 

avoid needless floor-tracking.

With little or no braggadocio, I 
think the Havermans’ living room 
is one of the best things I’ve ever 
turned out.

Listening to Musie 


with Kyes and Ears 


You'll be surprised at how much more you 


can hear, when you see fine music being 


played and sung on these selected 16mm films

Weve been listening to good 
music at home for such a long time 
that most of us have forgotten that 
music-making can also be pleasant 
to watch. This month we introduce 
some top l6mm films that make 
music more meaningful and more 
enjoyable. In most cases, except as 
noted, they are excellent for the 
whole family—if you remember 
tots under school age can seldom 
be expected to enjoy anything for 
more than a few minutes at a time. 

You can get no better start than 
with Instruments of the Orchestra, 
an utterly delightful rendition of 
Benjamin Britten’s Young People’s 
Guide to the Orchestra, performed 
before your eyes by the London 
Symphony Orchestra with Sir Mal- 
colm Sargent conducting. Not only 
does it show and sample the various 
instruments, but it gives very inter- 
esting portraits of professional mu- 
sicians at work. The film, like the 
music, flows from one instrument 
to another, keeping the eye every 
bit as alert as the ear. The narrator 
(Sargent himself) introduces and 
comments briefly on each of the 26 
instruments as it identifies itself 
tonally, and the film ends with 
an intricate and appealing fugue, 
based on a theme by Purcell, which 
has already been made familiar in 
the film. I still find it interesting 
to watch and glorious to hear even 
after a dozen times. Instruments of 
the Orchestra runs for 20 minutes 
and can be rented from the British 
Information Services, 30 Rockefel- 
ler Plaza, New York 20, N. Y., at 
a mere $3.50; sales price is $55, 
from Eastin Pictures, 517 Main 
Street, Davenport, Iowa.

of things show itself so as to become the design interest. 

But as time passed, the original goal of the modern move- 
ment—making the structural form beautiful enough in itself 
so that nothing else was needed to satisfy our desire for 
beauty—has been lost sight of. A point of view called “Func- 
tionalism” entered the picture; the effect was to reduce to 
a minimum all elements, even of structure. Elimination be- 
came a new goal, regardless, in many cases, of whether it 
improved or worsened the object, either in function or ap- 
pearance, although it was practiced in the name of both. 

The “Functionalist” aim has had such wide acceptance. 
has been promoted so zealously by schools and museums. and 
practiced so widely by designers that creatively it has played 
itself out. As elimination followed elimination, design was 
reduced to less and less. “Modern,” as it has been known 
in the last few decades, soon became incapable of anything 
but repetition of a few geometric forms. Designers have failed 
to find any inspiration in it as a point of view or of departure. 
So. as a result, objects purported to be Modern have been 
becoming more and more alike. And that is the monotonous 
death rattle weve been hearing. 

It was inevitable that something new would have to emerge, 
if the vacuum that was beginning to be created in the world 
o cesign were to be filled. 

We discuss the story of the Modern Movement more fully on 
pages 146-149. Now let us get on to the new development. 

What is this new movement we call “Romanticism” ? 

Romanticism, in its fullest sense, is too active and changing, 
too charged with variety and respect for individual expression. 
ever to confine the creative spirit with a formula or a fixed 
style or be limited by a tight definition. 

Romanticism, as we conceive it, contains all, even classic 


elements. as in the arches of the furniture here, but in such 


an imaginative way that they become fresh and appropriate. 
In this exciting manner, it is opening for us the treasure- 
house of not only the classic world, but also the Gothic, the 
Byzantine and the Renaissance; it is making our own not only 
the masterworks of these great periods, but also the best of 
modern discoveries and innovations. 

It is reforging the broken link between the past and the 
present, and thus insuring a continuity with the future. It is 
embracing everything that it finds to be good, true or beauti- 
ful, no matter what the time, place or label. It is not concerned 
with labels. Its aim is far wider and yet far more personal 
at the same time. 

The new romantic invites us to enjoy life more fully. to 
participate in it more widely and deeply. to make of it what 
we will—not in his, but in our own, way. He would bring 
us a new breath of freedom, an enlargement of our sensibilities 
and our horizons. He would open to us the wonder and poten- 
tial joy of a new world. He would also make us more aware 
of the wonder and joy of our own familiar one. 

But enough, for the moment at least, of generalities. Per- 
haps we should examine the motives. impulses and ideals of 
T. S. Robsjohn-Gibbings. who designed the rooms and the 
furniture featured on these pages. 

In probing Mr. Robsjohn-Gibbings” mind about his new 
furniture. it is always well to remember that he speaks only 
for himself, as he would have other designers speak only for 
themselves. The romantic seeks no school. not even the com- 
pany of like-minded men. He walks alone. He wants no 
imitators. He offers no easy dogma or formula. Let each artist 
express himself in his own way. And let each designer help 
each homemaker find a way to express himself at home. Such 
is the romantic attitude toward art and life.

Mr. Robsjohn-Gibbings said, ““Today we believe a home should 


grow out of the individuality of the inhabitant. In every indi- 
vidual there is a world apart, a world in which he lives in his 
imagination. This private world is the essence of his true self. 

“But to project this world of our imagination around us, we 
must explore it and see it clearly before we attempt to bring 
it into reality in our homes. The emotions we feel in our 
imagination and desire to recapture in our environment must 
be clearly understood. 

“I desired around me the memory of emotions created by 
the past, emotions that I associate with poetry and romance. I 
wanted romantic privacy excluding the outside world. With- 
in this intimate domain, I desired the sensuous pleasure of 
brilliant color, the glitter of silver, the siesta-like serenity of 
a sun-lit atrium. 

“The architectural forms I chose were a combination of 
memories. From the courtyards of Pompeii and Spain, the 
missions of California, came the memory of emotions created 
by space enriched with slender columns and delicate arches, 
the mystery of areas half seen, the changing light and shadows 
accompanying space pierced and broken with beautiful forms. 

“To unify the furniture with the chosen forms around it,” 
Mr. Robsjohn-Gibbings concluded, “I repeated in the tables 
and chests the arches amongst which they were to stand. From 


Bali, China, India and Siam came the accessories to combine

with rugs from New York and my own new furniture from 
Grand Rapids. They were combined in my imagination long 
before they were united in reality. What you see here is the 
portrayal of treasured emotions, an environment aimed at re- 
creating a private world inspiring the individual imagination.” 

Individuality . . . mood and mystery . . . memory and imagi- 
nation ... poetry and romance. These thoughts recall the great 
19th-century romantics—Keats, Byron and Shelley, Words- 
worth, Emerson and Whitman. They have been largely absent 
from home designs for 50 years, at least since the romantic 
revival of similar attitudes in the Art Nouveau movement. 

That revival was short-lived. We say it with regret. It con- 
tained a soft, flowing beauty, a feeling for natural forms, a 
sense of enrichment, that are only now once again with us. It 
gave way in the 1910’s to the stiffness of cubist modernism, 
first in art, then in architecture, finally in furniture. Daring 
and successful on canvas, it was fatal to home design, where 
it has been marked by thin, boxy, barren lines and an almost 
neurotic dread of anything ornamental or decorative. 

Now haven’t we had enough of caution? Haven’t modern 
homes and interiors had enough of rejection, of elimination, 
of a sort of simplification which is nothing less than a fear of 
being out of fashion with the current mode of caution? 

The new spirit of romanticism seems to indicate it. Not 


for decades have so many been so ready for it in so many

areas of human interest—music and literature. painting, archi- 
tecture and furniture. They are seizing on it where they find it. 
And they will find more and more of it, we feel sure. 

Unquestionably the new exuberance will meet the schooled 
clucking of disapproving tongues. When first we advocated 
the exercise of free taste, we were sharply reminded that free 
taste was no guarantee of good taste. Of course it is not. It is 
a free man’s taste. It is the necessary, perhaps only, step toward 
the fina! achievement of a fine personal taste. 

To repossess the world of beauty we must be willing to re- 
open ourselves to it. We must be willing to take risks, will- 
ing to be excited and moved, if ever we are to be lifted, higher 
and higher to peaks of self-expression. 

Those heights have been scaled before. In the splendid, 
heroic age of last century’s romanticism, there were men who 
were unafraid of risks, of exuberance, of self-assertion. They 
were born in a period of royalism and caste systems, when 
life and art were bound by tight, classical conventions of 
cultural correctness. They lived to break those bonds. In the 
process they set in motion a democratic faith which continues 
to sustain us. Here were their stirring beliefs: 

1. Individuality is all. 

The greatest contribution we can make is the unique gift of 
ourselves. Each of us is different. We should appreciate the 


dignity of our difference. We should develop our differences 





so as to enrich each other and the whole world with them. 

2. Let the imagination fly free and far. 

Slavish adherence to rules and precedents will lead but to 
a descending spiral of mediocre imitation. We shall never 
rise above ourselves. Life and art will become thinner and 
thinner. Reassert the free, the individual. the imaginative 
over the conventional and the accepted cliché. 

3. The creative force of a free individual is unlimited. 
This alone released the energies of artist and common man 
alike with an explosiveness that still rocks the world. It created 
America. It is the heart of America’s meaning. 

4. Progress is possible; man is perfectible. 

Neither beast nor angel, man can go from a brutish struggle 
for existence to nobler levels of living. Unlike any other 
creature, man can determine his own destiny. 

5. Nature is with us, not against us. 

There is something in the beat and rhythm of nature from 
which man cannot withdraw without loss of stability and inner 
peace. In nature is our inspiration and our strength. Her 
diversity will ever stimulate the creative, observant mind. 

6. Nothing human is alien to us. 

The romantics of the past acted like men who had inherited 
the wealth of all ages and all peoples, and welcomed their 
heritage. Just as they sought to develop individual differ- 


ences so they supported the (Please turn to page 196) 
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A FRESH WIND IS BLOWING

Tike predominant influence in the design world during the last 40 or 50 years has 
been a school of thought which the layman has loosely termed Modern. Every kind 
of creativity in recent times has been affected by it: architecture, painting, furniture, 
fabrics, city planning—everything which had to be given form to have being. 

Only close students of the Modern Movement have realized that it contained two 
opposing points of view. Though both generally agreed about not copying the forms 
of the past, there was no agreement whatever about the ideals and values which the 
new forms should contribute to life. One branch of Modern (called The International 
Style) believed in the planned city, the planned economy, and so implied the greater 
importance of the state over the individual. This school of thought chose abstraction 
along cubistic lines, developed a rigid discipline of proportions, preferred only certain 
materials and colors, and developed a narrow dogma about how they should be used. 

The other branch of Modern believed in the greater importance of the individual 
in a democratic society and in the free development of all institutions and ways of life. 
Esthetically, this branch of Modern had no preconceptions about proportions, materials 
or colors, and held that any material could be made beautiful, if used according to its 
nature and with imagination. This branch of Modern has been called “Romantic 
Realism” by the British Architectural Review—though many of its practitioners decline 
all such labels. We at House Beautiful have hitherto called it “Organic.” 

The International Style went in search of a single truth, a single form of beauty, 
which led them to a single style, a single dogma of design, and, eventually, to virtual 
allegiance to a single architectural master. It was exclusive in the sense that it deliberately 
set off on a program of elimination of all elements but the accepted forms as refined by 
the master and a few dfsciples. 


The Romantic Realists believe that there are many truths, just as there are many

faiths and many forms of beauty. They recognize no master or master plan of design 
or of living. This school of thought is unafraid of the past, of life, of emotion, of 
adventure, of new ideas or experiment. It believes not only in risk, effort and energy, 
but in the creation of diversity and individual genius, in the expansive forces unleashed 
when individual abilities are set free. It is inclusive in the sense that it embraces within 
its doctrines anything and everything that make for progress or improvement. It has 
no code, except to recognize the multiplicities of life—and it didn’t have a name, other 
than Organic, until 1946, when it was called Romantic Realism. 

As you can readily see, these two sets of values are quite opposed to each other. 
So there has been a dualism, a dramatic conflict, in the modern design movement. 

But it is no new conflict. It is, in reality, the old, old conflict between romanticism 
and classicism, which has see-sawed back and forth for centuries. 

The history of human thought shows that one of these two opposing forces gains 


the ascendancy for a while, only to have the pendulum swing and (Please turn the page )

bring the other back into ascendancy again as the dominant force. 

We are at such a point now, we believe. The International Style has been in the 
forefront of influence for the last 25 or 30 years, until finally its classic austerity and 
cold “‘Functionalism” have been refined to the point where there is no point left and no 
place for it to go—or grow. It is no longer capable of healthily reproducing itself. In 
short, it has reached the end of its era and is dying, if for no other reason than that many 
of its own practitioners are bored with it. 

In the act of dying, it leaves the field clear for Romanticism to come to the fore. 
And that is what is happening, as you can see on the opening 21 pages of this issue. 
You see here a forward surge of creativity, designers finding new romantic ways to 
achieve beauty. Materials, old and new, are being exploited in new, expressive ways. 
New forms and new versions of old forms are beginning to appear. 

But lest you be confused by what may happen in the future, let us explain a little 
further. Classicism and romanticism are always present in society. The only thing 
that changes is the percentage of the mixture. As Jacques Barzun puts it, “Romantic 
and classic are the whole and the half.”” Romanticism will exist in human nature as long 
as human nature itself exists. Romanticism is a permanent feature in the character of 
Western man, at least since the Renaissance or possibly the 13th Century. But, as 
Mr. Barzun adds, “Whereas the classical temper can be individually indulged within 


the romantic order, the contrary is impossible.” 


These glass ash trays are fine 
examples of what the hand of 
the artist can do when not 
dominated by pure intel- 
lectualism.

OD. . in a great while the tempo of progress 
quickens, A society explodes in a flood of new ideas. 
new tastes, new standards, A fresh and exciting age 
emerges, marked by changed attitudes, changed cus- 
toms, changed goals—and alive with expanded op- 
portunities for those who first recognize the new 
signposts and have the courage to follow them.” 

So opens an article on The American Explosion 
by Fenton B. Turck. This quickened tempo, this 
flood of new tastes and new values, we predict, is 
about to inundate designs for the home. After the long 
drought of “Functionalism,” they are most welcome. 

We see new attitudes toward beauty among many 
widely separated designers and in widely separated 
fields: in the new kind of patterned light, in the 
fresh delight in a new kind of ornament, in a far 
more enthusiastic search for enriched form and 
structure. It is stirring and rising everywhere around 
us. It seems a thawing after the freeze. 

Pausing a moment to reflect on the image of a 
thaw. hasn’t madern design frozen into a few notions 
of beauty? The cube, as the story on page 158 points 
out. became the ultimate in form. The right angle 
was almost always chosen as the “elegant” solution 
to any problem. Walls were kept bare and blank. 
structure “clean,” chairs had a “floating look,” as 
though one sat on a flying carpet without visible 
means of support. Ornament? None. The only “ac- 
cepted” decoration was a bright red, blue and 
occasional yellow placed in carefully non-symmet- 
rical Mondrian rectangles. And that was it.

Nothing, in other words, that the modern movement has 
done to clarify our attitude toward beauty has been rejected 
by the new romantics. What they are doing is to become 
more inclusive and less cautious. Theirs is a new willingness 
to be daring. Theirs is a new enthusiasm for unexpected 


and unprecedented, but always becoming ornament. 





A new spirit in hardware is 
appearing. These new pulls by 
Yale & Towne are symptomatic. 
Whereas in the recent past we 
have wanted our hardware to 
count for as little as possible, or 
even be non-existent, these 
newest designs, available starting 
May 1, again make hardware 
an event. They are designed to 
give the hand a sensuous 
experience, while also pleasing

The story of the new hardware is a significant part of 
our story about the new values of beauty. To our left are 
five doorknobs, ranging from a fairly simple design, which 
exploits the handsome combination cf sbeny and brass, to 
one that is a bronze bird-form and another with a petaled 
escutcheon. You would not have called them “modern,” per- 
haps. Yet they are. They are the new romantic modern. 

To our right are a pair of fabrics. Think of them hang- 
ing in front of a window with the light shining through. 
The result is a patterned light, somewhat like the patterned 
light created by the plastic panels we saw earlier, with their 
imprisoned plants and specimens. So there is more here 
than a return to pattern. What we are observing is a move- 
ment forward to a new kind of modern romantic pattern, 
inspired freely by natural forms and clearly with an untradi- 
tional, non-period look to them. 

Only yesterday the modern movement was busily removing 
all “unnecessary” items like hardware and pattern. The 
modernists of the recent past, ever in search of an austere 
surface, disliked the “spottiness” of either. When hardware 
was inevitable, they kept it as unnoticeable as possible. 
Pattern was easier to eliminate; so it disappeared. 

But austerity is not enough, and the pressure of public 
demand for something more than bare necessities has led 
to such pleasant diversions as the bird-form door knob. 
Let us hasten to say, however, that the pleasure of it is no 
diversion from the function it performs. It is as much of a 
lever as if it were a straight piece of steel, but far more 
pleasant to the eye and to the hand in its present sculptured 
and textured form. 

There is no accident in the appearance of either these 
knobs or these fabrics. They are both in response to the 
new demand. The Yale & Towne Manufacturing Company 
commissioned world-famous artists, both here and abroad, 
to design new forms of door accessories, such as knobs, 
escutcheons, roses and lever handles. in new and—for 
modern designers—daring forms, colors and materials. Sev- 
eral of the artists, the Company announces, “sought to enrich 
the austerity of the international Style with fantasy and free 
forms. They have brought wit, novelty and charm to their 
creations.” They have produced enriched forms. 

Nevertheless, in each case there is a sense of materials as 
strong as the sense of enriched forms. The decorative touches 
are in the nature and character of the materials embodying 
them. One of the new values of beauty that is being brought 
along by’the new wave of romanticism is definitely an ap- 
preciation for and sensitivity to the beauty of materials 
used according to their nature. 

Here, however, designers have extended further this 
natural beauty by incorporating appropriate and harmonious 
elements, such as large and small bubbles in the two cry- 


stal knobs, an escutcheon of petals for ihe one of Italian 


marble and a bird form of hand-rubbed bronze in another, A ~ 


fifth knob simply combines ebony and brass and lets the wood 


and metal be their own handsome selves.

unctional 


Neurosis

hen modern architecture is not lounging compla- 
cently in the colored magazines or chewing over the discoveries 
of its pioneers, when it is obliged to state its beliefs, or face 
up to a psychological problem, or look to its future, then the 
neurosis is most evident. Modern architecture is torn by re- 
morse and doubt because it is still wavering on the point of 
renouncing functionalism, and yet has no other conviction to 
replace this god of its youth. Whenever it is tempted to build 
from the heart and not from the head, it has the uneasy feel- 
ing that it is somehow letting the old side down. 

The single-minded revolutionary zeal of the early years 
has been replaced by nothing but a half-smug and half-dis- 
pirited slackening of the discipline. Sometimes deliberate re- 
actions against simplicity and directness are tolerated, mostly 
on the pretext of reviving “human” quality in response to 
calls which frequently sound more like advertisements for soft 
drinks than architectural criticism. 

The delinquency and the neurosis of the day are not en- 
tirely due to a weakness in the present generation. The 
pioneers of the early years of the century may also be blamed 
for not having made the nature of the goal clear enough. Too 
often design-for-function was presented as a character, a 
quality, of building, an end in itself; and it is, of course, none 
of these. It is an ethic and a technique, not some sort of mood 
or atmosphere; not something to be set up in opposition to 
the genre of humanism; never a substitute for creative archi- 
tectural thought, It is the mold in which architecture is cast, 
not an ingredient. 

As a technique and a philosophical basis for design, func- 
tionalism still holds the promise to direct and unite all the 
useful arts. The tragedy is that it is dying while still young 
and inexperienced. It is being discarded while virtually only 
one application of its principle has been investigated con- 
scientiously, and even this one application is still so unfamiliar 
in the streets of most countries that the layman has not had 
sufficient opportunity to evaluate it. Functionalism is being 
renounced because the first attempts to apply the principles 
of the functional ethic always tended in the same direction, 
and we are tiring of this direction. But its philosophical basis, 
glowing with the eternal validity of nature’s own design, is 
bigger than any one of its possible human applications. One 
application suggested itself to men who were revolting against 
the aimless anarchy of 19th-century eclectic exhibitionism. 
They saw a line of development which started with a cube 


of concrete appear to lead ultimately to a cube of glass. 











; 


This line has now been traversed assiduously, and some 
men, finding the end result lacking in certain qualities, and 
considering that all possibilities have been investigated along 
the line, are now all for throwing out the principles of func- 
tionalism along with the glass cube. The unforgivable over- 
sight of Mies van der Rohe was that he did not build the 
Farnsworth house 30 years earlier, and so speed the investiga- 
tion of the line to its conclusion. The Farnsworth house closed 
all investigation. It was the ultimate glass cage, made so 
superbly as to be a final word on the subject. Whatever esoteric 
pleasures may be savored in future play with structure or 
proportion in variation of the theme, no one can expect the 
line to hold further undiscovered mysteries of any significance.

If this present stage had been reached earlier, while the 
functionalist principles were still fresh, more attention might 
have been concentrated on achieving equal purity of con- 
ception in terms not necessarily limited to rectangles and con- 
tinuous glass, in terms which might give always increasing 
consideration to the demands of living and environment—a 
more subjective, constructive simplicity for every purpose; 
not merely the plainness that results from the avid practice of 
elimination. 

The basis of our present uncertainty is the fundamental 
error in identifying the functional method with the glass 
cube, and in contrasting it with the cosy cottage. The neurosis 
develops as we try to reconcile the familiar, austere version 
of functionalism with architectural expressions of greater 
emotional appeal. The principles of design-for-use still seem 
like a moral anchor stabilizing design: but now the more 
intellectual and sensual delights of architecture beckon us 
again. Should we, then, cut loose from the anchor. or continue 
to repress our desire for more excitement? But if this is the 
conflict within us, it is quite unreal. For there is no need to 


cut the functional anchor while we explore architecture further. 


otwithstanding the confusion we are in, it is still 
just possible to imagine a building which could be 
discussed with unanimous admiration by a Wright, 
a Corbusier, and a Casson. No matter what shapes we build, 
all of us are likely to agree that one quality, if present in 
sufficient strength, will determine architectural merit and over- 
ride such considerations as whether, in the historian’s eye, the 


style is Cottage, International, or Baroque. The building of 


universal admiration would have some seemingly original and 
clearly valid idea permeating every part of it, unifying it 


with a nameless character. 


resent in other arts, this quality is generally recog- 

nized and acknowledged, and no one seems to find 

it necessary to attempt to name and define it. The 
work may be fitted into a generic style group, but it wili be 
permitted its individuality of character. In our matter-of- 
fact architectural way, however, we like to get all the details 
settled in black and white; we like to tie art down to a contract 
specification; we still like to see all buildings in neatly labeled 
pigeon-holes, for we are still tied to stylism, despite all our 
protestations. We are at home with style, and fidgety when 
confronted with character. 

If it seems necessary today to renounce anything, we should 
be concentrating on ridding the movement of the identifica- 
tion of functionalism with the narrow range of expression so 
far accomplished in its name. ‘Light, clean, fresh, simple’— 
this has become the almost universal. steadfast. emotional 
expression, the deadly constant of architecture. Even the more 
experienced critics often strike heavy weather trying to dis- 
tinguish in general terms between new buildings, simply be- 
cause so often there is so little difference between their archi- 
tectural characters. 

Perhaps the most humiliating thing is that we still use 
solemnly in description the word ‘beautiful,’ which long ago 
was withered by parody from the vocabulary of painting. 
Passive acceptance of the implications of indeterminate terms 
of praise such as this puts architecture in the intellectual com- 
pany of the interior decoration magazines or Hollywood, 
where esthetic right and wrong are defined and the prime 
achievement is the ability to work in the established idiom 
in such a way as to lull the observer to sleep. The quality 
most conspicuously lacking from international modern archi- 
tecture is not beauty, but reality. Our buildings lack the con- 
fidence to be themselves. the strength and honesty to be what 
the situation makes them—ugly, if necessary, if the purpose 
is ugly, [A strong. honest but debatable statement.—Ed. |

standard, a sophisticated but essentially chocolate-box ideal 
of prettiness, a timorous sedate desire for conformity of the 
soul of the building.

e all have the right to such privacy on our own property. 

Unfortunately, the traffic which today surges through once 
quiet streets has become a menace to privacy, as well as life. 
It cannot be ignored or talked out of existence. With 
screeching brakes and honking horns, with grumbling gears 
and noxious fumes, it leaps the traditionally open front lawn 
and invades the home. Its abrasive effects upon the nervous 
system are even more inhibiting to outdoor living than the 
watchful eyes of next-door neighbors. 

Unless he builds a barrier against these intrusions, the home- 
owner soon finds that the space between his house and the 
street is land he cannot use. He pays for it, but he cannot sit 
or entertain in this area, as he can on the land protected from 


the street by the house. 








Traffic doesn’t intrude upon the privacy of the Ralph W. Smith 
family, even though their land borders a heavily traveled street. 
Hidden behind the mounded earth and plants are house, parking 
area and private gardens glimpsed in photographs at the left. Soil 
was excavated on property. Planting is dense, natural, easily kept. 


Back when passing pedestrians were the main problem, the 
first line of protection from them was the fence. But many 
residential areas developed during the last 35 or 40 years have 
restrictions against fences between house and street, or even 
between one house and another. Intended to keep front lawns 
communal and streets parklike. these restrictions are archaic 
in terms of today’s traflic and the rising cost of land. 

Then, too, there are many parts of the country where the 
fence itself is considered an act of pure unfriendliness. To 
build one is to precipitate a neighborhood crisis quite free from 
legal complications. 

The solution? For most people it must be found where they 
already live. not on a new, larger piece of land which permits 
setting the house farther back from the road. 

The most effective barrier we have found against prying eyes 
and annoying traflic is a mound of earth called a berm. 
Built up to make a solid, impenetrable wall and then planted to 
extend protection still higher, it blocks sound more effectively 
than a fence and can be sculptured into such natural, attrac- 
tive forms its presence becomes an asset to the street. And. 
as you can see from the example shown overleaf, a berm can so

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How to heat 
an added-on 


living space 





The heating equipment you choose 


and the way you install it will greatly 
affect the success of any new living 
space. Here are some practical pointers. 
This is Part 2 of a three-part series.

hen it comes to selecting heating equipment for your 
added-on living space, you may choose between either gas- or 
oil-fired forced-warm-air or circulating-hot-water systems, or 
an electric system. It all depends upon the kind of heating 
equipment you have in the rest of your house and the specific 
needs of your added-on room. Any of these systems will give 
you a high degree of healthful and comfortable heating, pro- 
vided they are properly designed and installed. 

In accord with good heating practice, the type of system you 
select should do these things: 

1. Introduce the heat into the room at the same places where > 
the cold comes in. 

2. Keep the floor warm in all the major floor areas. 

3. Keep the room air in constant circulation when the out- 
door temperature is below about 45 degrees, so there will be no 
“layer” of cold air at the floor and overheated air at the ceiling. 

4. Maintain a continuing supply of heat in chilly or cold 
weather so that the indoor temperature will not vary more 
than a degree or two. 

5. Operate without noticeable air movement or drafts. 

6. Provide thermostatic control so there is not more than a 
degree or two of change in room air temperature between vary- 
ing operations of the automatic fuel burner of the furnace or 
boiler as it goes on and off, 

The next step is to secure an accurate estimate of the amount 
of heat that will be required to heat the rooms during the 
minimum outdoor temperature customarily found in your area 
of the country. This information will be supplied in terms of 
Btu per hour and should be calculated by a competent heating 
engineer or contractor. It will be used to determine the size of 
the furnace or boiler required, and the needed number and 
size of warm-air supply registers or radiators, as well as the size 
of ducts or piping supplying them. 

Now that you know how much heat the new room will require, 
you are in a position to determine whether a new furnace or 
boiler will be needed for the additional room, or if it can be 
heated by the existing plant, which-is already heating the rest 
of the house. If your existing furnace or boiler has sufficient 
unused capacity to supply this additional load, you should by 
all means use it, unless it is so remotely located that the amount 
of additional pipe or duct work is economically prohibitive or 
physically impractical. Your heating contractor or engineer can 
answer both of these questions for you. If it cannot be used, a 
separate unit must be installed and the floor plan should then 
be arranged to include a small utility room or alcove for it. 

The major disadvantage of a separate heating unit for one 
or two rooms is that there are few commercially available 


units that are small enough. The heat (Please turn to page 202)

Frustrations that grow out of trying to organize your work 
in a poorly planned kitchen can provide the knowledge 


necessary for designing the best kitchen possible for you 


By NANCY CRAIG 


t wasn’t because she was mad about cooking that Mrs. Helen 

Zundel, of Seattle, set about designing a kitchen. She 
wanted to spend as little time in the kitchen as_ possible. 
Between running a home and teaching dress designing at 
Washington University, she could never find time for every- 
thing. And she wanted to get out and serve in community 
projects. Being an informed woman who takes her home- 
making seriously, she decided that something had to be done 
about her outmoded kitchen, because nothing here was ever 
to be found in the proper place. 

What she accomplished in remodeling her kitchen proves 


once again that the woman who puts her mind to it can do 
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just about anything. Without architect, without basic train- 
ing. with just common sense and the help of a good carpenter, 
she designed with her head, and helped build with her hands, 
a truly beautiful and well-organized kitchen, where cooking 
is now a pleasure. 

Mrs. Zundel had read many of the writings of Dr. Lillian 
Gilbreth on home management. Her basic kitchen plan was 
motivated by the Gilbreth philosophy of time-and-motion 
study. This accounts for the detailed organization of every 
corner and cabinet throughout the entire kitchen. 

She had made a thorough analysis of what was wrong with

same principle used by industry for warehouse storage, in i 
the wall cabinet just above the food preparation area. Two 
of the four sections slide out on tracks at the top to place 
the contents of every shelf within view and reach. Shelves 
which are approximately four to four and half inches in depth 
accommodate the many small packaged items, such as spices, 
which are so easily misplaced in the usual cabinet.

peared from the American scene. 
It has persisted quietly in the 
homes of many people who did not 
and still do not yield readily to 
the fashions or dictates of the mo- 
ment. They have never refurnished 
or, to put it more accurately, emp- 
tied their homes to accord with 
the austere, anti-romantic. stripped- 
down look that followed two world 
wars and the depression between. 

And romanticism has persisted 
less quietly in the words and works 
of men like Frank Lloyd Wright, 
who happily has outlived many 
such fashions and still graces our 
time with a romantic artistry that 
has never lost its touch with the 
other great romantic movement. It 
is no accident that Mr. Wright. the 
man who liberated architecture, 
identifies himself with Beethoven, 
the man who liberated music. “Ro- 
mance,” Mr. Wright has always in- 
sisted. “is the essential joy we 
have in living. Let us have more 
of ait.” 

And is it not striking to find 
Wright’s master, Louis Sullivan, 
commenting thus on the arch, which 
appears so often and substantially 
in the furniture and settings of 
Robsjohn-Gibbings? 

“To the reflective mind.” he 
wrote in Kindergarten Chats, “the 
arch is a wonder, a marvel, a mir- 
acle. We need not stop to discuss 
inconsequential, imaginary or ro- 
mantic origins of a form so primal, 
masterful and yet so» winsome as 
the arch. 

“The arch is, of all constructive 
forms, the most emotional. It is 
susceptible in possibility and prom- 
ise to the uttermost degree of ful- 
fillment that the creative imagina- 
tion can forecast. Its plasticity is 
limitless, as that of man himself: 
he may turn to it the most hard. 
the most delicate, the most imag- 
inative use. 
| “It responds to every need. Un- 
der man’s hand it becomes what he 
will. In all its power it is a form 
so frail in essence, so gracious, so 
ethereal. that it must need ever

HERE is no single feature which 

will immediately say romanticism 
to us. We may look for more cury- 
ing, flowing lines, more enrichment 
ir the grains and textures of the 
materials used, as well as in the 
hardware, inlay and other orna- 
ment. But, as in the case of the 
furniture we have been admiring, 
hardware may be at a minimum. 
The enrichment might be sufficient- 
ly great in the forms themselves, 
in the shadow lines created by the 
arches, for example. There may 
well be furniture without a curve 
that cannot be excluded from the 
new romantic movement, because 
it might clearly contribute to the 
mood and emotion which we are 
calling romantic. 

Just as the designer must feel 
free in his attitude toward so- 
called rules of design. so must we 
be free to recognize the beautiful 
and the appropriate in even the 
most unexpected. Does it “contra- 
dict” in spirit some “principle” of 
beauty we have committed our- 
selves to? So much the worse for 
our poor principle! It was obvi- 
ously inadequate. Our appreciation 
and taste are often more inclusive 
than our reasoning about them.

But, as we have already said, 
haven’t we had enough of caution 
in our home environments? Aren’t 
we ready now for a more expansive 
philosophy of life? Aren’t the fruits 
of the new leisure, of the new pro- 
ductivity, ours for the picking? 


Less is not more. Too much may 
well be just right. Many of us are 
still starving in the midst of plenty, 
slaves to a fashion of thinness and 
malnutrition, afflicted with a “func- 
tionalist” neurosis. We are on the 
edge of an abundant life, an era of 
substantial romanticism. Jt is the 
new reality, whatever name we or 
our children will be pleased to give 
it. All it asks is that we enter it 
with open eyes, hearts and minds.

quality will be—light, clean, sim- 
ple; with an atmosphere fresh, 
open, uncluttered.

recommended unless an _ entirely 
new slab is to be constructed. 

The warm-air supply registers 
used in any one of the systems 
that have been described must di- 
rect the air upwards towards the 
ceiling and not straight out into 
the room parallel with the ffoor. 
They are technically known as 
perimeter diffusers and are avail- 
able from a number of manufac- 
turers, 

Every warm-air system must have 
return-air intakes large enough to 
remove as much air from the 
rooms as the furnace puts into 
them. In perimeter systems of the 
fypes described, they may be 
placed in the ceiling, on a side wall 
near the ceiling or in a _ wall 
near the floor. Either location will 
give satisfactory performance, with 
slightly better performance when 
placed near the ceiling. One such 
intake, provided it is large enough, 
will do the entire job. 

One more word about the ducts 
embedded in the slab. They may be 
made of sheet metal (do not use 
aluminum), certain kinds of fibrous 
material if approved by your local 
building code, or vitrified clay tile 
with bell and spigot joints. If metal 
or fiber are used, they must be 
completely encased in concrete 
with the vapor barrier between the 
concrete and the earth as shown in 
Sketch 7. Vitrified clay tile need 
not be completely encased in the 
concrete, but may be laid upon the 
earth with sand supporting the pipe 
between the joints and the concrete 
placed over them as shown in 
Sketch 8. Obviously all ducts or 
pipes that are to be placed in the 
slab must be in place before the 
slab is finished. 

There are two forced-circulation 
hot-water heating systems that are 
particularly well adapted to heat- 
ing a slab floor structure of the 
kind we have been talking about. 
One of them is a radiant floor panel 
system and the other, a more con- 
ventional type of system that uses 
radiant baseboard instead of the

-of heating a room. The water is 
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conyentional radiation. Both of 
them provide a warm floor and an 
even room air temperature distribu- 
tion that is essential to good heat- 
ing. 

Either of these two systems will 
require a hot-water heating boiler 
and again the decision must be 
made whether to usé the existing 
boiler or to install a separate one 
for the additional rooms. Which- 
ever you decide, do not overlook 
the fact that there must be a pump, 
pit or low point where the water 
in the piping and radiation can be 
drained from the system. Other- 
wise it will not be possible to re- 
move the water from the system to 
avoid a freeze-up when the house 
is not occupied. Piping embedded 
in a concrete slab is extremely dif- 
ficult to repair or replace. 

Hot-water radiant-floor panel 
heating consists of pipe coils laid 
in serpentine fashion within the 
concrete slab, through which hot 
water at about 120 degrees is cir- 
culated. The water warms the con- 
crete and the concrete in turn. 
heats the air in the room and all of 
its furnishings by what is known 
as radiant panel heating. The heat 
that it releases can be likened to 
the heat that you feel from the sun 
or from a fire burning in the fire- 
place. The air in contact with the 
floor is also warmed and _ rises, 
thereby starting an air circulation 
within the room. The same is true 
to a lesser degree with the furni- 
ture that is warmed by the radiant 
rays from the floor surface and in| 
turn warms the air around it. The 
arrangement of the pipe coils in 
the floor is shown in Sketch 9. 

This is a very satisfactory way

slightly to overcome this insulating 
effect when they are used. 

The warmed mass of concrete 
changes temperature slowly and 
exerts a flywheel effect that results 
in steady, even temperatures. It 
does not respond very quickly to 
changes in heat demand, as hap- 
pens when the outdoor temperature 
changes, and consequently the use 
of a special control system, which 
will “sense” the outdoor weather 
before its effect is felt indoors, is 
advisable. 

The arrangement of the pipe 
coils in the slab is shown in Sketch 
10. For a residential installation of 
the sort that we are interested in, 
the top of the pipe coils should be 
a minimum of two inches below 
the top surface of the slab and 
placed on about 12-inch centers. If 
a wood floor is laid over the slab 
it must be laid directly upon the 
slab in a mastic compound so 
there will be no air space between 
the slab and the floor. An air space 
would act as a partial insulation 
and retard the heat transfer from 
the concrete to the wood floor and 
then to the room air. The piping 

connections to the boiler are usu- 
ally so made that the hottest water 
_ (direct from the boiler) enters the 
serpentine coils along an exposed 
| wall. 

_ Occasionally it happens that the 
_ number of square feet of floor area 
_ available in a room is not large 
enough to release the required

Radiant-ceiling panels are usu- 
ally operated at a higher tempera- 
ture than are floor panels, but if 
the temperature becomes too high, 
there will be a feeling of oppres- 
sion on the head and shoulders. 
Ceiling panels do an effective job 
of heating the room air and the fur- 
nishings in the room, and also the 
floors.

Legend 1 


“Vodka is made of potatoes.” 

Not at the present time, and cer- 
tainly not in the United States, is 
vodka made from potatoes. In those 
parts of Europe where potatoes 
were the cheapest and most abun- 
dant crop, distilled 
from them just as they often are 
from any other type of edible 
starch or sugar. 

Vodka originated in Russia where 
some of it was made from potatoes, 
more from sugar beets, but the best, 
from grain (wheat has been used 
along with rye and barley). 

All fine American vodkas are 
made from a mash which contains 
percentage of Distillers’

Grade corn—much the same mash 
as is used for whisky. The type of 
grain is less important than its 
quality and the techniques, equip- 
ment and know-how of the distiller. 
If, for instance, any grain should 
become damp or musty, the alcohol 
distilled from it would have an off 
flavor that could never be disguised.

“Vodka is potent; it just about 
blows your head off.”

The belief that vodka is vodka, 


and what’s the difference, has led 


many people straight back to 
whisky. As usual, there is some 
truth in the legend. Basically, 


vodka is neutral grain spirits. But 
definitely it does matter how (and 
from what) the spirit is distilled, 
and even more important how it is 
finally purified. 

The real secret of yodka is char- 
coal. This secret was discovered 
about a hundred years ago by a 
druggist in St. Petersburg, who, 
according to Rudolf Kunett, was 
more than half-doctor. Probably by 
chance he learned about charcoal’s 
gentling, mellowing and purifying 
effect on neutral spirits. A similar 
process seems to have been known 
centuries ago on the West Coast of 
Africa and is even now being used 
in Tennessee where Jack Daniels’ 
famous whisky is put through 
charred maple chips. In Russia 
they esteemed most highly the char- 
coal made from the birch trees that 
grew in the coldest, most northerly 
forests, finding that it removed un- 
pleasant odors and flavors. At the 
same time, it also gave an exquisite 
but very subtle flavor of its own. 


URING the decades, literally 

hundreds of charcoals have been 
developed. Generally those most 
prized by vodka makers are vege- 
table charcoals, made from hard- 
woods and fruitwoods. Don Cossack 
boasts of its hickory char, but 
others guard jealously their char- 
coal secrets. Samuel Morell, scion 
of the Wolfschmidt dynasty, ad- 
mits, however, that their charcoals 
are ordered not from one, but from 


several different, companies, so 


that no one can guess the exact 


varieties and proportions. 
Much prized is a charcoal known 


as Vine Black, made by carbonizing | 
twigs of grapevines to which are.

What is Vodka 


According to U. S. Government 
standards. vodka is neutral spirits 
distilled at not less than 190-proof 
from a mash of grain. Unlike bour- 
bon or rye whisky, vodka need not 
be made from any one type of 
grain, nor are the proportions in 
the mash specified. What is speci- 
fied is that vodka must be a neutral 
spirit reduced from 190-proof to not 
more than 110-proof and not less 
than 80-proof by adding water. 

Usually this is water that has 
been de-mineralized by piping it 
through resins, some of which at- 
tract one type of ion and some 
another. This de-mineralizing pro- 
cess. an American invention, puri- 
fies the water even more than dis- 
tillation, but does not give it a flat,

In order to become vodka the 
neutral spirit must be made to flow 
slowly through a tank or series of 
tanks least 114% 
pounds of charcoal for each gallon 
of spirits. The vodka must take at 
least eight hours in making its trips 
through the tanks, and the charcoal 
in the tanks must be frequently 
replaced. Then and only then can 
it be called vodka. This, of course, 
is the minimum. For the proudest 
vodkas, this is only a beginning. 
Their refinement starts at the point 
where many ordinary vodkas go 
into the bottle. 

Generally, vodka is not aged or 
stored in wooden casks. But there 
is one recently introduced by Park 
&  Tilford—Golden Yar—which 
takes on a mellow topaz tone from 
oaken barrels.

Since the com- 
bustion air mixes with the fuel 
during the burning process and es- 
capes to the outdoors with the flue 
gases through the chimney or vent 
pipe, the required amount of air

Most important, our observation 
f the natural world informs us, 
ith a conviction that seems un- 
ssailable, that everything is most 
eautiful when it is most itself. 
Vhen an oak or a willow are su- 
remely and unmistakably oak and 
illow, they are superb specimens 
f themselves. When a lion is most 
on-like. man most man-like. a 
1ell most shell-like, they approach 
1e perfection that we have natu- 
uly in mind as our standard. 


OWEVER, there are unnatural 
standards as well. Any age of 
lassicism tends to establish arti- 
cial criteria. because nature her- 
If is considered crude and untu- 
ed. Both man and materials 
ust be polished and reshaped 
ito some classic ideal. Natural 
an is basically bad: his emotions 
ust be constantly checked or so- 
ety is in danger. Control must be 
<ercised by custom or by law, es- 
blished by an aristocratic elite. 
The romantics, beginning at least 
ith Rousseau, held the contrary. 
an, they said, is naturally in- 
ined to be good, though not neces- 
rily angelic. And they spoke of 
s dignity and inaleinable rights. 
As one can readily see, the 


classic doctrine tends towards au- 
toritarianism in government and 
conventionality in design. The ro- 
mantic attitude tends towards de- 
mocracy and _ unconyentionality, 
since it encourages the free acts of 
a free individual. 

Besides seeing goodness in na- 
ture, the romantic sees beauty as 
well. He is predisposed, therefore, 
to accept even the nature of man- 
made things as having an integral 
and characteristic beauty. since he 
is accustomed to seeing it in the 
rest of nature. Why. he might ask. 
is the beauty of plastics less ob- 
vious to anyone than the web spun 
by the spider? Both man and the 
spider are creative beings and 
there is beauty in whatever they 
freely create, if it is used accord- 
ing to its nature. 

The classicist—and here the ex- 
treme modernist is certainly a clas- 
sicist—will force bricks into a cyl- 
indrical chimney, because for him 
the cylinder is the purest, most 
ideal of forms for a fireplace. His 
goal is an “ideal,” not a “natural,” 
form. The natural form takes into 
account the rectangular shape of 


the bricks themselves. Socially, as 
well, man is forced into 
planned “ideal” society with the 
forcer an elite and the forced. com- 
mon, unschooled natural man. 

In reply, indeed in revolt, the ro- 
manticist would release all 
and materials to be themselves. to

add their touch of uniqueness to a 
plural, not a singular, world. 


OME might think it a matter of 
taste as to which doctrine or prac- 
tise is preferable, so far as the use 
Politi- 
cally. most of us have chosen the 
romantic-democratic way. but there 


of materials is concerned. 


are those who are confused; they 
choose one thing esthetically and 
another politically. 

The classicists, on the whole, 
are quite conscious of the link be- 
tween one attitude and the other. A 
modern classicist. poet T. S. Eliot, 
has frequently said that politically 
he is a royalist. religiously an An- 
glo-Catholic and esthetically a clas- 
sicist. In each case he is clearly 
advocating a single idea. a single 
faith. a single style. beyond many 
co-religionists and co-esthetes. 
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The romantic, as we have already 
tried to show in “A New Era of Ro- 
manticism,” is more inclusive, even 
more contradictory, not because he 
welcomes contradictions, but be- 
cause he welcomes the variety and 
diversity of individuality, whether 
in man or nature. He finds such 
diversity beautiful. 

In contrast to classicist Eliot one 
might oppose romantic Walt Whit- 
man. “I celebrate myself and sing 
myself,” he wrote. And what could 
be more romantic? 

He also wrote, in another poem. 
“T hear America singing, the varied 
carols I hear,” and he celebrated 
the many songs of the other selves. 
He found the variety of voices in 
America pleasing and harmonious, 
certainly not a monotone. 

So the romantic designer sings of 
his own individuality and in the 
same spirit designs so that each 
material sings its own song and 
takes its own lively form. 

We think his audience is becom- 
ing larger and more appreciative 
every day. America’s romance with 
nature has been too much part of 
ourselves to be long laid aside for 
artificiality and convention. New, 
and at the same time ancient and 
honored, values of beauty are now 
opening before us in the new era 
of romanticism. which we are now 
entering.—J. A. B.

Not long ago, in an after-dinner 
conversation, | heard a young his- 
torian admit that he bought just 
six books last year. Admit is not 
the word, really, for there was no 
sign that he heard anything wrong 
in what he was saying. 

To my question he answered 
(and he believed) that he could 
not aflord to buy books. I was 
struck dumb by the sheer absurd- 
ity of it. How could I say, politely, 
that a historian (or any other hu- 
manistic scholar) without books is 
a contradiction in terms? How 
could I tell him, gently, that we 
finally buy what we want to buy? 
That we choose the things that 
mean most to us? That, in a real 
sense, we are what we buy, are the 
sum of the things we have, of the 
things we do and don’t do? A ball- 
player who can’t aflord a glove is 





not a ballplayer—a ballplayer will 
choose a glove before he chooses 
anything else. 

Let us take a parallel illustra- 
tion. In a volume of essays pub- 
lished by Houghton Mifflin in 1904 
H. W. Boynton said this: “A com- 
mon and trivial excuse given by 
those who read little is that they 
have no time for reading. One may 
have no time for eating or sleep- 
ing, but hardly no time to make 
love or to read. It is good will, con- 
centration, and the habit of dis- 
patch, not leisure or unlimited op- 
portunity, which have always per- 
formed the greatest wonders in 
both of those useful pursuits.” 

The editor who passed this quo- 
tation on to me added his own com- 
ment: “The habit of dispatch! Le 
pauvre Bostonien!” But poor or 
not, he makes a point that all of 
us—publishers, booksellers, librar- 
ians, readers, scholars, book buy- 
ers, non-bookbuyers—might  con- 
sider for a moment. The old-time 
scholar accumulated his house full 
of books on a smaller income than 
that of today’s young man. Books 
were important to him; they were 


the fabric of his life; he did with- 











































out other things; he wore his 
coat a year longer and carried 
home twenty new volumes. Today’s 
scholar will never be able to afford 
books, no mattter what his income 
or his wife’s income, until he feels 
that books are at least as important 
to him as tablecloths, toothbrushes, 
cat food, rugs, whisky, hats, news- 
papers, cameras, and all the odd 
and ends that now come higher o 
the list. And what goes for th 
scholar goes in a smaller way fo 





every educated person. 

Let us have no nonsense abou 
the library taking the place o 
books in the home or about a 
great number of volumes publishe 
every year. No scholar will want 
to buy all the voluminous docu 
ments in his field or all the book 
that need to be consulted once of 
twice or now and again. I spea 
of the one or two hundred book 
a year that come close to a man’s 
special interests, that excite his in 
tellectual curiosity or arouse his 
esthetic desires, the things that h 
enjoys having around. There is 
deep personal ,and_ psychologica 
difference between owning a Ili 
brary and using someone else’s. | 
is a little like the difference be 
tween owning and renting a housé 





between belonging somewhere ani 
merely passing through. It migh 
even be the difference between 
scientist and a technician or bé 
tween a scholar and a_ scholar! 
technician.

heater closet walls and terminate 
it in a register or grille at about 
the height of the burner. This may 
not be satisfactory in all instances, 
because the cool air will continue 
to drop down through the duct, 
even when the burner is not in 
operation, and chill the air in the 
lower levels of the rooms. 

When a warm-air heating system 
is used, another alternative is to 
bring a small quantity of outdoor 
air into the return air side of the 
furnace so that the furnace blower 
is circulating a mixture of return 
air from the rooms and fresh air 
from the outdoors. The amount of 
outdoor air need not be very large. 
but it will suffice for most of the 
household needs, including com- 
bustion air for the heater and the 
air required by a bathroom or 
kitchen ventilating fan. 


ENTILATION of the heater- 
room is equally important. The 
casing of the furnace or boiler and 
the smoke pipe release a substan- 
tial quantity of heat and, unless the 
heater-room is ventilated to expel 
it. a high temperature can build up 
in the room that may be hazardous. 
The isolated heater-room can be 
readily ventilated by a grille or 
opening in the ceiling: that will re- 
lease the heated air to the attic. 
Obviously this heat will be com- 
pletely wasted. If the heater closet 
or alcove is equipped with a door 
that can close that space from the 
remainder of the house, two venti- 
lation openings must be placed in 
the door or heater closet wall, one 
Near the bottom and the other close 
to the top of the door. These, too, 
-must be properiy sized and your 
heating contractor should advise 
you. In this instance, the heat from 
the heater jacket and smoke pipe 
vis constructively used to help heat 
‘the house and is not wasted. 
_ The introduction of a small quan- 
tity of outdoor air into the return 
air side of a warm air furnace has 
‘another advantage. Mention was 
‘made of the problem of excessive 
‘indoor humidities resulting from 
‘occupancy and living habits, such 
_as cooking, bathing, laundry, wash- 
‘ing floors, etc. (See Part I, p. 118. 
House Beautirut, March, 1956.) 
This usually is not a problem in 
a loosely constructed house where 
there is ample infiltration. Infiltra- 
tion and exfiltration are usually 
about the same in quantity, and 
when the infiltration is relatively 
great the exfiltration will carry the 
2xcessive moisture out with it. 
Bringing outdoor air into the house 


through the furnace is an excellent 
and controllable substitute for it, 
and will relieve excessive indoor 
relative humidity. 

Electrical energy can also be 


used to heat an added room. but | 


for most people it is economically 
practical only where the Power 
Company has a low heating rate. 
When it is used, the house must be 
thoroughly insulated with heavy in- 
sulation in the ceilings, outside 


walls and beneath the floor, if it | 


is exposed to outdoor temperatures. 
This is done to reduce the amount 
of electricity that will be used, and, 
unless it is done, the cost of elec- 
trical heating will be relatively 
high. It has the advantage of op- 
erating at very high heating effi- 
ciency, since there is no lost heat 
to a chimney and the heating ele- 
ments are right in the rooms to be 
heated. Each kilowatt hour of elec- 
trical energy used releases 3.412 
Btu into the room and virtually all 
of it is useful heat. 

There is one particular method 
of electrical heating that is well 
adapted to the newly added room 
we are discussing. An electrical 
heating cable. made especially for 
the purpose, is embedded in the 
ceiling in serpentine coils, similar 
to the hot-water coils embedded 
in the ceiling plaster that has al- 
ready been described. The cable 
is installed before the ceiling is 
plastered and the plaster applied 
over it. The cable is heated by the 
electrical current flowing through 
it; it, in turn, warms the plaster. 
The heated ceiling then

Use 
at least four inches of sand. Slope entire area for 
drainage—one inch to every six feet. Make final 
leveling just before placing each brick. Check 
level of finished work after every third course. 





Set bricks in place with care to maintain pattern. 


Use a stretched string for alignment if you tend 
to get off course. Fix brick into its bed of sand 
with short, firm blows with the handle end of your 
hammer. Bricks that tip now will tip worse later.

To cut bricks, score with chisel. Work back and 
forth, using light taps, until scored 14” deep. Sharp 
blow on the chisel should now split brick cleanly. 
Professional bricklayer cuts bricks with one blow, 
but few beginners can do it and get a straight edge.

or you may upset seating of bricks already laid. 
Some people prefer to cut bricks by scoring first 
with a hacksaw, then cutting with a single, sharp 
blow on the chisel as with first cutting method.

Sweep away excess sand. Work carefully to avoid 
gouging sand from between the bricks. You will 
find a new broom best for the job; its bristles will 
have just the right, light touch. Aim is only to get 
off heavy surplus; fine sand is washed away later. 





Gently sprinkle the whole area, washing away the 
fine sand left after brooming. Avoid excess water 
pressure, also too much water.

T IS also necessary to make sure 

that your insurance agent knows 
the appraiser and accepts his val- 
uations. The cost of an appraisal 
may be on a flat fee basis, a time 
basis, a percentage basis, or some 
combination of these. In any case, 
a reliable appraiser will be glad to 
give you full information and an 
estimate of the cost, whether you 
are having one item appraised or 
a complete inventory made. 

You should also include in your 
inventory a note of the serial num- 
bers of such things as typewriters 
and sewing machines, and the pat- 
tern names which are found on flat 
silver and china. Another valuable 
addition to your inventory are some 
sbarp, glossy black-and-white pho- 
tographs of your most cherished 
possessions—silver, antiques, jew- 
elry, paintings, etc. These are proof 
of existence and help to establish 
ownership.

After you have made your orig- 
inal list, youll probably want to 
rearrange it in some more orderly 
and easily indexed way. You can, 
ot course, index it by rooms, and, 
if you index it in any other man- 
ner, the rooms should be clearly 
indicated beside each item. A 
handy way to keep a master in- 
ventory is to put it on a card file 
o1 in a loose-leaf notebook, with a 
separate card or page for each 
item or related groups of items, 
i.e., 1 dining room table, 6 match- 
ing chairs, and 1 matching cre- 
denza; 14 sheets—3 new, 9 good, 
2 worn, etc. 

This method makes it easy to 
keep your inventory up-to-date as 
you go along, for you can remove 
and add cards or pages as you 
discard old things and acquire new 
ones. Each year a duplicate copy 
of your master inventory should be 
made out and put in some safe 
place outside of your home, in your 
safety deposit box, your lawyer’s 
office, or your husband’s office. 
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The more you use an inventory, 
the more uses you will find for it. 
Probably you'll start out, as many 
other people do, by using it for 
insurance and tax purposes. If your 
state is one which has a tax on per- 
sonal property, your inventory will 
give you a complete breakdown of 
your household

for tax payments. This, of course, 
will keep you from under- or over- 
paying your taxes. It will especially

The flowers of several shrubs are 
better in light shade than in the 
open where they tend to fade, or 
shrivel and are short-lived.

[Phe problem: a small corner lot with city streets 
on three sides and a near-by house on the fourth.

The immediately striking thing 
about this kitchen is the compact, 
efficient engineering of its very 
small space.

The family usually 
eats adjacent to the kitchen, as 
here. More formal dining takes 
place near the terrace (see plan 
opposite). When needed, a screen 
is used to conceal kitchen from 
dining area.

Same skillful use of space as can be seen in 


kitchen opposite is present here in master bath.

re you well supplied with bulk space, but short on storage 

and the refinements and details which make for conven- 
ience? Then study well the remodeling on these and the 

next six pages, for it is of the simplest sort, yet most rewarding. 
Nothing was done here but line the existing walls with shelves 
and cupboards, No changes were made to the existing structure. 
No window- or door-openings were moved or touched. In fact, 


perhaps we should not call this a remodeling job at all, for the 





work consisted entirely of adding without any tearing down. Yet

the changes created remarkable visual improvements, making the

room seem larger in both its dimensions, particularly in width. 


Best of all, the additions added an architectural richness, which 
the perfectly nice furnishings had not previously provided. 

The key to these alternations was in new architectural hard- 
ware, heretofore only available in the store-fixture world. 
These consist of three kinds of heavy-duty brackets, all capable 
of carrying greater weights less conspicuously than any previous 


brackets. One bracket was designed (Please turn the page) 


Compare how the altered room seems 
to have become wider. due to strong 
horizontal lines of bookshelves, count- 
er and the equally strong line of the 
lighting cove. High-fidelity equipment 
and records are housed in the curved 
counter. A line of lights is built into 
underside of lowest shelf, controlled 
by a dimmer. Light provided by ceil- 
ing cove bounces back into room from

Here is a nighttime demonstration of the built-in lighting. The upper cove 
carries fluorescent lights; the lower under-shelf lights are incandescent. 
Both are operated by new “Luxtrol” light dimmers, making it possible to 
control the intensity of the light in room from full bright to almost dark. 
(The control plate for this dimmer is shown close-up at left.) Sweeping 
curve of “hi-fi” counter was necessitated by the fact that there was no 
corner (at near side) against which to end unit, so cabinets fade away to 


nothing at entrance doorway to room, from which photograph was taken.

The left-hand wall was also refaced with new 
plywood at the same time that the hardware 
was mounted.

Cove 
brackets have an end extension that turns up at either 45° or 90° 
to support facia, yet does not interfere with continuous light 
strip, All hardware shown on these pages for shelves, deep cove 
and wall-hung seat is available by mail from L. A. Darling Co., 
Bronson, Mich.

Family, friends and visiting firemen sometimes 
flatter me by saying that I can whip up a pretty impressive 
meal at the drop of a hint and, to tell the truth, I can. But 
this isn’t because | was born with a golden soup ladle in 
my mouth (what a picture!). Cooking is a fun activity for 
me—like bridge or golf or window shopping for other 
women—chiefly because I’ve worked up a kind of staple 
larder of ingredients and equipment that take the toil and 
moil out of the kitchen. None of your tedious deals with 
complicated straining and hair-sieving for me. 

1 let the manufacturers and processors of canned foods, 
frozen foods, prepared mixes, etc. do all the dull work for 
me ahead of time. I just see to it that my larder is constantly 
stocked with a few of their ready-made gems which I con- 
sider indispensable staples, the way most people think of 
sugar or flour. A few dairy products, a couple of spirited 
flavorings, a few treasures of cook pans and gadgets that 
do a quick, good job the way I want it done—and I’m 
in the cooking business. Here are some of the crutches 
I'd be lost without: 


Stewed tomatoes. I keep a_ hefty 
supply of these on my shelves because 
they make one of the dreamiest sauces 
for chicken or fish and it’s right at hand 
at the opening of a can. Mind you, these 
are Del Monte stewed tomatoes, toma- 
toes blended with celery, onions, and 
peppers. [| use them whenever I see 


that a recipe calls for those ingredients. 





Why stew and brew when you can buy 


it all done for you? Depending on the texture I’m looking 


for, | use them straight from the tin or whizzed in the 
whizzer. (That's my way of saying “put in the blender.’’) 
What did | do before they invented that little treasure!

Creole seasoning powder is my secret ingredient for 
an out-of-this-world flavor that starts guests wondering 


what it can possibly be that makes this stew or that 
vegetable taste so divinely different. And I 
love to create that kind of conversation piece. 
It always adds so much to everyone’s enjoy- 
ment of a party when there’s an element of 
mystery in the food (pleasant, delicious 
mystery, of course). You buy this seasoning | 
powder already mixed by the New Orleans 
Import Co. To the best of my knowledge it’s 
a secret process, but | know it’s a mixture 
of ground spices, cloves, ginger, and who 
knows what all, in a colorful red powder 
with the consistency of salt. It’s a natural in tomato-y 
dishes like my favorite canned tomato stew or with lamb 
shanks, crab gumbo and obvious Creole recipes which I 
consider some of the most enticing of the world’s cooking. 





But I also like to pepper more prosaic dishes (chops, corn, 
cottage cheese) with this exotic stuff. 


A blender is certainly the answer to this maiden’s prayer. 
Mine gets almost as much use as the stove, for I fling into 
it all sorts of bits and pieces of foods and come up with 
record-breaking drinks and soups and gravies and desserts 
just because I’m game to improvise. (Game? I’m crazy 
mad to improvise!) I whip up all sorts of cold soups in 
the whizzer, like vichyssoise (chicken concentrate, green 
onion, boiled potatoes); borscht (cooked cabbage, sliced 
canned beets, canned onions); a divine cream of curry, 
(chicken concentrate, curry, cream). I purée vegetables 
and produce a new kind of vegetable dish. Or I purée 
fresh or stewed fruits with a few drips of brandy or kirsch 
and there’s a new sauce for ice cream or a topping for a 
mundane pudding or even a dessert worth eating by itself. 
I can hardly wait to start experimenting on the Nu-Tone 
blender that is now equipped with several more speeds 
than ever before so you can control the degree of texture 
in the things you whizz up. The 
blessed gadget can also be turned 





1 into an automatic beater, orange 
| juicer, or knife sharpener by attach- 
ing these parts to the same basic motor. 
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Stove-to-table cook- 
ware, like my Griswold 
ee : _ porcelain-enamel-on-iron cas- 
seroles, is as dear to me as my Baccarat crystal. I’m 
against all the needless effort and dishwashing of cooking in 
one pan, then transferring food into another serving dish. 
So I’m for handsome pots like this that can come to the 
table and look like a million. | use ironware any time | need 
a utensil that heats up fast and can keep hot at low temper- 
ature—for gravies, juicy casseroles or anything | want to 
heat without draining off the flavor, like leftovers dropped 
at the last minute into a heated sauce. | own deep pots for 
the stewy, soupy stuff and shallow pans for baked goods 
like cornbread and soufflés. A square. stainless steel, cov- 
ered skillet by Bridge- 
port Brass Co. is such 
a jewel it should hang 
on my charm bracelet. 
It looks so stunning on Me 
the table, full of just-cooked ecetables which it turns out 
to crisp. sweet perfection. I use the Chinese-style steam and 
lettuce-leaf method for vegetables and this skillet works 
like a dream because it’s copper encased in steel and gives 
even, all-over heat. Its square shape keeps stalky vegetables 
like asparagus and broccoli straight and trim. I also use it 
to serve hot fruit compote, which is a favorite party dessert 
in our house. 


Ginger i in practically every form | consider a staple 
“must” for the larder. Sliced ginger root or Spice Islands 
powdered dry ginger is one of the best “back-rubbers” I ever 
encountered for a leg of lamb. It's so much more inter- 
esting than those tired mint leaves that often contribute 
po more than the flaver r of nice fresh hay. A dash of pow- 
dered ginger in 
arun-of-the-mill

over and around 
Bibb lettuce or 
any other salad 
ereens—ah! | 
also use chopped 
ginger root in a show-stopping marinade for barbecued lamb. 
(Mix ginger with garlic, honey and soya sauce.) I toss it 
into lamb stew or chicken casserole and you wouldn't believe 
the taste sensation. Spice Islands crystallized ginger (which 
I nibble on instead of calorie-drenched chocolates) is mar- 
velous to chop and fling over lamb, beef or chicken stew. 
Or sprinkle it over a whipped-cream topping on a dessert. 
Or stuff stewed peaches or pears with a mixture of cream 
cheese, cinnamon and finely chopped ginger. Imagine how 
this concoction would glamorize the lowly stewed prune! 








Flavored vinegar. | cherish a litile 
wardrobe of tarragon, pear and “Widow’s 
Mite” vinegars, which I always keep within 
splashing distance of a salad. Nothing snaps 
up the character of a salad dressing like a 
change in vinegar flavor. Tarragon is divine 
with fish and chicken, so, when I have either of them as a 
main course, | do up the salad with Spice Islands White 
Wine tarragon vinegar. It’s also a stupendous addit on to 
sauces or gravies for fish or chicken. Pear vinegar lends a 
subtle fruitiness to dark meats, so I dash it into stews and 
the gravy of roasts. I consume gallons of “Widow's Mite” 
vinegar which is seasoned with Creole spices and pepperings. 
I mix this with olive oil as a marinade for olives and arti- 
choke hearts—conversation-piece hors d’oeuvres! It also 
turns ordinary vegetables into something special. Whole 
baby beets are scrumptious this way. 


Soup base seasoning by Seyco is a 
dreamy concentrate of chicken fat, onions 
and seasonings. It delivers a quick, rich 
chicken flavor wherever you need it. I use it 
whenever I want to step up the flavor of 
chicken, as in leftover chicken—creamed, 
stewed, pot pies, or what have you. I add 
one teaspoonful to the water when I steam 
vegetables. Rice steamed in this broth is terrific. So is a 
mixture of clam broth and concentrate. And one of my 
spectaculars is an uncooked vichyssoise, whipped up in the 
faithful blender from a couple of left-over boiled potatoes, 
a few green onions, cream, milk and chicken concentrate. 
Those weary boiled potatoes react to this like a dream and the 
onions give it a gorgeous green color. 


Canned cooked bacon, the lean Canadian 
type (Tulip Brand, which is packed in Hol- 
land), is on my staple shelf for two reasons: 
One, I like its round shape which slices into 
neat discs, just right as cocktail canapes or as 
a base under eggs Benedict or plain poached 
or even boiled. Two, it works like a charm 
wherever a salted, smoked meat is called for 
and it’s a quick substitute for ham. and you 
don’t waste a bit of it. If I have leftover veal or chicken 
I make a wonderful casserole deal of veal, bacon, chicken, 
veal, bacon, ad infinitum, all layered together and baked 
with a little chicken broth. Bacon, you will find, is a terrific 
pepper-upper for vegetables. As a first course, I pile green 
beans or spinach on a round of it. I use it to layer a casserole 
of escalloped potatoes and cheese. or as the underbottom of 


a cheese soufilé. (Please turn to page 175)

1. If there is too little water in the soil 


Most people water their lawns during droughts, but few people get 
their money’s worth. Feed the grass genereusly with nitrogen 
and your lawn will use water with the efficiency of a desert camel. 
Lawns not fed since spring need another meal. So, when you 
water them, keep the sprinkler going until the soil is wet deeply— 
at least 6 inches—and you will get deep, widely roaming roots 
down where they are insulated from the sun heat. (When bluegrass 
roots hit 90° F., they quit working, regardless of how much water 
is available.) Actually sample the soil to check wetting depth 
before moving sprinkler. Hoses that look alike in size vary tre- 
mendously in the amount of water they deliver, as photo shows. 

New this year are Aquagro and Ultrawet K, wetting agents 
siphoned into the water in the sprinkler hose to make it “wetter,” 
letting air escape easier, water sink in deeper. Dreft and Joy, 
household detergents, have been tried in the past with some suc- 
cess. Turf experts don’t agree on how much water is saved—or if 
any in most soils, but you may want to experiment. 





2. If grubs are chewing ofi the roois 


Hungry grubs in the soil are the great unsuspected cause of most 
summer browning of lawns. Grubs seek out and gobble up every 
root in the lawn. By midsummer the now-dead grass rolls up with 
no more effort than if it were just a carpet laid on the ground. 
Chlordane has been the standard grub killer, but the new dieldrin is 
three times as potent, remains active in the soil seven or eight years. 

We now know that many lawns yellow and brown in irregular 
patches for somewhat similar reasons. Tiny eel worms, also known 
as nematodes, attack the grass roots, stealing the plant juices. 
Fortunately, drenching the soil with VC-13 or Nemagon kills the 
nematodes without harm to the grass. Water with Versonol, Dow’s 
new chelated plant-food iron, and the grass will promptly sprout 
a big new network of feeding roots. 
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This grub of the Japanese beetle was caught just as 
he had started to gobble up a grass root he had found. 
New dieidrin keeps lawns grub-free for 7 to 8 years. 


3. If your lawnmower is bruising the grass 


Rotary mowers are the principal offenders, tearing the grass so 


badly that the next day’s lawn looks as though it has been singed 
with a blowtorch. Use a flat file to touch up the rotary blade every 
half hour. Replace nicked or bent blades promptly. Junk mower 
when a worn-out engine no longer maintains full blade speed. 

Reel mowers need flat filing every 4 hours to keep the bed- 
knife sharpened like ice skates to a square edge. Blades on reel 
do not need sharpening. They merely fan the grass against the 
bedknife, which does the cutting. Reel and bedknife do not quite 
touch. If mower no longer cuts unless reel grinds against bedknife, 
it's time to buy a new mower. Unless reel was nicked or abused, 





4. If the weeds are crowding out the grass 


Chemical weed killers are so effective that today we fuss about 
lawn weeds that ten years ago we would never have noticed. 2,4-D 
has all but wiped out dandelions, plantain and the other big- 
leaf pests that once were so conspicuous. Many of today’s children 
have never seen a dandelion-studded lawn. 

Crabgrass has jumped with gazelle-like speed to fill every thin 
spot that once grew dandelions and their kind, but we know how 
to kill it quickly and how to keep it out. Crabgrass starts fresh 
each April from seeds buried in the soil by the rains of winter. 
Crag or methylurea in the soil kills the crabgrass as it sprouts. 
During May and June. Scutl or PMAS is sure death, with the plus 
benefit to the bluegrass that these mercury compounds are also 
fine disease stoppers (an increasing amount of summer browning 
is coming from grass diseases). [f crabgrass gets ahead of you, 
the new sodium arsonates will wipe it out in July and August 
with a little less of the simultaneous browning of the bluegrass 
experienced in the past from midsummer use of potassium cyanate.

the furniture of Frank Lloyd Wright 


in traditional rooms 


here is a warmth, richness and dignity 
in traditional furniture that we cannot—and 
should not—give up. Yet there is often a time 
when we would welcome a change, a freshen- 
ing up, as it were, of our rooms, if it did not 
mean sacrificing all these fine, traditional 
values in the process. 

Here, we believe, you can see the virtual 
miracle of the furniture of the world’s greatest 
modern designer at ease, at home, yet always 
itself, in an atmosphere filled with the familiar 
furniture of the past. Might one say these 
pieces by Frank Lloyd Wright—the chests, the 
tables, the open shelves—seem to bring more 
life, more warmth, more richness and interest 
to the traditional pieces than they had had 
without them? The two rooms on these four 
pages have somehow changed from the nicely 
conventional to the living traditional, from an 
air elegantly reminiscent of 18th-century to 
the liveliness of today’s “living” room. 

How well these new Wright pieces blend 
with the furniture of the past! And how fresh 
is their effect upon them! The changes are so 
slight as we look from the before photograph 


to the after. At first (Please turn the page) 





Directly above and to our right is the same living room. At first 
quick sight the photographs might seem identical, but on close study 


the slight changes made in the one on the right become clear. With 
no loss of traditional grace, beauty and warmth, the new cabinets 
and bookshelves designed by Frank Lloyd Wright for Heritage-

here’s more to old roses than sentiment. To say less 

is a cruel disservice. For ancient though many of 

them are, the best old roses are far from anachro- 
nisms. They deserve a better fate than the label, “collector’s 
curiosities.” And now they are getting it. 

Here, among the floral achievements of several centuries, 
are roses unlike any others. So distinctive are their forms and 
fragrances, their kaleidoscopic range of colors, they may even 
seem startling to those who know only modern rose hybrids. 
Like other works of art their beauty is not always spectacular. 
Many have several levels of subtleties in their charm, becoming 
more appealing as each new blossom unfolds. Others have 
a bold, refreshing quality that somehow never palls. 

Consider, if you doubt our judgment, the venerable York, 
a slightly ruffled rose, pristine in its whiteness, with an intri- 
cate crest of gold. Or the species Rosa Hugonis, a perfect 
five-petaled beauty, so yellow it reminds one of moist country 
butter. Austrian Copper, burnished gold on one side, copper 
on the other, flashes like fire in the warm breezes of early 
spring. The integrity of these roses is obvious. Exquisite in 
their beauty, they yet have the wild, free-flowering exuberance 
of their none-too-distant ancestors. 

Or, if your preference is for the more intricate doubles, 


look upon the Rubensesque cabbage roses and their close

cousins, voluptuous moss beauties with coy veils of fragile 
green. (See photographs across the page.) Baroness Roths- 
child, a majestic creation of crushed pink chiffon is feminine 
contrast to the virile Général Jacqueminot, a cupped crimson 
rose with petals smooth as velvet. 

Frau Karl Druschki, the great white lady of all rosedom, 
turns her petals back in modish triangles of great substance. 
And that cherished Bourbon rose, Mme. Pierre Oger, vintage 
1878, but only recently honored by the Royal Horticultural 
Society, means absolute perfection for the many who admire 
her pale pink petals so much like translucent shell. 

There are good novelties, too. Pink Grootendorst, the so- 
called carnation rose, grows lustily, covering itself with clusters 
of dense, deeply fringed flowers scarcely resembling roses. 
Then there are the candy stripes of Rosa Mundi and Camaieux. 
to name but a few. 

As for fragrance? Blossom after blossom these roses float 
intoxicating scents upon the air with abandon unlike other 
flowers. What many modern roses have lost as they gained 
other attributes, these old-timers have in abundance. Piquant. 
pervasive, sweet or spicy, pure rather than blended, their 
intense fragrances are sensual delights. 

Foliage on several of the old roses is as notable as the

If there is enough water, you can fish, 
swim or ice skate, perhaps even lower your 
fire insurance rate, participate in a con- 
servation program, or give the rest of the 
garden an emergency drink during a pro- 
longed drought. 

Water has other qualities, too. In a hot, 
arid climate it cools the air by evapora- 
tion; its very moistness seems pleasant. 
With special waterproof fixtures in its 
depths, water makes possible a variety 
of night lighting effects. A thin film is 
sufficient to exaggerate the color and tex- 
ture of other materials—sand, pebbles, tile, 
brick, plants, animals—stimulating their 
use in pools or wherever water splashes. 

With water you can extend your garden- 
ing horizon to include some of the lux- 
uriant flower and foliage plants which grow 
in quiet water or in bogs. You might even 
create a running stream for your own 
water cress supply. 

Water is apt to be the most positive 
part of the landscape. but it is only as 
effective as the container which gives it 
form and shape. 

In a small home garden, water becomes

Sound construction is necessary, too. 
Nothing is more disconcerting than a pool 
that leaks, a waterfall that runs dry, a 
fountain that demands more water pres- 
sure than is regularly available. Fortu- 
nately, good design, appropriate materials 
and careful workmanship conquer these 
problems before they develop. We think 
you can do no better than to consult an 
architect, landscape architect or someone 
else familiar with such work before you 
start any extensive remodeling or building 
project involving pools.

There is distinction to this small 
house on its small lot. And, some- 
how, the more you know about the 
difficulties it faced. the better you 
see: the distinction of it. 

Why should this be so? 


Because you cannot really sepa- 
rate a house from its site any more 
than you can separate a specific so- 
lution from its specific problem. 
The brilliance of the solution de- 
pends on the difficulty of the prob- 
lem. But more important, our ap- 
preciation of the brilliance of the 
solution depends on our under- 
standing of the impossibility of 
the problem. 


So, we admire the house we have 
just seen almost in direct propor- 
tion to our knowledge of the chal- 
lenges to which it was a response: 


It was built in an area of La 
Jolla, California, where the streets 
are crowded, but where fortunately 
there was barely any set-back re- 
quirement. High vine-covered gar- 
den walls are allowed to be built 
on the property lines and on the 
street (as they should everywhere) . 


HE houses here are of mixed 

architecture: French, Norman or 
English cottage style along with 
Monterey-Mexican and California 
Spanish, mostly built in the twen 
ties and thirties. The effect is pleas- 
ant, but dated, and the houses, on 
the whole, are charming little boxes 
with peep holes for windows. 


The Carl Gewalts liked the 
neighborhood, but they wanted a 
more spacious house than _ their 


neighbors’. Despite the fact that 
their property was small and faced 
streets on three sides, had no view 
cr natural advantages, and was 
crowded on its fourth side by a 
heuse, they wanted “everything”: 
spaciousness and a view (but with 
privacy), individuality of design 
(but in character with the neigh- 
borhood), beauty of a good gar- 
den (but with a 


minimum of 


maintenance), room for expansion. 


The miracle is that they got it. 
Why? Because their designer, Rus- 
sell Forester, sought to reach these 
goals not within the limitations of 


some period style or arbitrary 
architectural form, but strietly in 
terms of the actual site and _ its 


disadvantages. He was so sensitive 
to these negative features and so 
sympathetic to the goals of the 
Gewalts that he was inspired to 
this 


turned the disadvantages to assets, 


design house, which has 


with a charm and originality that 
are strictly the products of the 
“impossible” site. In other words, 
such a site can produce an extraor- 
dinary house, for an _ ordinary 
house often results from an ordi- 
nary site, unless, in this latter 
case, the architect realizes his 
greatest problem is the very ordi- 
nariness of the site. 

How were the problems solved 
and the goals reached? 


1. The corner formed by two of 
the streets was devoted to a motor 
court. This, as we have pointed 
out, gave real style to the house, 
besides providing __ off-the-street 
parking. The garage doors are 
their honest selves, but the treat- 
ment of them creates a contrasting 
textural effect with adjacent plants 
and makes a usually blank or mo- 
notonous surface into something 
of interest. 

The entrance gate is at the care- 
fully calculated center of attention 
created by the garage facade on 
the left and an undulating fence 
on the right. This helps give per- 
spective and, so, a greater illu- 
sion of spaciousness to a_ small 
area. From here one enters the 
garden and then the house. 


2. The interior garden was the 
result of the house hugging the 
curve of the street and the property 
line to make greatest use of the lot. 
In the process it reached around to 
partly enclose a private terrace, 
which is further enclosed by means 
of a fence. This garden gives the 
owners of the house a private view 
did not exist before the 
house was built. It also lends its 


which 


light and airiness to all the rooms 
of the house facing it, giving them 
a greater impression of expansive- 
ness. 


3. Lack of natural 
made the garden design extremely 
important. The planting along the 
street effectively screens the house 


features 


from view and provides a pleasant 
tracery of green for the people 
within. From the street this plant- 
ing not only acts as a buffer, but 
was carefully chosen to make the 
house seem more at ease with the 
street, detached and uncrowded. 
although it is only six or nine feet 
from it. The same sense of form 
and scale in the planting makes the 
inner garden seem much Jarger 
than it is and more appealing when 
seen close up. It also resulted in

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But they were a dry-eyed lot. I don’t remember having seen 
a single tear on the cheek of a single standee. Perhaps the music 
which apparently stirred their souls by-passed anything so in- 
consequential, biologically speaking, as the tear ducts and went 
right to what our forefathers thought of as the seat of pity, 
tenderness and compassion—the bowels. Or perhaps (and this 
may be unfair) there was a touch of both musical and emotional 
snobbery about them. 

I am a relatively dry-eyed type myself. I don’t remember 
ever having shed a tear at a Beethoven symphony or at a Brahms 
symphony or even, though it seems strange to me, at a Mozart 
symphony. My spine has tingled; I have felt half-stunned, but 
my eyes have not smarted. Musical tears are not for majestic 
symphonies, at least not my tears. They are (and they’re rare) 
for the lyrical and the soaring. for the nostalgic and (who denies 
it?) the sentimental. They are for the touching, not the tragic. 

But like you, I am a special case. You ery for your reason; 
V’ll blow my nose for mine. 

My handkerchief has an affinity for Bach, especially for 
the “Air for the G-String” from the Third Suite in D and for the 
chorales of the St. Matthew Passion. No one could say that 
these are sentimental; they are all, in fact, majestic. But for 
me they are the most nostalgic of music. The first. the Air, is 
inextricably identified for me with a tough love that has been 
lasting. I first heard it superbly performed when that love was 
new and fragile. The second, the chorales, were part of my 
choirboy childhood. They were hard work; they were discipline 
and they were also accomplishment. If they bring tears of nos- 
talgia, they are not for things lost, but for the beginnings of 
things built into the architecture of my life. 

Nostalgia and even the purest of musical art can meet and 
there is an explosion. But the explosion can come from the 
mixture of many elements. All tears are personal except those 
for show. Some are of wrath or self-pity; some are of exhaustion. 
or hurt, or humiliation, or loneliness. Music can evoke all ol 
these, but none is more personal than those that start out of 
no conflict, but suddenly, unheralded, stand in one’s eyes from 
pure pleasure. 

The chemistry of pleasure is far more subtle than the chem- 
istry of matter, but its elements are often distilled in music. 
When the mind and the heart are brought into a state of both 
harmony and unison—a condition that a composer can create 
in man but not in notes—then there is likely to be a joyous 
explosion. The floodgates give way. We surrender ourselves to 


pleasure, to purification and to Kleenex.

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HOW TO ENJOY A SYMPHONY—V

was published when he was forty- 
three, an age by which Beethoven 
had completed eight of his nine; 
not to speak of Mozart, who had 
émbarked on a symphonic venture 
at the ripe age of ten. 


HY this extraordinary delay? 

The whole musical world ex- 
pected him to compose a symphony. 
Early in life he had become a re- 
spected, famous, and, very soon 
after, a financially successful com- 
poser. It was understood not only 
by those professional musicians 
who admired Brahms, in the van- 
guard of whom was Schumann, but 
also by the public at large, that 
Brahms was the heir-apparent of 
the classic Viennese tradition, in- 
heritor of the orchestral apparatus 
of Haydn, Mozart and Beethoven. 

Had there ever been a major 
composer who did not compose a 
symphony? Of course not, if you 
excepted Wagner, for whom the 
Brahmsians had no use, and Cho- 
pin, who was a keyboard composer. 
If only he would begin a symphony, 
Schumann advised him, “the end 
will come by itself.”” What did hap- 
pen was that Brahms made a num- 
ber of attempts, some of whose 
themes we may find in his First 
Piano Concerto and in the German 
Kequiem. 

But he was not ready. A shadow, 
the looming shadow of Beethoven, 
long brooded over him. Years had 
to pass before he emerged into the 
light. He himself said, “You have 
no idea how it feels to hear behind 
you the tramp of a giant.” That 
giant, of course, was Beethoven. 
But emerge he did, after ten years 
of composing, tearing up and re- 
composing. 

The First Symphony, therefore, 
probably holds the record for 
length of gestation. Who shall say 
that the outcome was not worth its 
Bulow, the 
eminent conductor, called it the 
Tenth Symphony. The witty appel- 
lation is both just and unjust. What

The First Symphony probably 
owes most of its popularity to the 
second movement. Critic Lawrenil 
Gilman, an eloquent admirer o 
Brahms, saw in it “the musica 
poet of long vistas and grave medi. 
tations.” The oboe sings a lovel 
and sad melody, but it is a sadness 
which is neither bitter nor despair: 
ing. The popular feature of this 
movement is a violin solo, which 
takes up the melody and_ brings 
the movement to a conclusion 
(Some pundits have questioned 
whether it is proper to introduce a 
violin solo into a symphonic work, 
The public has given them the 
answer with fervent approval.) 

The third movement is very char4 
acteristic of Brahms when he is 
simple and ingenuous. It has a kind 
of folk-tune quality; it shines with 
a kind of warm, autumnal sun. The 
finale is nothing short of stupen+) 
dous. Again we hear a dramati¢ 
introduction, with the strings play- 
ing pizzicato. Suddenly the orches- 
tra seems to stop; over hushed and) 
muted the horn, and} 
then the flute, plays a clarion call 
which if the heavens 
were about to open. Later in the

in Boston, a respected critic de 
scribed it as “something depressing 
and unedifying, a work coldly elab- 


orated. . . . Certainly it cannot be 
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popular; it will not be loved like 
the dear masterpieces of genius.” 
The critic was wrong. 

In reviewing the ‘progress of 
symphonic music, as we are doing 
in this series of articles, we must 
set Brahms in his proper place. Let 
us say again that this symphony is 
beautiful, that it has a romantic 
interest and a dramatic drive which 
quite explain and justify the popu- 
larity it enjoys. It is one of the 
major works of music. But let us 
also state, though Brahms followed 
Beethoven, his symphonies do not 
go beyond Beethoven’s. That great- 
ness was never—at least not up to 
now—to be reached, that noble 
force never to be repeated. How- 
ever, despite the fact that we have 
descended from that 
peak, we are still high in the range 
of great music when we listen to 
Brahms’ symphonies.

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HOW TO BUILD 
A TREE HOUSE 


By LEAVITT DUDLEY 


A house in the branches of a spreading tree holds a special fascina- 
tion for a child. Unrestricted by adult demands, he finds adventure 
and a remote world of his own on a lofty, shady platform ten or 
twelve feet above ground. For the grownup, too, a tree house offers a 
touch of insular privacy ideal for reading, dozing or dreaming away 
a warm summer afternoon. In fact, this back-yard addition could give 
pleasure to the whole family, if it is properly designed and con- 
structed, and safe. Safety of the structure and conservation of the 
trees are the most important considerations. Build only in sound, 
healthy trees, strong enough to support several hundred pounds of both 
lumber and active youngsters. Basis of the tree house is a platform. 
Choose its location for maximum support and ease of construction, 
The many branches and their wide spread complicate building at (B), 
(below). At (C), branches are too close to the trunk. (A) is pre- 
ferred. A safe cantilever is 42” to 48” from a support point of a plat- 
form of 2” x 4” planks. If extensions keep within these dimensions, 
platforms may take irregular shapes to conform to the growth of the 
trees. Line up its support points carefully for a level, steady platform, 
Measure their distances from flat ground with a plumb line, sight on a

trunk prevents confinement of tree. Steel tie rods strengthen the 
platform, with shorter ties as irregularities so all members are bound 
together. Rods may be purchased and ends threaded at a welding 
shop. Platform members and spacers, drilled with %¢” holes, are 
nailed into their final positions on the rods. Locate ate for 
safety rails at each corner of the platform and at intervals no greater 
than 6’ along the sides. Each replaces the spacer block at its posi- 
tion. Nail upper and lower rails to stanchions, after tightening nuts 
and drawing protruding ends from tie rods. Trim of 1” x 4” finishes 
the ends of the platform. Protect the woodwork with two or three 
coats of good grade exterior paint in gray-green, olive drab or other 
color blending with the tree. Painting of platform members is easier » 
if done before assembly. A rope ladder, pulled up after the climber, 
gives a tree house the privacy it needs. Notched to prevent slipping, 
rungs cut from an old shovel handle or other hard wood are inserted 
between spread strands of the rope and held with lashings of 18- or 
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24-thread cotton seine twine. Secure the ladder to a strong branch 
overhanging the platform. A difficult load is easily handled with a 
simple hoist devised from a swiveled awning pulley. A cleat screwed 
to the rail holds the cargo for unloading.

How to install 


Skylight 


Wout you like a ceiling with a 
view—an indoor garden? Do you 
want better light to work by in 
kitchen, utility room or workshop?

A five-bottle wine cellar lets me duke up ordinary dishes 
so glamorously that people start asking me for the recipe. 
Marsala. for instance, gives a sensational flavor lift to canned 
black bean soup; it’s divine in the gravy for duck; it’s abso- 
lutely world-beating as a sauce for salt cod, brewed up with 
mushroom soup, milk, parsley and shallots. If you fling it 
over parboiled sweet potatoes, with a larding of butter and 
brown sugar, you have a dish that’s out of this world. I splash 
it into quick-mix vanilla pudding and end up with a fine 
imitation of zabaglione. Madeira I use many times in place of 
sherry for the “what is it” flavor it adds to mushrooms, kidneys. 
clams, sweetbreads and ham. And poured over broiled steak 
and a chip of truffle—well. they practically ask for your auto- 
graph. Cognac is a spirited old standby which lets you change 
the flavor of a meat dish at the drop of a spoonful. If you burn 
it over the sautéed meat for pot roast or stew, just before you 
clamp on the cover and start simmering, the results are heavenly. 
A scant jigger doused into chicken stew turns it into a rea- 
sonable facsimile of coq au vin, and what it does to tripe de- 
serves a blue ribbon. With Grand Marnier I get absolutely 
carried away, it gives such a superb orangey lilt to desserts. 
I sprinkle it over fruits—it’s nothing short of celestial on 
sliced oranges—or heat and pour over thin pancakes in a 
chafing dish (lazy Crépes Suzettes Stanton, that is). I fling 
it into a bland custard and have a gourmet’s dream of a sauce 
for stewed fruit. Port wine is my secret seasoning for duck, 


goose. hare. chicken livers. ham; port-soaked pears are divine. 


Dark brown sugar has such dreamy 
overtones of flavor combined with its not- 
too-sweet sweetness that I use it pretty much 
on everything. I usually toss a spoonful of 
it into a salad dressing. I keep it on the 
dining table all summer long for scattering 


on fresh fruit. (Try fresh apricots, peaches, 





pears or strawberries.) I fling a little sugar Me 
into any vegetable I happen to be cooking according to my 
covered-skillet method. but for peas I use white instead of 
dark brown. When I’m chopping onions I sprinkle them with 
white sugar which seems to eliminate the sting and the dis- 
tressing aftertaste. I dash dark brown sugar over any and all 
cabbagey vegetables in cooking. Cabbage, cauliflower, broccoli, 
Brussels sprouts become high-toned delicacies. for the sugar 
seems to take away that steamy, gassy flavor that sometimes 
afflicts them. I also toss it into the cookpot with any of the 
salted or smoked meats like ham, tongue or corned beef. In 
fact, here’s a partified twist on the corned beef and cabbage 
dinner.

The trip from the Nord Station 
Brussels takes about one hour 
nd ten minutes, passing through 
he flower center of Ghent. (We 
ad the urge to jump off here when 
e saw the plaiform loaded with 
ales of mammoth bronzey-laven- 
r chrysanthemums, like elegant, 
Shaggy floor mops.) And when we 
veheld Bruges’s slick new railroad 
‘tation with its contemporary mu- 
als by René de Pauw and great 
slass walls overlooking a broad 
‘awn-like esplanade. we were cer- 
ainly struck by its lack of resem- 
lance to that Venice-of-the-North 
cene on our button box. But this 
yag corrected in a matter of min- 
tes for we fortunately got lost al- 
ost immediately, drunk as we were 
ith the luxury of being all alone 
n the incredible balminess of a 
November day that might have been 
n June if the beech leaves were not 
dickering down in sunny drifts. 
| We eschewed the esplanade which 
jwould have taken us directly to the 
‘Market Square (also referred to as 
Grand’ Place) and the tourist of- 
ice and its free-walking-tour map 
which we later picked up and 
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unreservedly recommend. Instead, 
we followed our heart and a path 
along a river, while the Town 
Hall carillon played its ten o’clock 
tune. Then, casually, aimlessly, we 
stepped off the path and suddenly 
were right back in the placid, 
peaceful, picturesque Bruges of the 
button box. And for the next eight 
hours we could almost believe we 
were living in the rich Flemish port 
of the Middle Ages, the home of 
Burgundian princes, Italian mer- 
chants, home of the 
pious women called Béguines and 
of many of the artists of the fifteenth- 
century Flemish school. There were 
the canals, reflecting the gently 
arched old bridges like shimmering 
ellipses, mirroring ancient stones 
and red-tile gables and romantic 
turrets. 


Crusaders, 


And when we came upon the 
Béguinage unexpectedly, we almost 
cried with delight, 
the sight of swans 


enchanted by 
gliding noise- 
lessly in the quiet of its 
moat. We felt that we had never 
before come so close to serenity as 


waters 


this still, lonely, intriguing moment. 

The Béguinage itself was origi- 
nally an enclosed town of women 
dedicated to religion, but not be- 
longing to religious orders. Each 
lived alone, sometimes rather grand- 
ly, in her own house, as one can 
the little 
eighteenth-century Béguinal House 


judge from a visit to 
which is kept as a museum. 


Nees the Béguinage is the 
home of Benedictine nuns who 
work and study and perform good 
works within the peaceful enclo- 
sure. They also keep a guest house 
for women who may come to spend 
a few quiet days away from the 
pressures of the workaday world. 
We watched the nuns perform their 
noonday office in the little church 
of Saint Elizabeth, chanting their 
prayers in meticulous ritual. They 
walk two by two in dignified pro- 
cession like fifteenth-century ladies 
in the same intricate, immaculate 
white coifs. which were worn by 
the earlier Béguines. 

In constant delight we wandered 
through the old streets, although 
we might also have taken passage 
on a motor launch and made a 35- 
minute tour of the town by canal. 

The launch trip costs a maximum 
of $1.50 each—the more people, the 
less per person. The energetic can 
row their way around town in a 
rowboat for something like 60 cents

edited your 


house lately? 


By HAMLEN HUNT 


Eve house, every apartment, 
every dwelling-place, probably in- 
cluding igloos, in time gathers an 
encrustation of unnecessary objects 
(junk) on its surface and in its 
crevices, as great whales are over- 
grown with vast colonies of para- 
sitic life. Not that housekeepers 
are untidy, but in time one no 
longer sees this encrustation that 
has formed over the original shape 
of the household. 

Year after year, there appear 
more articles of furniture “too good 
to throw away,” all mantelpieces 
and upper shelves develop vases at 
the bottom of which are thumb- 
tacks, stubs of pencils, rubber 
bands and occasionally a little wa- 
ter left over from the last time they 
held flowers. 

There are empty flowerpots, from 
which the original plants have died, 
and the idea is someday to trans- 
plant other green things to these 
pots. Meanwhile, they remain empty 
and not particularly lovely. Per- 
haps the goldfish have died, but the 
tank is still there, clean now and 
rather mournfully empty. 

There is a more vital and neces- 
sary encrustation that forms, par- 
ticularly around the males of a 
household, although there are fe- 
males who occasionally exhibit the 
tendency to preserve every single 
scrap of paper that comes into the 
house—coupons giving ten cents 
off, old bills, paid or not, candi- 
dates’ self-estimates printed in leaf- 
lets and on blotters, slipped through 
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the mail slot—all preserved. 

There seems to be some magic 
in even a torn bit of paper with an 
outmoded telephone number scrib- 
bled on it. “Save it!”, these paper- 
worshippers cry. The gathered pa- 
pers may go back in time so far 
that they include elementary school 
arithmetic papers, vintage 1913; or 
notes for a sophomore English 
theme. Children, of course, are 
notable for being unable to say, 
“Yes,” when asked, “Can I throw 
this away?” 

Mothers have developed methods 
whereby they handle the problem 
in children, who are, of course, 
smaller, and so it is not fair. Some 
mothers coldly throw away—after 
fair warnings, usually—anything 
they find on the floor; or below a 
certain level; or out of place, if it 
is there tomorrow. Other mothers 
sneakily do not tell their children, 
now in the eighth grade, that they 
are throwing away their kinder- 
garten drawings and first feeble 
attempts to do addition. Were the 
children to be queried, these moth- 
ers know the answer would be, 
“No! Save it! Save it!” | 

There is a necessary, up-to-date | 
accumulation of bills, ads, invita- 
tions, letters to be answered, and 
so on. But it must constantly be

HE answer to this barnacle- 

trouble that develops on the mas- 
sive back of a living, breathing 
household is taken, not from the 
whaling industry, but from another 
field of endeavor. The answer is: 
Editing. Edit your household, not 
at any fixed, regular period neces- 
sarily, but, for more fun and more 
achievement, at certain irregular 
occasions. 

For instance, how lovely the 
house looks at Christmas time, 
when swags decorate stairways and | 
walls, when the tree, glittering and 
promising, is in the corner and the 
wreath is on the front door. Then | 
the smell of cold mountain forests 
comes indoors and the poinsettia | 


blooms redolently in the window. 
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Most women, before they deco- 
rate for Christmas, do a necessary 


clearing-out and putting away, 
whether or not there is storage 


space, in order to make the house 
look all of a piece and ready for 
the holidays. They move into attic 
or cellar the chair that always gets 
in the way. They rearrange furni- 
ture. They put away all ornaments 
not of some functional value at the 
holiday season. They clear cff man- 
telpieces to be filled with Christmas 
cards. sweep away wedding presents 
and lamps that do not give light 
but have always just stood on that 
particular table. They may put into 
drawers things they suddenly see 
and wish they didn’t—a tired old

In time, she brings out the old 
vases, and the print probably goes 
back on the wall where a wreath 
hung. She drags into its traditional 


corner the rump-sprung chair.

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They flower early, beginning in 
spring, then let up in midsummer 
heat. The blossoms are of every 
color but blue, and since the stems 
tend to be limp, they usually float 
on the water’s surface. 

Tropical lilies, on the other hand, 
must be annuals and 
planted anew each spring. Their 
flowers begin later and improve in 
quality and quantity, reaching their 
peak in the hottest weather and 
continuing into fall. The stems 
are stout and hold the flowers above 
the water. Flower colors include 
several light and dark blues and 
purples. The flowers themselves are 


grown as 


large. perhaps twelve inches across, 
and numerous. Many have pleasing 
fragrances and some of them bloom 
at night. 

For those with little space. there 
are also dwarfs called pygmy lilies 
with flowers and leaves only two to 
three inches across, but with all the 
charm of the larger plants. Some 
are hardy; the more common varie- 
ties are tropical. 

You can buy tropical water lilies 
as growing plants in five-inch pots. 
The plants usually have several 
leaves and buds which must not be 
allowed to dry out. They should 
not be. set in the pool, however. 
until the water temperature is 75°. 
So, if the plants arrive early, un- 
pack them and set them tempo- 
rarily in a pail of warm water. 

Hardy lilies are sold either as 
plants or, earlier in the season, as 
dormant root stock. They can be 
set in the pool when the water has 
reached 65°. If planted in water 
too cool, water lilies drop their 
leaves and become dormant. 

In most small pools. it is better 
to plant water lilies and the other 
water plants with roots in boxes 
or other containers than in loose 
soil in the pool bottom. The box 
eaeler to 


method is cleaner and 


handle and requires less soil. 


ve the various lilies are quite 
\¥ specific in the amount of water 
needed over their roots, the boxes 
have another important advantage: 
They can be’raised or lowered as 
necessary by changing the blocks 
under them. Incidentally. this is 
one place to avoid redwood; it 
blackens the water and is detri- 
mental to both fish. 
Boxes should be a foot deep and at 


plants and 


least a foot square. Twenty inches 
on each side is better. 

Since the size and number of 
flowers depends on the food supply. 
it pays to start water lilies in rich 
soil and then feed them periodically 
during the growing season. Growers 
prefer a mixture of 3 parts good 
loam and 1 part thoroughly rotted 


cow manure, or a commercial water- 
lily food. It’s important that the 
manure be completely decomposed 
and the soil free of bits of roots and 
stems, which would foul the water 
when they rotted. 

To get the maximum bloom from 
tropical lilies, commercial growers 
“bomb” their pools at two-week in- 
tervals by inserting in the soil, 
around each plant, a small square 
of cloth filled with plant food tied 
into a bag. This gives the foliage 
a boost, too. And to prevent over- 
crowding, the growers periodically 
remove up to a third of the leaves, 
cutting the stalks at the base of 
the plant. 


PACING of the plants is impor- 
\J tant for esthetic as well as cul- 
tural reasons. We believe it is better 
to have one truly magnificent water 
lily displayed to perfection in an 
expanse of blue water. which re- 
veals the beauty of its radiating 
leaves and flowers. than a dozen 
plants crowded so close together 
that hardly any water shows. 

As you read the catalogs or visit 
the tanks of a water-lily specialist, 
keep in mind these measurements: 
Pygmy lilies spread their leaves 
over an area of one to three feet 
across; hardy lilies from three to 
five feet; tropicals from three to 
eight feet.

called oxygenating plants that pool 
specialists sell in variety. Goldfish 
and snails also help keep life in 
the pool balanced by éating the 
algae which sometimes make pools 
green. If algae do get out of hand 
potassium permanganate will cor- 
situation. At least 
grower sells it in handy tablet form; 


rect the one 
you have only to dissolve the cor- 
rect number of tablets in the pool. 

Don’t worry about changing the 
water. If your water supply is chlo- 
rinated. wait two days after filling 
the pool before adding fish. Small 
amounts of water added later will 
not contain enough chlorine to be 
detrimental. 

Water life tends to establish its 
own equilibrium if left alone. Thus, 
you can use recirculated water, if 
you choose, so long as its return 
to the pool doesn’t create undue 
movement around the plants. Water 
plants do best in warm quiet water. 

When winter comes, the tropical 
plants should be- discarded in all 
but the warmest parts of the coun- 
try. Hardy lilies can be left in the 
pool, and if the climate merits it, 
the pool should be covered with 
boards. In areas where the water 


might freeze solid, thus killing the 
roots, an additional covering of 
straw will provide more insulation. 


Other plants 


There are many other plants 
suitable for the small water garden, 
Perhaps you will prefer a bog gar- 
den of plants, which need only two 
or three inches of water over their 
roots, or the several handsome foli- 
age plants, both hardy and tropical. 
You'll never really appreciate 
these plants until you see them 
growing. Their needs are simple. 
Study the catalogs and, if there is 
a dealer near by, visit his pond and 
talk with him. Then you can select 
with confidence the plants best 
suited to your own garden.

cent. Swift and Company suggests 
adding two ounces of suet to a 
pound of meat if it is very lean, or 
about 16 per cent. Random sam- 
ples of chopped meat bought at 
various stores ran as high as 30 
per cent fat content. Our own 
House BEAUTIFUL recommendation 
is this: 7 to 8 per cent is probably 
ideal, when cooking is done at low 
This means trim- 
ming away all that can be trimmed 
and relying on the marbling to get 
what little fat you want. 


RIME cuts of meat with a rich 

marbling of fat are not necessary 
for hamburger. A _ well-marbled 
piece of meat may have as much 
as 18 to 20 per cent fat. Probably 
too much. Excellent hamburgers 
may be made from meats graded as 
Choice or even Good. In such mat- 
ters a reliable butcher is your best 


possible mentor. 


Life would be a lot simpler in 
the hamburger department if we 
could turn to the freezer to help 
solve our problems. There are 
many so-called frozen hamburgers 
and chopped steaks under various 
names, but all (to the best of our 
knowledge and belief to date) are 
wispy sandwich fillers and not to 
be classed in the same group with 
the solid American burger. 

Is it possible to. do your own 
quick-freezing of a thick burger of 
the kind of meat you want? 

So far we have had little success 
with freezing hamburgers for more 
than a couple of days. Moreover, 
they are difficult to cook if pre- 
pared from the solid frozen steak. 
We have found them inclined to 
break apart. If thawed before cook- 
ing, there is a great deal of drip 
and the meat becomes dry. 

Is there no way to prepare ham- 
burgers ahead of time and keep 
them in the freezer? There is one 
way. Cook them by your favorite 
method but only about 60 per cent 
done. Top each burger with a pat 
of butter and wrap separately in 
foil. At serving time place the 
burgers still in their foil wrappers 
in the even or heat under the broil- 
er, just about the same length of 
time that it would take to cook the 
fresh meat. Serve in the foil like 
pompano en papillote, opening the 
package at the top just wide 
enough to allow for a sprinkle of 
salt and a generous grind of fresh 
black peppercorn. 

At first thought, charcoal broil- 
ing would seem to be the ideal way 
to cook the perfect burger. Under 


ideal circumstances, with all the 
factors under control, it can be 
excellent. Usually, however, fat 
falls in the fire and flares up, sear- 
ing the meat, the hamburger sticks 
to the grids and it is often difficult 
to turn. Occasionally it breaks 
apart. In many cases the meat is 
dry because the fire is too hot. Low 
and slow is definitely the way to do 
hamburgers over charcoal, and this 
takes an expert. 

Even better than charcoal, in the 
opinion of many experts, is the 
open electric rotisserie broiler. The 
spit is not used and the burgers are 
arranged on a mesh or grid so that 
fat drains away and the meat does 
not stew or sauté. Hamburgers 
should be broiled at least three 
inches below the source of heat. 
Slow cooking keeps them juicy. 
Remember, low heat, slow cooking. 

At Twenty One, where the ham- 
burger is at least as good as any- 
where in the world (and I’d say 
better), the preferred method is a 
griddle on top of the stove—an un- 
greased non-stick griddle, designed 
so that any grease will be carried 
away around the edges. This is real 
grilling, never to be confused with 
frying. Much the same effect can 
be achieved in a heavy frying pan. 
if you are careful to keep pouring 
away the fat as it accumulaies. 


S FOR the seasoning of ham- 

burgers, this is a topic that has 
no end. After trying practically ev- 
erything we have reached this con- 
clusion: When the meat is as good 
as it should be, the less you tamper 
with it the better it tastes. (Still. 
we've just admitted we are enam- 
ored of Twenty One’s hamburgers 
and there they do grind a bit of raw 
celery with the meat, as a whim of 
Maxwell Kreindler.) 

Under no circumstances should 
salt be added before cooking. 
There is no doubt that it draws out 
the juices. Afterward, to each his 
own flavor addendum. Most people 
like a little pepper. Many like soy. 
a dash of Worcestershire, various 
M.S.G. Spice Islands’ 
Beau Monde is extremely popular.

rubrifolia the soft plum-colored 
leaves are its main attractions. 
Other roses with more worthy flow- 
ers, however, also have fdliage so 
fine and durable it is important in 
the garden and good to have on 
hand to use with other flowers in- 
doors. In the individual descriptions 
which follow, you'll note several 
references to good rose foliage. 

These are roses of many yester- 
days, some of them dating back to 
the first centuries of our civilization. 
They are shrubs and should be con- 
sidered as such. 


UT they are also plants to be 

cherished, to be enjoyed—in the 
garden and in bouquets—and to 
be passed on to other generations. 
Don’t let the tangled threads of his- 
tory drag them into oblivion, to be 
known only in books and catalogs. 

Care of the old roses is negli- 
gible. Most grow in any reasonably 
productive soil. Several seem to 
thrive in such difficult situations as 
dry, windswept banks and sandy 
seashore plantings. Those with 
arching or rambling canes can be 
trained to drape over walls, cascade 
down banks, or even grow up into 
old orchard trees or twine with 
clematis on screens or posts. 

Many of the more vigorous roses 
are useful deterrents to traflic, suit- 
able for hedges, barriers and even 
ground covers. For the latter pur- 
pose dwarf varieties of leathery- 
leaved Rosa rugosa and the fine- 
textured, almost evergreen Rosa 
Wichuraiana are excellent. One of 
the finest ground covers we’ve ever 
seen was of rugosa hybrid Max 
Graf with pachysandra. 

As a whole, the old roses make 
bigger, stronger shrubs than their 
inbred cousins. If an honest regard 
for the nature and mature size of 
each bush is kept in mind at plant- 
ing time, you'll seldom need to 
prune more than to remove dead 
wood and improve the general ap- 
pearance. If the canes are very long, 
however, and there is danger they 
may be badly whipped about by 
wind, you may want to reduce their 
length by at least a third or more 
in early spring. 

When space is limited, stray 
canes which appear beyond the 
main bush should be dug up at 
once and cut back to their source. 
Allowed to develop at will, they 
would eventually make a_ large, 
dense clump, attractive but still 
space-taking. 

Rugosas and similarly vigorous 
varieties can be kept to a desired 


height by cutting the tallest canes 
back to the ground every two or 
three years as needed. This is pref- 
erable to cutting the entire shrub 
back at less frequent intervals be- 
cause it preserves the bushy effect 
of the rose. 

To train a hedge, merely cut back 
the shoots which have grown too 
long. Then, when growth has be- 
come so dense that some canes 
weaken or die, you can either cut 
the hedge back to a given height 
and thin out the weaker branches, 
or cut the entire hedge back to the 
ground—at a temporary sacrifice in 
screening effect. If cut back in early 
spring, however, the new growth 
will be rapid and dense. 

If the roses are hardy in the area, 
they seem to get along without win- 
ter protection or other care. Con- 
trary to what you may have been 
told, however, some old roses are 
quite susceptible to black spot and 
should be dusted occasionally like 
modern roses. 


The best old roses 


As rosarian Will Tillotson says, 
“There are good, bad and indiffer- 
ent old roses. Each must be judged 
individually on its own merits. For 
much too long, old roses have been 
grown chiefly to please the experi- 
enced collector, whose interest may 
be largely academic ... beauty and 
garden value, ‘nice,’ of course, 
but secondary. The new enthusiast 
needs guidance in selecting the best 
varieties.” And for this new enthu- 
siast we describe the outstanding 
roses in each of the most im- 
portant groups. 

French rose (Rosa gallica): An- 
cient, yet amenable to modern gar- 
dens, a dense, dark green, prickly 
shrub which holds its flowers proud- 
ly erect. Suckers freely, making 
massive display if left to own 
means. Tolerant of poor soils, more 
spectacular in good soils. Original 
R. gallica, bears single dark pink 
flowers; variety Jeannette, bright, 
light red, fading to old rose. R. 
Mundi, an early variation, is pale 
pink with heavy, irregular stripes 
of rose-red (often sold as the less 
vigorous York and Lancaster which 
is white with light markings of pink 
or rose). 
Damask rose (R. damascena): 
Slightly double, deep rose flowers 
with golden stamens and a distinc- 
tive fragrance. Hardy, but needs 
good soil. Variety Madame Hardy, 
double white with a small green 
eye, is one of the best sellers among 
old roses. 
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Cabbage rose (R. centifolia) : Once 
thought our oldest rose, now known 
to have appeared first in 18th cen- 
tury. Although the sturdy bushes 
grow lax and open, with coarse 
foliage, the “Rose of a Hundred 
Leaves” is still treasured for its fat, 
crinkled, nodding flowers and true 
rose perfume. Rose des Peintres, 
deep rose and pink with a raised 
center, was a favorite of old Dutch 
painters. 

Moss rose (R. centifolia muscosa) : 
Derived from the cabbage roses, 
this delightful group is  distin- 
guished by fine glandular filigree of 
green or red which crease the bud 
and stems. The original Pink Moss 
blooms lavishly in spring, clear 
pink and intensely fragrant. Flow- 
ers of Alfred de Dalmas are a deli- 
cate blush pink, cupped, well filled, 
and abundant. The bush is compact 
and free of diseases. Deuil de Paul 
Fontaine, like Alfred de Dalmas, 
tends to repeat bloom in fall. Color: 
deep crimson, with brown or black 
shadings. prickly moss on_ buds. 
Salet also flowers freely in spring 
and fall, clear pink and full, with 
soft light green leaves. The Crested 
Moss, known in France as Chapeau 
de Napoléon, because of the re- 
markable fringe on the bud has no 
moss on the stalks and stems as 
the other roses do. Moss may not 
appear on any of the varieties until 


the second or third year after 
planting. 
White rose of York (R. alba): 


White blossoms, pure without seem- 
ing cold, displayed against hand- 
some blue-green foliage. Forms vary 
from singles to doubles. Fifteenth 
century painters were especially 
fond of the double whites and a 
soft pink variety, Maiden’s Blush. 
York is a tall, vigorous rose tending 
to legginess if it is not cut back 
occasionally. 

Musk rose (R. moschata): An an- 
cient rose, unequalled in fragrance. 
Bush arches high and wide in sun 
or shade, covering a large area with 
long heavy sprays of single white 
flowers in spring. Hybrid Cornelia 
blooms longer, with flowers of 
blended apricot and pink. Kathleen 
bears large clusters of white flow- 
ers which develop into bright red 
hips attractive in fall. Foliage is 
big, leathery and pest resistant. 
Bourbon roses: Hybrids with much 
charm, said to stem from a natural 
hybrid found on island of Bourbon. 
Commandant Beaurepaire is a spec- 
variety of

Coupe d’Hébé is a robust glossy- 
leaved beauty with thick, waxlike 
petals of delicate pink.

La 
Reine Victoria, the parent of cher- 
ished Mme. Pierre Oger, a shell 
pink Bourbon, is rosy pink with 
deeper color on the outer petals. 
The shape is unique, full and round. 
each petal like a shell enclosed 
upon the other. Foliage is a good 
soft green. Bushes are more erect 
and slender than with most Bour- 
bons. Blooms intermittently all 
summer. Souvenir de la Malmaison, 
a many petaled flesh pink rose with 
deeper color in the center, hardy 
and vigorous, blooms in spring and 
again in fall. Has a haunting fra- 
grance. Hermosa, a Bourbon that 
reverted back to the China rose 
parent, is an old favorite, somewhat 
smaller both in flower and bush 
than the true Bourbons, and _ it 
has double, capped flowers of an 
exciting soft pink. 

Hybrid perpetuals: The largest 
group of old roses still being grown. 
In spite of the name, most flower 
intermittently. Baroness Rothschild. 
a healthy majestic rose with dainty 
pink and cream flowers. Baronne 
Prévost, deep rose-pink flowers with 
a sweet, pleasing fragrance, on 
a husky, erect plant. Ferdinand 
Pichard, crisply double, red mark- 
ings on white blossoms, perhaps the 
finest of the striped roses, abundant 
flowers, pleasing foliage. Frau Karl 
Druschki., 
white rose, tall and queenly, pest- 
proof. Général Jacqueminot, a bril-

a damask fragrance. Georg Arends, 
stylish in the manner of hybrid 
teas, glowing pink petals reflexed 
into points.

New books about old roses 


Although we've talked almost 
entirely about the physical beauty 
and performance of the old roses, 
we freely admit that there is fasci- 
nation, too, in their history and 
their relationships to each other in 
the development of our modern 
roses. So we think you’l! be inter- 
ested in two books recently pub- 
lished in England, which give at- 
tention to their background as well 
as their culture. 

The Old Shrub Roses, by Graham 
Stuart Thomas, distributed in this 
country by Charles T. Branford 
Co., Boston, Mass., $6.50. is the 
most informative and useful book 
on these flowers. 

Enthusiastic, yet realistic, Mr. 
Thomas evaluates the old roses in 
terms of their appropriateness in 
modern gardens. Gardeners in this 
country may find the magenta and 
purple varieties less attractive than 
he does, and the ultimate sizes of 


their shrubs somewhat less than 
those in his English garden, but 
the bulk of the information is sound 
and incisive. Allowances must also 
be made for varieties described but 
not sold here. 

Important, too, are the chapters 
devoted to publishing the notes of 
Dr. C. C. Hurst on the origin and 
evolution of our garden roses which 
reveal several definite errors in aec- 
cepted rose genealogy. 

Mr. Thomas, always sensitive to 
the importance of roses in our cul- 
ture, interweaves his theme with 
pertinent references to occurences 
of the various roses in art. litera- 
ture, politics, war and even industry, — 

The second is a collector’s item, — 
and number one in an ambitious 
series of six, titled Old Garden 
Roses, Volume I, illustrated in color 
with eight lifelike paintings by 
Charles Raymond, includes a live- 
ly commentary on the roses by 
Sacheverell Sitwell, a short history 
of old roses by James Russell and 
a foreword by Graham Thomas.
